VALEDICTORY  ADDRESS 

BY 

HON.  GEORGE  J.  FOSTER. 

Delivered  January  4,  1911. 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils: 

Today  marks  the  beginning  of  a  new  municipal 
year  for  our  city,  new  officers  in  many  instances  take 
over  the  reins  of  government  and  the  retiring  officials 
give  an  account  of  their  stewardship. 

Following  a  custom  adopted  by  retiring  mayors,  I 
will  give  a  brief  resume  of  conditions  as  they  exist  to- 
day, and  what  has  been  accomplished  by  the  last  two 
city  governments.  The  most  important  consideration 
from  the  taxpayers'  point  of  view  and,  indeed,  from  a 
business  standpoint,  is  the  condition  of  the  city  finances. 
Have  the  resources  of  the  city  been  properly  conserved, 
and  the  treasury  safeguarded  against  improper  expendi- 
tures which  detract  from  the  city's  financial  stability? 
I  can  say  with  all  candor  that  the  city's  resources  have 
been  husbanded,  and  the  condition  of  the  treasury  today 
shows  that  the  city  councils  of  1909  and  1910  have  been 
ever  mindful  of  the  obligations  they  took  on  assuming 
office.  I  could  ask  for  no  better  men  to  do  business 
with  than  the  members  of  the  boards  of  1909  and  1910. 
Matters  of  legislation  affecting  the  city's  interests  have 
been  carefully  considered.  I  have  consulted  with  mem- 
bers of  the  councils  whenever  possible  and  we  have 
worked  with  that  harmony  of  purpose  without  which 
success  cannot  be  fully  attained.  The  financial  condi- 
tion of  the  city  was  never  better  than  at  the  present 
moment.  Oar  indebtedness  has  been  reduced  the  past 
two  years  in  the  sum  of  $74,000.00  and,  excluding  the 
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water   works  notes,  now  stands  at  the   comparatively 
small  amount  of  $209,000.00,  divided  as  follows: 

Outstanding  bonds $10,000  00 

City  Hall  loan 97,000  00 

Funding  and  Bridge  loan 30,00000 

High  School  loan 60,000  00 

Cemetery  loan 12,000  00 

Total $209,000  00 

Of  the  above  amount  $10,000.00  is  on  account  of 
bonds  which  matured  in  1879,  1880,  and  1881,  and  which 
have  never  been  presented  for  payment.  In  all  proba- 
bility these  bonds  have  been  destroyed,  in  which  case 
the  net  debt  of  the  city  proper  today  is  but  $199,000.00. 
It  is  really  $12,000.00  less  than  this  figure,  or  $187, 000. 00, 
if  we  deduct  the  $12,000.00  of  cemetery  notes  which  will 
be  taken  care  of  from  earnings  in  that  department.  I  do 
not  beheve  it  necessary  to  further  carry  the  $10,000.00 
above  referred  to  as  a  city  liability.  Adding  the  w^ater 
debt  and  allowing  the  $10,000.00  in  bonds  referred  to, 
and  the  total  net  indebtedness  of  the  city-  January  1, 
1911,  is  $486,000.00,  or  $74,000.00  less  than  it  was  Jan- 
uary 1,  1909.  Our  city  debt,  therefore,  excluding  the 
water  debt,  is  only  about  two  per  cent,  of  our  valuation. 

The  tax  rate  is  also  lower  than  it  has  been  for  a 
number  of  years,  being  $19.50  per  $1,000.00  in  1910,  as 
against  $21.00  in  1909.  The  rate  in  1909  was  larger  than 
usual,  owing  mainly  to  the  increase  of  the  state  tax 
amounting  to  $11,887.00,  imposed  by  the  legislature  of 
1909.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  new  state  house  has 
been  constructed  at  a  cost  of  about  $400, 000. 00,  and  paid 
for  out  of  current  revenues  of  the  state,  without  resort 
to  a  bond  issue  as  authorized,  the  raising  of  the  state 
tax  in  1909  was  not  necessary  and  took  from  out  tax- 
payers about  $12,000.00  not  needed  by  the  state. 

A  greater  reduction  of  the  city  debt  has  been  made 
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the  past  year  than  ever  before  in  a  single  year  in  the 
history  of  the  city.  The  sum  of  $35,030.00  has  been 
paid  on  account  of  city  hall,  $5,000.09  on  funding  and 
bridge  loan,  $1,030.00  on  cemetery  loan,  and  $10,000.00 
on  the  water  debt,  a  total  of  $52,.000.00,  or  an  average 
of  $1,000. 00  per  week. 

Twenty-five  thousand  dollars  of  the  debt  was  re- 
cently paid  by  the  retiring  of  that  amount  of  the  city 
hall  loan  due  on  April  1.  1912.  Early  in  December  my 
attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  $25,000.00  of 
city  bonds  were  in  the  hands  of  a  Boston  banking  house, 
and  these  bonds  were  offered  to  me  at  a  slight  premium. 
I  immediately  went  to  Boston  and  consulted  the  bank- 
ing house  referred  to,  and  stated  that  I  thought  the  city 
would  take  these  bonds  at  par  and  accrued  interest,  but 
would  not  pay  a  premium.  Finally,  the  parties  holding 
these  bonds  acceded  to  my  request  to  sell  them  at  par 
and  interest,  and  I  got  them  to  put  their  proposition  in 
writing.  I  called  a  special  meeting  of  the  councils  and 
strongly  advised  the  purchase  of  these  bonds  out  of 
money  lying  in  the  treasury  and  earning  nothing.  The 
councils  agreed  with  me  unanimously,  and  an  appro- 
priation was  made  of  $25,191.67,  and  the  bonds  pur- 
chased. This  transaction  has  saved  the  city  $1,308.33 
in  interest  charges,  and  I  do  not  believe  it  will  cripple 
the  treasury  the  coming  year  at  all,  especially  as  the 
city  now  has  a  cash  balance  of  $47,000.00,  which  is  con- 
siderably more  than  shown  in  many  past  years.  If  it 
should  be  necessary  in  midsummer  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  taxes,  the  city  could  hire  $10,000.00  for 
three  months,  at  a  cost  for  interest  not  exceeding 
$125.00,  and  the  bond  transaction  would  still  show  a 
handsome  profit  for  the  city. 

The  matter  of  interest  charges  is  a  serious  obliga- 
tion for  any  city.  It  will  probably  astonish  most  of  our 
citizens  to  learn  that  the  sum  of  $264,739.90  has  been 
paid  in  interest  alone  for  the  years   1890  to  1909  inclu- 
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sive,  a  period  of  twenty  years.  This  does  not  include 
the  amount  paid  for  interest  on  the  water  debt.  This 
large  sum  is  over  $55,000.00  more  than  the  entire  city 
debt  at  the  present  time,  excluding  the  water  debt. 
The  total  saving  in  interest  charges  the  past  year,  on 
account  of  payment  of  debts  not  matured,  including 
payment  on  water  debt,  is  $1,727.33.  If  the  city  should 
incur  no  new  obligations,  the  present  debt,  excluding 
the  water  works  and  cemetery  notes,  could  be  extin- 
guished in  thirteen  years  by  the  payment  of  ^16,000.00 
in  1911  and  1912,  and  $15,000.00  in  the  years  1913  to 
1922  inclusive,  and  $5,000.00  in  1923.  This  can  be  done 
without  increasing  the  tax  rate  at  all.  This  is  very 
gratifying,  and  evidences  prudent  management  of  the 
city's  finances.  Can  any  city  in  the  state  show  a 
cleaner  financial  slate  than  ours?  Are  there  many  cities 
of  our  size  anywhere  in  as  good  a  financial  condition? 

The  following  summary  puts  the  financial  situation 
in  a  concise  form:

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WATER  DEPARTMENT. 

The  net  debt  of  this  department  is  now  $277,000.00, 
as  against  $292,000.00  on  January  1,  1909,  showing  pay- 
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ments  of  $15,000.00  in  the  past  two  years.  The  city's 
notes  are  held  by  the  Strafford  Savings  bank  at  3  1-2 
per  cent,  interest.  The  interest  charge  on  the  present 
debt  amounts  to  $9,695.00  per  year.  The  past  year's  in- 
terest charges  were  $10,114.00.  The  reduction  of  the 
debt  the  past  year,  therefore,  saves  $419.00  in  interest. 

The  net  earnings  of  the  department  for  the  past  two 
years  have  been  about  $25,000.00,  out  cf  which  has  been 
paid  $15,000.00  on  the  debt,  and  $4,098.20  on  account  of 
two  artesian  wells  put  down  last  summer  near  the 
pumping  station.  There  was  also  paid  in  1909,  $7,698.23 
balance  due  on  the  filtration  plant  constructed  in  1908 
and  completed  early  in  1909.  These  artesian  wells  are 
300  and  350  feet  deep,  respectively,  and  produce  about 
150,000  gallons  of  water  per  day.  They  have  proved  a 
good  investment  thus  far  for  the  city  and  augment  our 
water  supply  materially.  Without  their  aid  our  water 
supply  would  have  been  alarmingly  low  during  the  past 
few  months  on  account  of  lack  of  rain.  The  situation 
is  still  serious,  and  it  will  be  necessary  in  the  near  future 
to  sink  more  wells,  or  get  an  additional  supply  in  some 
other  way. 

After  over  twenty  years  of  service,  the  department 
is  still  encumbered  with  a  large  debt.  If  the  debt  was 
paid  the  city  would  receive  a  net  revenue  from  this  de- 
partment of  at  least  $25,000.00  per  year,  which  would 
aid  very  materially  in  reducing  the  tax  rate.  The 
charges  for  water  are  no  more  than  the  people  are  pay- 
ing in  other  cities  the  size  of  Dover,  and  in  many  cases 
where  water  is  furnished  by  private  parties  our  charges 
are  lower.  I  can  see  no  way  of  paying  the  debt  in  the 
next  generation  without  the  city  contributes  to  its  pay- 
ment by  taxation.  I  believe  that  $10,000.00  annually 
could  be  supplied  from  the  city  treasury  for  this  pur- 
pose without  increasing  the  tax  rate  above  two  per  cent. 
This  question  should  be  seriously  considered  in  the  near 
future,  and  some  means  provided  to  liquidate  the  large 
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indebtedness,  other  than  depending  wholly  on  the 
earnings  of  the  department. 

It  costs  a  large  and  increasing  sum  annually  to  main- 
tain the  system  on  account  of  the  replacing  of  service 
pipes,  the  giving  out  of  mains  and  other  repairs  incident 
to  a  plant  long  in  service.  The  department  has  put  on 
a  large  number  of  meters  during  the  past  two  years  and 
now  has  1,230  on  service  pipes.  This  has  resulted  in 
the  saving  of  about  25  per  cent,  in  the  amount  of  w^ater 
consumed,  with  a  corresponding  saving  in  pum.ping  ex- 
pense. 

The  income  of  the  department  the  past  year,  to- 
gether with  the  cash  on  hand  January  1,  1910,  amounts 
to  $45,224.74,  and  the  expenditures,  including  payment 
of  $10,000,00  on  the  debt  and  cost  of  artesian  wells, 
$40,458.25,  leaving  a  cash  balance  of  $4,766.49  for  the 
year.  More  of  the  water  debt  has  been  paid  during  the 
past  two  years  than  ever  before  for  an  equal  length  of 
time  since  the  plant  was  estabhshed. 

STREET  DEPARTMENT. 

The  amount  of  money  expended  on  our  streets  is 
quite  large  and  the  problem  of  better  streets  without  ex- 
cessive expenditure  is  a  constant  one  for  the  Street  and 
Park  Commission.  When  it  is  considered  that  there  are 
over  75  miles  of  highways  within  the  corporate  limits  of 
Dover,  it  will  be  seen  that  a  large  sum  is  necessary  in 
order  to  keep  them  in  repair,  without  considering  the 
matter  of  new  construction.  In  the  last  two  years  much 
has  been  done  on  our  highways,  including  sidewalks  and 
sewers.  A  large  amount  of  v,  ork  has  been  done  on  the 
highways  leading  out  of  the  city  and  they  are  now  in 
better  condition  than  ever  before.  A  great  deal  of 
macadamizing  has  been  done  on  Folsom,  Walnut,  Court, 
Washington,  Hough,  Locust,  and  Atkinson  streets,  and 
a  smaller  amount  of  such  w^ork  on  many  other  streets. 

In  the  matter  of  sewer  construction  more  has  been 
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accomplished  than  for  many  years,  1,445  feet  of  new 
sewer  work  has  been  done  the  past  year,  and  an  equal 
amount  in  1909,  besides  repairs  to  existing  sewers. 

Great  improvements  have  been  made  in  sidewalks 
in  the  compact  parts  of  the  city.  More  granolithic  pave- 
ments have  been  laid  than  ever  before.  This  style  of 
walk  adds  to  the  appearance  of  the  city  and  should  be 
continued.  Fourteen  hundred  feet  of  new  brick  walks 
have  been  laid  the  past  year  and  nearly  a  thousand  feet 
of  edge  stone  reset,  and  about  500  feet  of  new  edge- 
stone  put  in.  In  addition  many  hundred  feet  of 
other  sidewalks  have  been  constructed,  calling  for  over 
3,000  loads  of  cinders,  besides  almost  an  endless  amount 
of  repairing  of  roadways,  sidewalks,  gutters,  catch 
basins,  etc. 

The  bridges  on  Central  avenue,  Washington  street. 
Fourth  street,  and  Whitcher's  Falls  have  been  replanked 
or  otherwise  repaired. 

Permanent  road  construction  is  a  good  thing,  and 
should  be  the  policy  of  the  department  whenever  practi- 
cable. In  the  business  section  of  Central  avenue  and 
adjacent  streets  nothing  will  stand  the  wear  for  any 
length  of  time  except  block  paving  or  asphaltum.  The 
latter  is  not  practical,  owing  to  its  hard  and  slippery 
surface,  and  also  its  excessive  cost.  Granite  block  pav- 
ing if  properly  grouted,  is  the  most  durable  form  of  con- 
struction, and  I  have  believed  it  good  policy  to  lay  that 
kind  of  pavement  in  certain  sections.  It  is  a  very  noisy 
pavement,  however,  where  there  is  any  great  amount 
of  teaming.  A  section  on  Central  avenue  north  of  the 
railroad  crossing  at  Fourth  street  was  laid  down  in  1909, 
with  a  preparation  called  Tarvia  for  a  binder.  It  has 
proved  serviceable  and  is  perhaps  as  good  apiece  of  road 
as  we  have  in  the  city.  The  other  side  of  the  road  at 
this  point  should  be  similarly  treated. 

The  constant  digging  up  of  our  streets  plays  havoc 
with  any  kind  of  pavement.     It  has  been  found  by  ex- 
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perience  that  the  McAdam  pavement  will  last  but  a 
comparatively  short  time  where  there  is  much  traffic. 
On  the  busiest  part  of  Central  avenue  there  is  constant 
need  of  repairs,  scraping  of  mud,  hauling  off  of  refuse 
matter,  etc.  Block  paving  here  would  probably  solve 
the  problem  better  than  any  other  course. 

The  department  has  constructed  a  large  section  of 
state  highway  on  the  Dover  Point  road  and  on  the  road 
leading  from  Garrison  Hill  to  Page's  corner.  This  road 
was  constructed  out  of  a  joint  fund  provided  by  the  city 
and  state,  and  cost  a  little  less  than  $20,000.00.  State 
Engineer  Hill  has  informed  me  that  it  is  the  best  piece  of 
state  road  constructed  in  New  Hampshire  the  past  year 
and  that  the  cost  was  lower  than  any  similar  length  of 
road  constructed  elsewhere.  He  is  perfectly  satisfied 
with  the  way  the  joint  fund  has  been  expended,  and  has 
no  criticism  whatever  to  make.  Whether  or  not  the 
city  will  continue  construction  of  this  state  highway  is 
a  matter  for  the  new  city  government  to  consider.  I 
believe  it  to  be  good  policy  to  continue  this  work  the 
coming  year.  There  is  a  piece  from  the  Sawyer  farm  to 
the  Varney  bridge  on  the  Point  road,  and  from  Page's 
corner  to  the  Somersv/orth  line,  which  should  be  put  in. 
This  would  cost  the  city  about  $5,000.00,  and  the  state 
an  equal  amount.  Further  details  of  work  in  this  de- 
partment can  be  found  by  consulting  the  reports  of  the 
commission  and  superintendent  of  streets. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

Our  public  schools  are  the  pride  of  our  city.  The  im- 
provement in  their  standing  has  been  very  great  in  the 
past  ten  years  under  the  able  direction  of  Superinten- 
dent A.  H.  Keyes,  who  ranks  very  high  as  an  educacor 
throughout  New  England.  Superintendent  Keyes  is 
constantly  working  for  even  greater  efficiency,  and  our 
schools  have  been  praised  as  models  by  the  State  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Instruction.     Our  high  school  has 
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grown  very  rapidly  the  past  three  or  four  years,  and 
now  has  an  enrollment  of  323  pupils,  which  is  nearly 
double  that  of  the  old  school  on  Chestnut  s  treet. 

Two  rooms  in  the  building  occupied  by  grammar 
grades  are  badly  needed  for  high  school  work,  and  the 
councils  will  be  asked  to  provide  a  new  grammar  school 
building  for  their  accommodation,  and  also  for  the  pur- 
pose of  providing  for  the  grammar  grade  now  in  the 
basement  of  the  city  building.  A  new  grammar  grade 
building  is  very  much  needed,  and  our  schools  should  not 
be  crippled  for  lack  of  accommodations.  A  lot  has  been 
considered  by  a  special  committee  appointed  for  that 
purpose,  and  can  probably  be  procured  at  a  fair  valua- 
tion. It  adjoins  the  present  high  school  lot  and  is  rightly 
located  for  the  purposes  desired.  That  our  schools  are 
well  thought  of  by  the  people  of  surrounding  towns 
is  evidenced  by  our  large  number  of  tuition  pupils.  The 
income  from  this  source  the  past  year  has  been  over 
$2,800.00,  a  gain  of  about  $600.00  over  1909. 

Proper  compensation  for  our  grade  teachers  is  a 
constant  problem  for  the  school  authorities.  The  max- 
imum salary  is  $500.00  which  is  considerably  lower  than 
that  obtaining  in  cities  of  our  size  in  New  Hampshire 
and  Massachusetts.  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the 
force  it  is  well  nigh  impossible  to  get  a  competent  teacher 
at  the  price  we  can  offer.  It  is  probable  that  the  maxi- 
num  salary  will  be  raised,  in  which  case  it  will  be  neces- 
sary for  the  councils  to  increase  the  appropriation  for 
schools  a  small  amount. 

PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

The  public  library  is  an  institution  of  great  public 
benefit  and  its  vast  storehouse  of  knowledge,  contained 
in  nearly  40,000  volumes,  is  being  availed  of  more  and 
more  each  year.  The  amount  expended  by  the  city  is 
money  well  invested  and  returns  large  dividends  in  the 
dissemination  of  knowledge  among  our  citizens,  and  es-

pecially  to  the  younger  element  who  look  to  schools  and 
libraries  for  that  development  of  mind  and  character  so 
essential  to  good  citizenship. 

It  has  been  found  necessary  to  expend  more  money 
than  usual  the  past  year  on  account  of  repairs  to  the 
building  in  order  to  keep  it  in  good  condition.  Not  a 
large  sum  has  been  expended,  but  more  than  in  former 
years,  and  it  will  be  necessary  in  the  future  to  give  the 
trustees  more  money  each  year  in  order  to  keep  the 
prbperty  in  good  condition.  It  seems  to  me  that  this 
matter  of  repairs  to  building  could  very  properly  be 
placed  in  charge  of  the  committee  on  lands  and  build- 
ings. 

Two  burglaries  have  taken  place  at  the  library  the 
past  year.  The  miscreants  did  not  get  much  money  for 
their  trouble,  but  succeeded  in  doing  considerable  dam- 
age to  property. 

The  trustees  will  probably  ask  the  councils  to  in- 
crease the  amount  allowed  them  in  order  to  pay  a  living 
wage  to  the  faithful  young  women  who  have  given  of 
their  time  and  strength  for  many  years  at  a  compensa- 
tion ridiculously  small. 

The  circulation  of  books  has  increased  the  past  year 
very  materially,  showing  that  more  of  our  people  are 
taking  advantage  of  the  rich  opportunities  here  pre- 
sented than  ever  before.  The  reference  library  is  one 
of  the  most  valuable  in  the  state,  and  is  constantly  being 
consulted  by  people  from  all  parts  of  the  state,  as  well 
as  by  people  from  other  states.  The  town  histories  in 
the  library  are  also  very  valuable.  Recentlv  •  a  man 
came  here  from  Washington  purposely  to  consult  one  of 
these  town  histories,  not  being  able  to  find  the  informa- 
tion he  desired  elsewhere. 

WENTWORTH  HOSPITAL. 

This  is  another  city  institution  worthy  of  the  con- 
sideration of  all  our  citizens.     It  is  doing  a  great  ser- 
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vice  in  the  amelioration  of  human  suffering,  and  is  ably 
managed  by  a  board  of  trustees,  with  Miss  Grace  P. 
Haskell  as  the  very  efficient  superintendent  in  immedi- 
ate charge.  The  councils  appropriate  $6,000.00  yearly 
for  its  maintenance,  the  balance  of  the  necessary  ex- 
penditures coming  out  of  the  earnings.  In  all  proba- 
bility this  hospital  will  never  be  self-sustaining,  as  the 
charges  for  service  are  below  that  charged  in  private 
hospitals  where  the  element  of  profit  enters  into  the 
management. 

I  believe  it  would  be  good  policy  for  the  members 
of  the  councils  to  visit  the  hospital  occasionally,  and  in- 
spect its  conduct.  They  would  then  have  a  better  idea 
of  the  vast  amount  of  good  it  is  doing  in  the  commu- 
nity, especially  among  poorer  people  who  have  not  here- 
tofore been  able  to  procure  the  high  degree  of  profes- 
sional skill  here  available.  Two  thousand  three  hun- 
dred seventy  days  of  absolutely  free  service  have  been 
given  the  past  year.  This  is  292  days  more  than  during 
any  previous  similar  period.  In  1907,  the  first  full  year 
of  operation,  there  were  only  991  free  days,  showing  a 
very  substantial  increase  in  amount  of  free  work  done. 
The  Haley  property  has  been  purchased  the  past  year 
by  the  trustees,  in  order  to  control  it  for  possible  uses 
in  the  growth  of  the  hospital. 

Miss  Martha  E.  Hanson,  a  lady  long  a  resident  of 
Dover,  and  now  in  her  92nd  year,  has  just  donated  to 
the  hospital  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for  the  estabHshment 
of  a  free  bed  for  worthy  women.  The  donation  was 
tendered  to  the  trustees  of  the  hospital  through  Col. 
Daniel  Hall,  and  the  trustees,  acting  in  an  advisory  ca- 
pacity only,  under  the  law,  voted  unanimously  to  ask 
the  city  to  accept  the  gift,  which  the  councils  did  at  the 
last  meeting  of  the  boards  in  1910,  and  a  suitable 
acknowledgment  was  voted  to  be  sent  to  Miss  Hanson. 
This  gift  is  a  noble  expression  of  a  noble  woman  for  a 
noble  purpose,  and  is  the  first  gift  received  by  the  hos- 
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pital  for  the  establishment  of  a  free  bed  since  its  open- 
ing in  1906.  The  example  of  Miss  Hanson  should  be 
followed  by  others,  and  doubtless  will  be  when  it  be- 
comes thoroughly  known  what  a  worthy  institution  our 
city  has  in  the  Wentworth  hospital.  The  hospital  will 
also  soon  come  into  possession  of  another  gift  of  over 
$5,000.00  through  the  will  of  the  late  Caroline  Hanson, 
who  formerly  and  for  many  years  resided  at  Dover 
Point.  The  income  from  this  money  can  be  used  for 
the  general  purposes  of  the  institution.  The  report  of 
the  trustees  of  the  hospital  for  the  past  year  should  be 
read  by  every  citizen. 

FIRE   DEPARTMENT. 

Our  fire  department  is  an  efficient  instrument  for 
the  protection  of  the  property  of  our  citizens  from  the 
ravages  of  fire.  In  1909  a  new  chemical  w^agon  was 
contracted  for  and  was  delivered  early  in  the  spring  of 
1910.  It  has  proved  a  very  valuable  addition  to  our  fire 
apparatus,  in  many  cases  saving  the  destructive  effects 
of  a  large  volume  of  water  poured  into  a  burning  build- 
ing. It  has  also  saved  much  property  from  destruction 
by  being  early  on  the  scene  and  in  operation  before  a 
blaze  got  under  headway.  It  has  proved  a  good  invest- 
ment, and  I  believe  has,  in  a  measure,  kept  the  rate  of 
insurance  down  in  certain  localities  in  our  city.  Other 
improvements  have  been  made  in  the  apparatus  looking 
to  its  greater  efficiency,  and  the  fire  department  is 
now  in  first-class  shape,  both  as  to  men  and  material. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  mayor  and  city  councils  have  nothing  to  do 
with  this  department  and  can,  therefore,  give  no  infor- 
mation as  to  its  workings.  The  officers  comprising  the 
force  are  a  fine  and  efficient  body  of  men,  capable  pre- 
servers of  the  peace.  The  principle  involved  in  the 
management  I  have  never  believed  in.     Might  just  as 
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well  abrog-ate  some  of  the  other  powers  of  the  city  gov- 
ernment and  let  the  governor  and  council  pick  out  the 
managers.  The  city  should  have  a  voice  in  the  man- 
agement of  police  affairs  just  the  same  as  other  depart- 
ments, and  the  mayor  should  be  a  member  of  any  com- 
mission placed  in  charge.  Foreign  appointed  commis- 
sions are  contrary  to  our  system  of  local  self-govern- 
ment, and  should  be  abolished.  The  cost  of  the  depart- 
ment the  past  year  has  been  $12,426.37. 

PUBLIC  PARKS  OR  PLAYGROUNDS. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  J.  Belknap  Guppy 
the  city  came  into  possession  of  a  valuable  piece  of  land 
on  Hancock  street  by  deed,  early  the  past  year,  and  it  was 
converted  into  a  playground,  graded,  seats  and  swings 
provided,  and  an  arc  light  placed  near  the  centre  of  the 
lot  on  the  side  line.  The  Towle  field  was  also  secured  by 
rental,  and  a  base  ball  diamond  laid  out  and  graded. 
The  grounds  known  as  Guppy' s  woods  have  also  been 
used  as  a  public  park  through  the  generosity  and  public 
spirit  of  Mr.  Guppy.  These  playgrounds  are  a  great 
thing  for  the  youth  of  our  city,  and  the  project  should 
further  be  developed.  A  small  appropriation  is  neces- 
sary to  maintain  these  public  parks,  but  the  investment 
is  a  good  one  and  instills  into  the  minds  of  the  rising 
generation  the  fact  that  the  city  fathers  are  interested 
in  their  welfare  and  desire  to  aid  them  in  all  possible 
ways  in  becoming  good  and  useful  citizens.  City  play- 
grounds are  worthy  of  your  thoughtful  consideration. 

CITY  BUILDING. 

Our  city  building  is  the  pride  and  admiration  of 
every  citizen.  Strangers  within  our  gates  for  any 
length  of  time  are  taken  over  this  building  and  express 
admiration  for  its  w^ell  arranged  interior  and  the  beauty 
of  design  of  the  structure  as  a  whole.  The  building 
has   been   in  use  for  nearly  twenty   years  and   an  in- 
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creased  amount  of  money  each  year  is  necessary  for 
keeping  it  in  good  repair.  During  the  past  year  much 
has  been  done  to  the  interior  of  the  building.  The  cor- 
ridors and  mayor's  office  have  been  artistically 
painted  and  new  steel  ceilings  put  in.  The  belfry  was 
found  to  be  in  a  very  dangerous  condition  and  it  was 
necessary  to  put  in  new  copper  flashing  and  strengthen 
the  supports  to  the  heavy  bell,  which  showed  consider- 
able vibration  when  the  bell  was  struck.  Practically 
the  entire  electric  wiring  of  the  building  has  been  over- 
hauled the  past  two  years  and  much  of  it,  especially 
about  the  stage,  placed  in  iron  conduits.  This  was 
made  necessary  in  order  to  keep  the  insurance  in  force, 
the  inspectors  condemning  the  old  arrangement  of  wires 
as  dangerous.  The  flooring  in  the  main  corridor  is  in 
bad  shape  and  should  be  fixed,  and  the  iron  fire  escapes 
on  the  outside  painted  to  prevent  corrosion.  The  heat- 
ing apparatus  should  also  be  overhauled  and  new  boilers 
installed.  I  have  had  all  of  the  boilers  belonging  to  the 
city  in  all  departments  inspected  and  insured.  The 
boilers  in  the  city  building  were  practically  condemned 
by  the  inspector.  He  said  they  might  go  through  the 
present  winter  but  further  service  would  be  unwise. 
It  will  be  necessary  for  the  new  city  hall  committee  to 
take  up  this  problem  very  soon,  in  order  that  the  build- 
ing may  have  suitable  heating  apparatus  installed  be- 
fore another  winter  season.  The  scenery  on  the  stage 
in  the  opera  house  also  needs  attention.  Footings 
should  be  placed  on  the  drops,  and  the  wooden  grooves 
overhead  removed  so  that  the  scenery  of  traveling 
shows  can  be  used  to  advantage.  The  scenery  also 
needs  freshening  with  paint,  and  in  some  cases  minor 
repairs  will  have  to  be  done.  These  are  the  principal 
things  about  the  building  which  need  attention.  The 
detailed  report  of  the  city  hall  committee  will  give  fig- 
ures as  to  receipts  and  expenditures. 
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PINE   HILL  CEMETERY. 

A  fire  on  September  5th  last,  destroyed  the  stable 
at  Pine  Hill,  tog-ether  with  implements  and  two  horses 
used  by  Superintendent  Coleman  and  assistants.  This 
necessitated  the  construction  of  a  new  stable,  and  the 
site  was  changed  to  the  level  ground  below  the  embank- 
ment on  which  the  old  stable  w^as  located.  An  appro- 
priation of  $2,500,00  was  made  by  the  councils  in  October, 
and  this,  together  with  the  insurance  on  the  old  stable, 
enabled  the  trustees  to  construct  a  modern  stable  with 
cement  walls,  which  is  now  nearing  completion.  The 
site  of  the  old  stable,  with  adjacent  lots  can  be  used  for 
cemetery  purposes.  The  lots,  being  desirable,  will  com- 
mand a  ready  sale  at  good  prices.  A  large  trust  fund, 
amounting  now,  with  accumulated  interest,  to  $46,330.30 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  city,  the  income  from  which  is 
used  in  the  perpetual  care  of  lots  nam.ed  in  the  trusts. 
The  cemetery  is  well  taken  care  of  and  is  constantly  be- 
ing improved  and  beautified.  It  is  a  spot  dear  to  the 
hearts  of  all  our  citizens,  and  its  care  by  an  able  board 
of  trustees  is  a  labor  of  love  and  self-sacrifice. 

PUBLIC    HEALTH. 

The  health  of  our  citizens  has  been  generally  excel- 
lent for  the  past  two  years,  although  early  in  1909  there 
was  an  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  which  closed  our  schools 
and  library  for  a  time  and  rendered  a  quarantine  by  the 
health  department  necessary.  Health  Officer  Charles 
M.  Jones  has  had  charge  of  conditions  governing  the 
public  health,  and  has  been  active  and  alert  at  all  times 
in  the  abatement  of  nuisances  and  in  looking  after  the 
cleanliness  of  yards,  out-houses,  etc.,  which  come  under 
his  jurisdiction.  I  understand  that  Mr.  Jones  will  de- 
cline a  reelection  to  the  office  which  he  has  so  w^ell  filled 
for  over  twenty  years,  in  which  case  it  may  be  difficult 
to  secure  an  officer  who  will  perform  the  duties  as  faith- 
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fully  and  well  as  the  present  incumbent.  It  might  be  a 
good  plan  for  the  councils  to  consider  the  advisability  of 
uniting  another  city  office  with  that  of  health  officer. 
This  should  be  a  matter  to  receive  earnest  consideration, 
efficiency  of  service  being  the  end  aimed  at.  Honor 
where  honor  is  due  is  a  good  motto,  and  I  believe  the 
thanks  of  the  community  should  be  expressed  to  Mr. 
Jones,  through  the  city  councils,  for  the  care  and  atten- 
tion he  has  given  to  the  cleanliness  of  our  city,  and  the 
efficient  means  he  has  employed  in  safeguarding  the 
public  health. 

THE   MOTH  PEST. 

A  committee  consisting  of  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
Richardson  and  Durkin  was  appointed  early  in  the  year 
to  look  after  the  trees  in  the  highways  of  the  city,  and 
prevent  their  defoliation  and  possible  destruction  by  the 
brown  tail  moth  and  elm  leaf  beetle.  An  appropria- 
tion of  $2,200.00  was  made  by  the  councils,  which  was 
not  all  expended.  Details  of  expenditure  will  be  found 
in  the  report  of  the  committee.  A  vast  amount  of  work 
was  done  by  this  committee.  Their  work  was  effective, 
and  our  trees  were  thoroughly  treated  by  pruning  and 
spraying  and  the  ravages  of  these  pests  stayed.  The 
pruning  of  trees  for  the  brown  tail  moth,  however,  is 
liable  to  kill  the  trees  if  continued,  and  it  may  be  neces- 
sary to  resort  to  spraying  entirely  the  coming  year.  It  has 
seemed  to  me  that  the  treatment  the  trees  received  the 
past  year  has  materially  reduced  the  number  of  these 
pests,  and  it  may  be  possible  to  entirely  get  rid  of  them 
within  a  few  years.  Eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of 
our  trees,  and  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  work  to  begin 
before  the  end  of  cold  weather  in  order  to  get  a  good 
start  in  the  war  of  extermination  of  these  pests. 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils,  there  are  other 
public  matters  which  have  come  under  my  observation 
during  my  term  of  office,  but  the  desire  to  make  my 
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final  address  to  the  councils  not  too  lengthy,  dissuades 
me  from  entering  into  any  further  details.  Your  in- 
coming chief  executive  will  keep  you  informed  on  all 
matters  of  public  interest,  and  will  give  you  thoughtful 
advice  whenever  his  judgment  dictates. 

Fellow  Citizens,  I  wish  to  congratulate  you  on  the 
selection  of  a  worthy  son  of  Dover  to  sit  in  the  chair  of 
chief  executive,  a  position  once  filled  by  his  honored 
father,  and  I  trust  and  believe  that  at  the  end  of  his 
term  of  office  he  will  be  able  to  look  back  upon  duty 
well  performed,  reflecting  alike  honor  upon  himself  and 
glory  upon  the  municipality. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  able  assistance  rendered  me  during  my  term  of  office 
by  your  very  efficient  city  clerk,  whose  conduct  of  his 
office  leaves  nothing  to  be  desired. 


INAUGURAL  ADDRESS 

BY 

HON.   DWIGHT  HALL. 


Delivered  January  4,  1911. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils: 

In  accordance  with  our  city  charter  we  have  met 
here  today,  in  convention,  and  have  taken  upon  our- 
selves the  obligations  required  by  law.  This  ceremony 
is  not  a  mere  matter  of  form,  but  a  grave  assumption  of 
weighty  responsibilities,  and  it  is  for  us  to  perform 
these  duties  and  cares  for  the  interests  of  all  the  people 
impartially,  with  a  view  to  obtaining  the  best  results 
and  the  greatest  good.  The  people  have  committed  to 
us,  as  trustees,  great  interests,  together  with  discretion- 
ary powers  of  much  latitude.  It  is  our  duty  to  manage 
these  interests  and  exercise  these  discretionary  powers 
in  accordance  with  our  best  judgment,  with  prudence 
and  with  honesty,  so  that,  at  the  expiration  of  the 
trusteeship  we  may  render  a  good  account  of  the  charge 
committed  to  us. 

It  is  the  desire  of  each  one  of  us  that  this  adminis- 
tration shall  be  a  success,  and  we  must  bear  in  mind 
that  its  success  may  depend,  in  a  large  measure,  upon 
the  men  you  select  to  fill  the  various  city  oflfices.  Abil- 
ity and  fitness  for  the  positions  they  are  selected  to  fill 
should  be  carefully  considered  by  you;  personal  differ- 
ences should  be  set  aside,  fear  and  favor  should  not  be 
considered,  and  an  honest  effort  should  be  made  to  fill 
the  offices  with  men  best  equipped  for  its  duties. 
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We  enter  upon  our  labors  at  a  time  when  the  people 
are  making  an  ever  increasing  demand  for  better  con- 
ditions, which  of  necessity  tends  to  the  increase  of 
municipal  expenses.  We  are  neither  \Yilling  to  return 
to  old  conditions  and  endure  poor  roads  and  sidewalks, 
partially  lighted  streets  and  an  inadequate  fire  depart- 
m.ent,  nor  are  we  willing  that  conditions  should  remain 
as  they  are.  It  is  improvement  that  is  demanded,  but 
careful  and  considerate  economy,  without  penuriousness, 
must  be  practiced. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  city  of  Dover  com- 
pares most  favorably  with  that  of  any  other  city  in  the 
state,  and  I  believe  that,  with  care  and  thought,  many 
of  the  improvements  desired  can  be  secured,  and  at  the 
same  time  the  good  financial  condition  of  the  city  be 
maintained.  Our  city  is  a  business  corporation  and 
should  be  managed  by  us  with  the  same  thrift  and  care 
as  we  would  exercise  in  the  conduct  of  our  own  private 
business  interests.  All  bills  incurred  in  carrying  on  the 
business  of  the  city,  in  the  making  of  repairs  and  im- 
provements, should  be  carefully  examined,  and  a  de- 
termined effort  made  to  obtain  for  the  city  full  value 
for  all  money  expended.  Strict  economy  must  be  prac- 
ticed. By  economy  I  do  not  mean,  necessarily,  the  ex- 
penditure of  the  smallest  amount  of  money,  but  such  an 
expenditure  as  seems  best  after  the  needs,  circumstances 
and  results  to  be  obtained,  in  any  particular  case,  have 
been  carefully  studied  and  considered. 

The  future  of  the  city  depends  in  a  great  measure 
upon  the  boys  and  girls  of  today,  and  we  are  most 
fortunate  in  that  our  educational  institutions,  the  pub- 
lic schools,  and  the  public  library,  rank  among  the  best 
in  the  state.  While  neither  the  schools  nor  the  library 
come  directly  under  your  supervision,  yet  you  will  be 
called  upon  to  make  such  appropriations  as  may  seem 
necessary  for  their  support,  and  each  one  of  you,  as  a 
citizen,  has  a  vital  interest  in  them.     Our  corps  of  pub-

lie  school  teachers  is  one  to  be  proud  of.  The  buildings 
are,  in  general,  substantial  and  well  equipped,  but  in 
spite  of  the  recently  erected  high  school  building,  in 
which  two  rooms  are  given  over  to  scholars  of  the  eighth 
grade,  we  are  beginning  to  feel  the  need  of  further 
school  accommodations.  Then  umber  of  scholars  is  con- 
stantly increasing,  particularly  in  the  high  school,  and 
the  rooms  in  that  school  devoted  to  the  use  of  the  eighth 
grade  scholars  will,  in  the  near  future,  be  needed  for 
high  school  students.  Perhaps  not  this  year,  but  in  a 
comparatively  short  time,  the  city  will  be  called  upon  to 
erect  a  new  building  to  furnish  suitable  accommoda- 
tion for  this  increase  in  students. 

Our  highways  are  under  the  control  of  a  commis- 
sion, and,  like  the  educational  institutions,  do  not  come 
under  your  direct  control,  but  the  street  and  park  com- 
missioners are  appointed  with  the  approval  of  the  board 
of  aldermen,  and  of  course  the  activities  of  the  commis- 
sion must  depend  upon  the  appropriations  made  by  you. 
In  recent  years  people  have  come  to  appreciate  good  high- 
ways more  than  ever  before  and  perhaps  more  talk  and 
criticism  of  highways  is  heard  than  of  any  other 
municipal  subject.  It  is  a  matter  which  interests  every- 
one whether  using  the  streets  for  pleasure  or  business. 
Very  many  difficulties  face  the  commission  in  their 
efforts  to  supply  the  city  with  good  roads.  The  cost  of 
building  is  great,  and  it  is  a  difficult  matter  to  select  the 
construction  best  suited  to  a  particular  locality.  One  per- 
son who  has  had  experience  in  these  matters  will  advise 
a  particular  kind  of  pavement,  and  another,  with  equal 
experience,  will  advise  an  entirely  different  pavement. 
I  believe  that  many  of  our  streets  have  been  much  im- 
proved during  the  past  few  years,  and  I  shall  use  every 
effort  to  secure  further  improvement.  The  greater  part 
of  Central  avenue  between  the  railroad  crossing  and  the 
city  building  must,  in  the  near  future,  receive  attention, 
and  should  be  covered  with  a  hard,  clean  surface.     I  am 
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informed  that  the  street  and  park  commission  is  consid- 
ering the  advisability  of  sprinkling  oil  upon  our  streets. 
I  believe  that  this  use  of  oil  upon  the  highways  will  add 
greatly  to  their  durability  and  to  the  comfort  of  those 
using  them.  In  case  a  street  is  excavated  by  the  tele- 
phone companies,  the  water  department,  or  by  any 
other  parties,  I  believe  it  should  be  the  privilege  and 
duty  of  the  street  and  park  commission  to  replace  the 
surface  of  the  street  and  charge  the  expense  of  such 
replacing  of  the  surface  to  the  department  or  parties 
w^ho  did  the  excavating.  If  this  were  done  the  proba- 
bility of  the  street  being  restored  to  its  original  condi- 
tion would  be  greater  than  where  the  filling-in  is  left  to 
the  parties  interested  in  matters  below  the  road's 
surface. 

Neither  the  mayor  nor  the  city  councils  have  a  voice 
in  the  expenditure  of  funds  appropriated  for  the  police 
department.  This  is  true  of  no  other  department,  and 
I  recommend  that  steps  be  taken  to  bring  about  a 
change  in  the  city  charter,  such  that  a  representative  of 
the  city  shall  have  a  voice  in  the  expenditures  of  this  de- 
partment. 

Our  shade  trees,  which  have  demanded  but  little 
care  and  attention  until  the  brown  tail  moth  put  in  its 
appearance  a  few  years  ago,  are  now  a  cause  of  much 
anxiety.  The  clipping  of  the  branches  each  winter 
when  the  moth  nests  are  removed  must  soon  cause  seri- 
ous injury  to  the  trees.  I  believe  that  a  careful  study 
of  this  question  should  be  made  and,  if  it  is  found  prac- 
ticable, spraying  with  poisons  should  be  substituted  in 
place  of  the  continual  cutting  of  the  branches  upon 
which  the  moth  nests  are  located. 

For  the  last  few  years  we  have  been  in  fear  that 
the  city  would  be  called  upon  to  expend  large  sums  of 
money  in  securing  additional  water  supplies.  For- 
tunately the  artesian  wells  recently  driven  have  supplied 
a  very  considerable  amount  of  water,  and  the  installa- 
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tion  of  meters  has  had  a  tendency  to  materially  con- 
serve the  supply.  In  all  probability  the  further  use  of 
meters  will  further  decrease  the  waste  of  water,  and 
the  obtaining  of  a  greater  water  supply  will  not  be  nec- 
essary for  some  time  to  come.  I  am  informed  that  the 
various  city  departments  do  not  pay  the  water  depart- 
ment for  the  use  of  water  in  the  same  proportion,  or  by 
the  same  measurements  as  individual  users  do.  Inas- 
much as  the  water  department  must  pay  the  water  debt, 
and  interest  thereon,  out  of  its  earnings,  it  would  seem 
to  me  that  the  various  city  departments  which  use 
water  should  pay  for  it  in  the  same  manner  as  individ- 
ual users.  The  water  department  debt  is  large,  and  the 
departmient  cannot  afford  to  furnish  its  product  without 
due  compensation. 

The  fire  department  has  been  for  years,  and  is  now, 
most  efficient,  and  well  equipped  with  apparatus.  In 
no  small  measure  this  efficiency  has  been  due  to  the  har- 
monious relations  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  fire 
engineers,  and  other  members  of  the  department,  and 
in  order  that  the  effectiveness  of  the  department  shall 
continue  the  same  good  will  must  endure. 

The  work  of  the  board  of  assessors  is  very  greatly 
impeded  by  the  lack  of  proper  maps  of  the  city.  At 
present  it  is  impossible  to  locate  and  accurately  describe 
the  property.  I  recommend,  therefore,  that  maps  of 
the  city,  upon  which  all  taxable  property  shall  be  plot- 
ted, be  made,  a  portion  of  the  work  being  done  each 
year  until  completed.  I  believe  that  these  maps  would 
reveal  much  untaxed  property,  and  that  the  receipts  of 
the  city  would  be  thereby  appreciably  increased. 

Very  many  of  our  people,  young  and  old,  appreciate 
and  enjoy  the  park  which  recently  came  into  the  posses- 
sion of  the  city  through  the  very  generous  gift  of  Mr. 
Jeremy  B.  Guppey.  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Ricker,  who  died 
about  four  years  ago,  made  provisions  in  her  will  for 
certain   improvements  at  Pine  Hill   cemetery.     I  most 
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earnestly  hope  that  the  cemetery  trustees  will  be  able, 
in  the  near  future,  to  cause  the  wishes  of  Mrs.  Ricker 
to  be  carried  out  as  expressed  in  her  will. 

Gentlemen,  in  entering  upon  our  duties  we  are  all 
aware  of  the  character  of  the  trust  with  which  we  have 
been  honored  by  our  fellow  citizens.  It  is  a  public 
trust,  and  I  am  confident  that  we  will  never  so  far  for- 
get the  dignity  of  our  offices  as  to  become  the  advocates 
of  individual  interests  at  the  expense  of  the  public  wel- 
fare. I  earnestly  bespeak  your  most  hearty  co-opera- 
tion in  all  matters  which  may  come  before  us,  in  the  be- 
lief that,  through  such  co-operation,  we  can  obtain  the 
best  results.  Having  discharged  our  duties  without 
fear  or  favor,  I  trust  that,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  we 
may  be  conscious  that  we  have  fulfilled  our  obligations 
conscientiously  and  to  the  best  of  our  ability,  and  for 
the  best  interests  of  our  city,  so  that  the  citizens,  who 
have  reposed  this  trust  within  us,  may  feel  that  we 
have  adequately  performed  our  duties. 
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MAYORS. 

An  act  incorporating  the  City  of  Dover  was  signed 
June  29,  1855.  It  was  accepted  by  the  citizens  of  Do- 
ver at  a  town  meeting  held  August  15,  1855.  The  first 
mayor  took  the  oath  of  office  March  25,  1856,  and  the 
city  government  was  then  inaugurated.

Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Finance. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils: 

The  books  of  the  city  treasurer  have  been  exam- 
ined and  compared  with  those  of  the  city  clerk  by  the 
joint  standing  committee  on  finance,  and  all  accounts 
are  found  to  be  correctly  kept,  with  proper  vouchers  on 
file  for  all  payments.  We  have  examined  bonds  and 
cash  on  hand,  and  also  the  sources  from  which  the  in- 
come of  the  city  has  been  derived,  and  we  are  satisfied 
that  the  report  of  the  city  treasurer  is  correct. 

We  have  examined  all  the  appropriations,  vouchers 
and  receipts  in  the  city  clerk's  office,  and  compared  the 
same  with  the  treasurer's  and  find  all  bills  approved, 
certified,  and  checks  properly  issued.  We  find  the  ac- 
counts of  the  office  plainly  and  legibly  set  forth,  and 
agreeing  with  the  books  of  the  city  treasurer. 

We  find  the  cash  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  city 
treasurer  to  be  $57,456.79.

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Statutes  the  city  of  Dover 
is  empowered  to  take  and  hold  funds  in  trust,  to  apply  the  income 
thereof  perpetually  to  the  care,  preservation  or  embelishment  of 
its  public  cemeteries,  or  to  any  private  lot  therein.  The  first  de- 
posit received  by  the  city  under  this  law  bears  date  of  October  22, 
1886.  An  amendment  to  the  city  charter  approved  March  13,  1895, 
placed  the  management  of  all  our  public  cemeteries  in  the  hands 
of  a  board  of  trustees.  At  that  date  the  trust  fund  account  ag- 
gregated only  $2,303.79;  sine?  that  time  this  account  has  rapidly 
increased  until,  at  the  close  of  business  December  31,  1910,  it  had 
reached,  including  the  Tredick  fund,  ($5,000.00)  the  Woodman 
fund,  ($476.07),  and  accrued  interest,  the  gratifying  total  of 
$46,303.30.

A  part  ($12,000.00)  of  the  above  capital  is  invested 
in  the  cemetery  loan  at  3  1-2  per  cent,  interest  (local 
banking  rate),  the  balance  is  deposited  in  Savings  bank.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE 

FOR  THE 

Suppression  of  the  Brown  Tail  Moths  and  Elm 
Leaf  Beetles. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils  : 

Few  cities  in  New  England  can  boast  of  more  beauti- 
ful shade  trees  than  those  that  adorn  the  highways  of 
Dover.  To  preserve  them  from  defoliation,  to  protect 
them  from  the  ravages  of  the  brown  tail  moths  and 
other  destructive  pests  will,  judging  from  present  in- 
dications, require  unremitting  attention  on  the  part  of 
the  civil  authorities  as  well  as  individual  property  hold- 
ers for  some  years  to  come. 

That  the  method  heretofore  adopted  of  removing 
evidences  of  possible  infestation  by  means  of  the  prun- 
ing knife,  must  ultimately  be  superceded  by  less  dras- 
tic treatment,  is  evident,  if  we  are  to  conserve  the 
strength  and  vigor  of  the  tree  and  maintain  its  symmetry 
and  beauty.  In  this  connection  we  would  suggest  that 
a  department  of  entomology  be  established,  the  com- 
mittee in  charge  to  have  entire  supervision  of  all  mat- 
ters coming  under  that  particular  classification. 

BROWN   TAIL  AND   GYPSY   MOTHS. 

The  work  of  exterminating  the  gypsy  moth  has 
been  a  matter  of  state  and  governmental  concern  for 
several  years,  and  the  vigor  with  which  the  work  has 
been  prosecuted  through  the  medium  of  these  agencies, 
has  practically  relieved  towns  and  cities  of  all  care  and 
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expense,  either  for  investigation  or  experimentation 
along  this  particular  line. 

As  in  previous  years  the  work  of  removing  the 
brown  tail  moth  nests  was  performed  under  contract, 
Mr.  H.  M.  Brooks  being  the  successful  bidder.  The 
cogt  of  this  phase  of  the  work,  including  advertising, 
supervision  and  final  inspection,  was  $972.55.  The  ex- 
pense of  calling  the  attention  of  property  holders  to  the 
necessity  of  removing  the  pests  from  their  premises,  as 
required  by  law,  was  $46.86.  The  work  performed  by 
the  city  upon  its  own  premises  and  for  individuals,  in- 
cluding the  amount  expended  for  tools,  printing,  etc., 
involved  an  outlay  of  $325.08.  Of  this  sum  $268.77  has 
already  been  collected  and  turned  into  the  city  treasury. 
An  additional  expenditure  of  $17.75  was  incurred  in  the 
purchase  of  tar,  fuel,  etc.,  in  an  attempt  to  attract  and 
destroy  the  moths  while  in  flight. 

The  appropriation  for  this  work,  including  the  rev- 
enue of  the  department,  amounted  to  $1,468.77,  of 
which  sum  there  is  an  unexpended  balance  of  $106.53. 

ELM  LEAF  BEETLES. 

Proposals  for  spraying  infested  trees  were  formally 
issued,  and  the  contract  was  awarded  to  H.  L.  Frost  & 
Co.,  of  ArKngton,  Mass.,  a  firm  of  experienced  en- 
tomologists, on  the  basis  of  eighty-eight  cents  for  each 
and  every  tree  infested  and  treated.  A  bond  in  the 
sum  of  $1,000.00  with  good  and  sufficient  sureties  was 
required  of  the  contractors,  to  save  tl;ie  city  of  Dover 
harmless  from  all  loss,  cost,  damage  or  expense  in  con- 
sequence of  any  possible  injury  to  persons  or  property 
during  the  performance  of  the  work,  and  also  to  secure 
the  faithful  fulfillment  of  the  terms  of  the  contract. 

The  work  was  begun  early  in  the  season  and  carried 
on  without  interruption  until  completed.  Eight  hundred 
and  six  trees  were  treated,  the  total  cost  of  the  work, 
including  advertising,  supervision  and  final  inspection, 
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was  $745.78,  leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of  $254.22 
of  the  amount  appropriated.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF   THE 
Joint  Standing   Committee  on  City  Farm. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils  : 

The  amount  of  work  accomplished  in  this  depart- 
ment during-  any  given  year,  is  necessarily  determined 
by  the  appropriation  at  the  disposal  of  the  committee  in 
charge.  Much  that  might  be  done  to  improve  condi- 
tions in  and  about  the  buildings,  must  perforce  be  de- 
ferred, the  limited  means  provided  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  department  precluding  the  serious  consideration 
of  any  outlay  other  than  that  required  to  maintain  the 
buildings  in  a  habitable  condition  and  keep  the  grounds 
decently  fenced.  In  fact,  the  highway  department  is 
frequently  called  upon  to  supplement  the  work  of  the 
committee  along  this  line,  in  order  that  the  interests  of 
their  department  may  not  be  jeopardized. 

The  city  stable,  occupied  as  it  is  by  nearly  a  score 
of  horses,  is  subjected  to  severe  strain,  and  requires 
frequent  repairs  during  the  year.  These  repairs,  from 
necessity,  are  confined  to  immediate  requirements,  and 
it  is  only  a  question  of  time  when  quite  a  considerable 
outlay  will  be  needed  to  insure  the  absolute  safety  of 
the  various  interests  involved. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  been  called  upon  to 
expend  quite  a  sum  of  money  in  whitewashing,  papering 
and  painting  the  interior  of  the  dwelling  house,  and 
making  other  necessary  repairs  thereto.  Four  and  one- 
half  thousand  shingles  have  also  been  purchased  and 
laid  during  the  year,  a  strip  of  new  wire   fencing  built. 


new  pump,  door  fittings,  chains,  etc.,  supplied,  and 
quite  a  large  quantity  of  lumber  purchased  and  used  in 
the  work  of  repairs.  The  grounds  have  also  been 
cleaned  up,  and  various  other  details  given  attention. 

We  feel  that  the  city's  money  has  been  judiciously 
expended,  and  the  results  obtained  of  a  highly  satisfac- 
tory order. 

Of  the  $175.00  appropriated  for  the  maintenance  of 
this  department  we  return  an  unexpended  balance 
of  $34.46.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF   THE 
Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Fire  Department. 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils: 

With  the  filing  of  this  report  the  duties  and  re- 
sponsibilities of  your  committee  as  a  component  part  of 
Dover's  municipal  system  will  have  ceased.  While  our 
duties  have  been  exacting, — often  performed  at  the  sac- 
rifice of  personal  interests, —  yet  we  experience  a  sense 
of  regret  at  the  severance  of  those  friendly  ties  natur- 
ally incident  to  close  association,  which  unite  those  en- 
gaged in  the  promotion  of  a  common  enterprise. 

The  fire  department  is  one  of  ceaseless  activity. 
Its  normal  requirements  must  be  seasonably  anticipated, 
and  at  the  same  time  every  possible  precaution  must  be 
taken  to  insure  prompt  and  effective  service  even  under 
the  most  adverse  circumstances.  The  personnel  of  the 
department  is  of  an  especially  high  order.  The  various 
companies  are  commanded  by  officers  of  experience  and 
discretion,  while  the  men  are,  with  but  few  exceptions, 
trained  to  the  work,  active,  intelligent,  and  imbued  with 
an  evident  purpose  to  maintain  the  high  standard  of 
efficiency  which  has  won  for  the  department  such  favor- 
able recognition  in  the  past. 

The  general  equipment  of  the  departmet  is  in  ex- 
cellent condition.  The  new  combination  wagon,  pur- 
chased at  the  close  of  1909,  was  received  and  placed  in 
commission  early  in  the  present  year.  We  believe  this 
wagon  to  be  an  especially  valuable  addition  to  our  fire 
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fighting  machinery.  It  is  not  only  attractive  in  appear- 
ance, but  being  equipped  with  chemical  tanks,  hose,  lad- 
ders, and  various  other  useful  appliances,  it  not  only 
enables  the  firemen  to  suppress  an  incipient  blaze  with 
the  least  possible  damage  to  the  property  endangered, 
but  it  places  at  their  immediate  command  various  arti- 
cles of  practical  utility  which  find  no  place  in  the  ordi- 
nary equipment  of  the  regulation  hose  wagon. 

The  steady  advance  in  prices  of  substantially  every 
marketable  commodity,  has  correspondingly  increased 
the  cost  of  maintenance  in  this  department  in  common 
with  other  branches  of  our  municipal  service.  The 
amount  paid  out  for  hay,  grain,  light  and  fuel  during 
the  past  year,  has  been  substantially  $1,625.00;  for  pay- 
rolls, $8,575.00:  fire  gong,  $100.00;  blacksmith  work, 
harness  repairs  and  veterinary  service,  $175.00;  chemi- 
cals, oils,  and  electric  supplies  and  labor,  $100.00;  new 
track,  band  brakes,  alterations  and  repairs  to  apparatus, 
$360.00;  telephone  service,  $60.00;  leaving  for  all 
other  demands,  about  $125.00. 

The  new  band  brakes  for  Lincoln  Hook  and  Ladder 
truck  and  for  Hose  Wagon,  No.  3,  are  working  satisfac- 
torily, and  have  proven  a  source  of  especial  gratifica- 
tion to  the  drivers.  Without  adequate  brakes  not  only 
are  the  lives  of  drivers,  under  certain  conditions,  in  im- 
minent peril,  but  by  their  use  the  strain  upon  the  horses 
is  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

As  instructed  by  the  city  councils,  your  committee, 
early  in  the  year,  had  a  memorial  suitably  engrossed 
and  appropriately  framed,  in  recognition  of  the  long  and 
faithful  service  of  our  late  friend  and  fellow  citizen, 
Mr.  WilHam  E.  Rand.  This  memorial  has  been  hung  upon 
the  walls  at  the  Broadway  fire  station,  and  is  cherished 
by  all  who  knew  the  erstwhile  driver  of  Hose  Wagon, 
No.  2,  as  a  just  and  gracious  tribute  to  the  memory  of 
a  conscientious  pubhc  servant. 

The    deliberations  of  your   committee  have   been 
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characterized  by  concord  and  harmony,  the  predominant 
purpose  of  each  member  of  the  board  being  to  secure  an 
honest  equivalent  for  every  dollar  expended,  and  to  see 
that  every  public  interest  coming  within  the  range  of 
their  official  orbit  was  properly  conserved. 

For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  disbursements  of 
the  department  for  the  year  you  are  respectfully  re- 
ferred to  the  bills  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk, 
all  of  which  have  been  examined  and  approved  by  your 
committee  with  the  exception  of  the  payrolls,  which 
come  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  board  of 
fire  engineers.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF   THE 
Joint  Standing   Committee  on  Lands  and  Buildings. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils: 

The  demands  made  upon  this  department  during 
the  past  year,  considering  the  fact  that  not  less  than 
seven  buildings  come  under  the  immediate  supervision 
of  your  committee,  have  been  unusually  small,  the  av- 
erage expense  being  about  thirty  dollars  per  building. 

The  proposal  of  the  members  of  the  fire  engine 
company  at  Dover  Point,  guaranteeing  the  erection  of  a 
suitable  building  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  chemical 
engine  recently  purchased  for  that  locality,  at  no  cost  to 
the  city  other  than  that  necessary  for  the  material  en- 
tering into  its  construction,  was  certainly  a  generous 
and  pubhc  spirited  offer,  and  one  which  met  with  ready 
recognition  when  the  annual  appropriations  were  de- 
termined upon.  Substantially  $400.00  of  our  appropria- 
tion has  been  expended  in  lumber,  hardware,  etc.,  for 
this  enterprise,  and  the  building  is  now  practically  com- 
pleted. It  is  a  commodious,  conveniently  arranged 
building,  and  makes  a  creditable  addition  to  the  struc- 
tures already  in  evidence  in  that  locality. 

Acting  under  the  authority  of  a  joint  resolution  of 
the  city  councils  your  committee,  early  in  the  year,  pur- 
chased a  bronzed  canopy  drinking  fountain  of  the  J.  L. 
Mott  Iron  Works,  of  New  York  City,  to  take  the  place 
of  the  one  formerly  located  at  the  intersection  of  St. 
Thomas  and  Locust  streets.  This  fountain  is  substan- 
tially six   feet  in  height,  of  graceful   proportions,  and 
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weighs  about  nine  hundred  pounds,  and  presents  an  at- 
tractive, substantial  appearance.  Although  listed  ac 
$145.00,  the  price  quoted  to  the  city,  f.  o.  b.  at  the  fac- 
tory, at  Trenton,  New  Jersey,  was  only  $124.70. 
The  entire  expense  of  the  fountain,  including  freight, 
trucking,  and  setting  in  position,  was  $137.57,  or  $12.43 
less  than  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  purpose. 

As  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  published  state- 
ment of  department  expenditures,  our  disbursements 
for  the  year  have  aggregated  only  $761.54,  of  which 
sum  about  $540.00  were  applied  to  the  liquidation  of  the 
two  projects  previously  mentioned. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Fifth  street  building,  but 
little  money  has  been  expended  upon  the  several  ward 
houses.  In  this  connection  it  is  only  fair  to  state  that 
the  voting  place  in  Ward  Five  is  entirely  inadequate. 
The  regulations  governing  the  operations  of  our  pri- 
mary and  state  elections, —the  ward  house  in  this 
voting  precinct  being  especially  small,— necessarily 
places  the  guard  rail  within  a  few  feet  of  the  outer  door, 
thus  exposing  the  election  officers  to  the  rigors  of  the 
seasons  with  the  consequent  danger  incident  thereto. 
The  only  remedy  seems  to  be  either  the  enlargement  of 
the  present  structure,  or  the  erection  of  a  new  building. 

The  larger  part  of  our  general  expenditure  has  been 
devoted  to  repair  work  at  the  Central  and  Broadway  fire 
stations,  and  includes  plumbing,  carpenter  work,  lum- 
ber, glazing,  etc.  The  aggregate  of  these  expenditures, 
however,  have  been  comparatively  small,  embracing 
only  such  work  as  seemed  absolutely  essential  to  main- 
tain the  buildings  in  good  condition  and  facilitate  the 
workings  of  the  department  occupying  the  premises. 

We  have  also  been  called  upon  at  various  times  dur- 
ing the  year  to  designate  street  numbers  to  buildings 
not  heretofore  numbered.  All  of  these  petitions  have 
been  given  prompt  attention. 

The  necessary  details  for  a  series  of  band  concerts 
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during  the  summe-r  was  also  arranged  by  your  com- 
mittee, such  as  providing  a  suitable  platform  for  the 
band,  etc.,  the  trifling  expense  incident  thereto  being 
charged  to  our  appropriation. 

The   resources   of  the   department,    including    the 
special  appropriation  for  the  drinking   fountain,  were 
$1,250.00,  of  which  sum  we  have  expended  only  $761.54, 
leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of  $488.46.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF   THE 
Joint  Standing   Committee  on  Lights. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils  : 

During  the  past  year  six  petitions  for  extensions  of 
the  lighting-  service  have  been  presented  before  the 
city  councils,  and  in  each  instance  these  petitions 
have  been  referred  to  the  committee  on  lights  v/ith  pow- 
er to  act.  In  addition,  a  joint  resolution  authorizing  the 
substitution  of  two  incandescent  lights  for  the  arc  light 
on  Hanson  street,  near  the  intersection  of  Hanson  and 
Sonnet  streets,  was  adopted,  the  execution  of  the  order 
necessarily  coming  under  the  immediate  supervision  of 
this  department. 

As  instructed  in  the  above  resolution  an  order  was 
promptly  issued  for  the  discontinuance  of  the  Hanson 
street  Hght,  and  incandescents  were  subsequently  in- 
stalled on  Sonnet  street  on  poles  numbered  328  and  330. 

With  one  exception  the  petitions  referred  to  us  have 
been  favorably  considered  and  the  installation  of  the 
desired  Hghts  duly  authorized.  Only  incandescents, 
however,  have  been  recommended,  a  conclusion  sug- 
gested not  alone  in  the  interests  of  economy,  but  be- 
cause of  the  conditions  appertaining  to  the  localities 
where  the  lights  were  desired. 

These  lights  were  installed  as  follows  : 

Dating  from  June  1.— An  incandescent  light  on  the 
easterly  side  of  Chestnut  street  immediately  north  of 
the  tracks  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  railroad. 

Dating  from  August  1.  —  An  incandescent  Hght  on 
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Mount  Vernon  street,  about  midway  between  the  points 
of  intersection  of  Milk  and  Hough  streets  with  said 
Mount  Vernon  street. 

On  Central  avenue,  about  midway  between  the 
points  of  intersection  of  Stark  avenue  and  Locust  street 
with  said  Central  avenue. 

On  Walnut  street,  near  the  entrance  to  Cushing's 
court. 

An  incandescent  lamp  was  also  installed  December 
19,  on  Portland  street,  near  the  intersection  of  Port- 
land and  Hancock  streets.  This  light  will  not  be 
chargeable,  under  the  established  poHcy  of  the  lighting 
company,  until  the  first  day  of  the  month  subsequent 
to  its  installation. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  interests 
of  economy  preclude  the  installation  of  an  additional 
light  on  Broadway  between  the  Boston  and  Maine  rail- 
road bridge  and  the  residence  of  Herbert  Wardwell,  as 
petitioned  for  by  Mr.  Wardwell  and  others,  as  more  sat- 
isfactory results  can  he  attained  by  a  rearrangement  of 
the  lights  already  in  operation  in  that  locality. 

It  has  been  the  aim  of  your  committee  to  so  arrange 
the  introduction  of  the  hghts  authorized,  as  to  keep  the 
department  expenditures  within  the  limits  fixed  in  the 
annual  budget,  and  we  are  pleased  to  report  that  of 
the  $80.00  appropriated  in  excess  of  the  fixed  charges  as 
determined  by  the  number  of  lights  in  force  on  the  first 
day  of  January,  1910,  we  are  enabled  to  return  an  un- 
expended balance  of  $37.50.

The  amount  expended  for  groceries  during  the  past 
year  has  been  less  than  that  for  the  preceding  twelve 
months  by  $235.31,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the 
prices  of  all  kinds  of  marketable  commodities  have  been 
unprecedentedly  high.  The  amount  expended  for  rents 
during  the  period  covered  in  this  report  is  considerably 
in  excess  of  previous  years.  As  stated  in  our  report  for 
1909,  this  is  one  of  the  most  serious  problems  confronting 
the  department.  In  some  instances  it  would  undoubt- 
edh  be  in  the  interest  of  economy  to  suspend  this  aid 
and  place  the  beneficiary  at  our  county  institution,  but 
the  breaking  up  of  family  ties  and  the  severance  of 
life-long  associations,  especially  when  the  disability  may 
be  ultimately  removed,  precludes  such  action. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  minor  children  in  our  pub- 
lic institutions  has  exceeded  that  of  previous  years,  an  in- 
evitable consequence  of  the  advance  in  prices  of  all  the 
necessaries  of  life.  It  would  seem  to  be  the  better  pol- 
icy to  throw  every  possible  safeguard  around  these  inno- 
cent charges  of  the  city,  as  the  boys  and  girls  of  today 
must  inevitably  become  the  men  and  women  of  the 
future. 

The  sincere  thanks  of  this  department  are  due  to 
the  superintendent  of  the  Wentworth  hospital  for  gen- 
erous assistance  during  the  year.  The  benefits  that 
this  institution  has  accorded  the  worthy  poor  of  Dover 
has  been  incalculaVjle,  and  has  materially  reduced  the 
operating  expenses  of  this  department.  In  fact,  it 
would  have  been  impossible  for  this  department  to  have 
treated  the  sick  and  the  injured  in  their  own  homes 
with  the  same  degree  of  professional  skill  so  generously 
afforded  at  this  beneficent  institution. 

The  police  department  has  also  rendered  valuable 
service   during  the  year,  and  for  the  kindly  assistance 
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of  the  members  of  that  department  I  desire  to  express 
my  grateful  appreciation. 

In  conclusion  I  also  desire  to  thank  the  various  city 
officials  who  have  so  kindly  aided  me  in  the  discharge 
of  my  official  duties.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF   THE 
Committee  on  Poles  and  Wires. 


To  THE  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen:— The  gradual  extension  of  local  tele- 
phone, telegraph,  electric  light  and  power  Hnes, 
with  its  consequent  multiplication  of  wires,  while  indica- 
tive of  industrial  progress,  nevertheless  entails  the 
necessity  of  still  further  encumbering  our  highways 
with  the  poles  essential  to  such  development.  In  this 
respect  it  is  pleasing  to  note  the  efforts  of  the  New  Eng- 
land Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  to  group  their 
wires  in  cables  and  to  secure  underground  connections 
wherever  possible. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  your  committee  to  grant 
every  request  of  our  public  service  corporations  con- 
sistent with  the  public  weal,  recognizing  in  eve'ry  in- 
stance the  rights  of  the  individual  whose  interests  might 
be  involved.  Wherever  possible,  joint  locations  have 
been  granted,  to  the  end  that  dual  lines  might  be 
avoided. 

Following  the  plan  of  our  predecessors  we  have  en- 
deavored to  improve  the  condition  of  the  pole  lines,  par- 
ticularly in  the  more  compact  part  of  the  city,  by  revok- 
ing unnecessary  locations  and  ordering  the  transfer  of 
wires  to  adjacent  poles.  By  continuing  this  plan  from 
year  to  year  the  ultimate  result  will  show  a  marked  im- 
provement over  present  conditions  without  imposing  es- 
pecial hardship  upon  the  licensees.  As  a  matter  of  in- 
formation we  might  state  that  all  changes  in  pole  loca- 
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tions  authorized  on  the  initiative  of  the  committee,  have 
been  only  such  as  seemed  to  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
conservation  of  pubhc  interests;  in  all  other  cases  our 
action  has  been  predicated  on  corporate  or  individual 
petition.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF   THE 

PUBLIC  PLAYGROUND  COMMITTEE. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils  : 

The  public  playground  movement  in  Dover,  which 
received  its  initial  impetus  last  year,  has  come  to  be 
recognized  as  a  permanent  feature  in  the  category  of 
municipal  needs.  In  addition  to  the  reservations  for 
recreative  purpose  in  the  Guppy  and  Towle  fields,  in 
w^hich  properties  the  city  enjoys  only  the  privilege  of  a 
tenant  at  will,  we  have  come  into  permanent  possession, 
through  the  generosity  and  pubhc  spirit  of  Mr.  J.  Bel- 
knap Guppy,  of  a  small  tract  of  land,  with  a  frontage  of 
about  eighty  feet  on  Hancock  street,  and  a  depth  of 
some  four  hundred  feet. 

Early  in  the  season  upon  acquiring  title  to  the 
premises,  steps  were  taken  to  place  the  plot  in  condi- 
tion for  public  purposes,  and  it  is  now  equipped  with 
numerous  seats,  lawn  swings,  etc.,  and  properly  lighted 
with  electricity. 

While  the  advantages  of  this  breathing  spot  are 
largely  local,  it  being  frequented  more  especially  by 
near-by  residents,  nevertheless  an  opportunity  is  here 
furnished  for  rest  and  recreation  which  is  eagerly  seized 
and  thoroughly  appreciated. 

The  Towle  field  is  still  in  favor  as  a  ball  ground  and 
place  of  general  recreation,  and  is  not  altogether  un- 
productive in  other  directions.  During  the  past  season 
some  twenty  tons  of   excellent  hay   was  cut   from  the 
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premises  by  the  Highway  department,  which  very  ma- 
terially contributed  toward  the  maintenance  of  the 
horses  belonging  to  that  branch  of  our  m.unicipal  ser- 
vice. The  price  at  which  the  standing  grass  was  sold 
($ ),  is  still  an  outstanding  asset  of  the  depart- 
ment, and  might  well  be  taken  into  consideration  in  de- 
termining the  financial  needs  of  the  department  for  the 
coming  year. 

Of  the  $400.00  appropriated  for  the  maintenance  of 
our  public  playgrounds  for  the  year,  there   remains  an 
unexpended  balance  of  $71.99.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 
Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Repairs  of  Schoolhouses. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils  : 

To  maintain  our  school  buildings  in  suitable  condi- 
tion to  insure  the  comfort  and  safeguard  the  hygienic 
interests  of  substantially  1,500  teachers  and  pupils,  re- 
quires unremitting  supervision,  and  the  exercise  of  a 
reasonable  degree  of  intelligence  in  solving  the  various 
problems  v^hich  necessarily  arise  during  the  year.  That 
we  have  been  able  to  successfully  meet  these  problems 
at  a  minimum  of  cost,  is  in  a  large  measure  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  individual  members  of  the  committee,  by 
reason  of  technical  knowledge  along  the  more  important 
branches  of  mechanics  called  into  service,  have  been  in 
a  position  to  promptly  and  accurately  determine  the 
measure  of  relief  required,  and  to  point  out  the  most 
practical  and  economic  method  of  securing  its  accom- 
plishment. 

It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  committee  to  distribute 
the  work  of  the  department  as  equitably  as  possible 
among  the  merchants  and  mechanics  of  Dover  (con- 
serving, in  all  cases,  the  interests  of  the  city),  as  will 
be  seen  by  reference  to  the  published  statement  of  the 
department  expenditures  in  the  annual  bulletin. 

In  the  following  brief  summary  of  the  work  per- 
formed at  the  various  buildings,  we  have  omitted  all 
minor  details  such  as  furnishing  locks  and  keys,  truck- 
ing, replacing  broken  panes  of  glass,  etc.,  as  such  items 
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are  the  inevitable  concomitant  of  active  usage  and  are 
of  annual  recurrence. 

BACK   RIVER   SCHOOL. 

The  interior  as  well  as  the  exterior  of  this  building 
has  been  considerably  improved.  The  floor  of  the 
school  room  was  given  two  coats  of  paint,  and  new  cur- 
tains furnished  and  hung.  A  new  flag  pole  was  placed 
in  position,  a  wire  fence  built  about  the  premises,  and  a 
partition  fence  erected  between  the  main  building  and 
the  outhouse. 

BELKNAP  SCHOOL. 

The  most  expensive  piece  of  work  performed  at 
this  building  was  the  reconstruction  of  the  concrete 
walks  leading  from  Silver  and  Belknap  streets,  to  the 
school  entrance.  In  the  interior  of  the  building  the  steel 
ceiling  in  one  of  the  rooms  was  given  two  coats  of  paint, 
and  the  walls  of  the  room  newly  tinted.  The  black- 
boards were  recoated,  the  desks  in  one  of  the  rooms  var- 
nished, and  three  chairs  furnished  for  the  use  of  the 
teachers. 

HALE  SCHOOL. 

The  walkway  in  front  of  this  building  has  been  re- 
constructed, new  curtains  furnished  throughout  the  en- 
tire building,  and  the  furnaces  thoroughly  overhauled 
and  put  in  good  condition. 

HIGH   SCHOOL. 

Much  of  the  annoyance  heretofore  experienced  by 
the  percolation  of  water  into  the  girls'  cloak  and  toilet 
rooms  has  been  remedied  by  the  construction  of  a 
•blind  drain  connected  with  the  public  sewer  at  the  south- 
westerly corner,  and  the  relaying  of  the  concrete  inside 
and  adjacent  to  the  walls  of  the  building  at  that  point. 
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Necessary  traps  were  set  in  the  basement,  and  two 
electric  lights  installed  in  the  boiler  room.  The  draw- 
ing room  has  been  fitted  up  for  recitation  purposes,  the 
desks  in  one  room  as  well  as  the  lunch  counters  and 
shelves  varnished,  the  flag  pole  painted  and  a  new  rope 
furnished.  One  of  the  radiators  was  also  repaired,  and 
several  other  matters  given  attention. 

LOWER  NECK  SCHOOL. 

The  internal  appearance  of  this  building  has  been 
greatly  improved  by  the  construction  of  a  new  ceiling, 
the  tinting  of  the  side  walls,  and  the  resurfacing  of  the 
blackboards.  Nevv^  window  curtains  were  also  pur- 
chased for  this  building  and  properly  hung. 

PIERCE  SCHOOL. 

The  walkways  about  this  building  have  been  thor- 
oughly repaired,  adding  greatly  to  the  general  appear- 
ance of  the  grounds.  The  blackboards  in  the  various 
rooms  have  been  resurfaced,  the  ventilators  painted, 
and  new  curtains  hung  in  various   parts  of  the  building. 

SAWYER   SCHOOL. 

The  walls  and  ceilings  in  four  recitation  rooms  and 
an  equal  number  of  dressing  rooms  on  the  upper  floor 
have  been  tinted,  and  the  tops  of  the  desks  varnished. 
The  tops  of  several  desks  throughout  the  building  have 
been  refinished,  and  new  window  curtains  substituted 
for  those  unfit  for  use.  The  gutters  as  well  as  the  roof 
have  been  thoroughly  repaired,  and  new  steps  leading 
to  the  Fifth  street  entrance  constructed.  The  black- 
boards throughout  the  building  have  also  been  put  in 
excellent  condition. 

SHERMAN  SCHOOL. 

The  general  appearance  of  the  grounds  around  this 
building  has  been  materially  improved  by  the   erection 


120 

of  a  new  fence  along  the  the  northerly  boundary.  In 
addition  to  painting  the  fence,  repairing  the  teacher's 
desk  and  the  slate  slab  in  the  basement,  but  little  outlay 
has  been  required  at  this  building. 

UPPER  NECK  SCHOOL. 

The  front  of  this  building  has  been  given  a  needed 
coat  of  paint,  the  window  sash  drawn,  the  blackboards 
resurfaced,  and  necessary  repairs  made  to  the  stove. 
New  curtains  have  also  been  placed  in  this  room. 

VARNEY  SCHOOL. 

The  heating  system  in  this  building  has  been  prac- 
tically reconstructed,  new  castings  inserted,  and  the 
brick  work  taken  down  and  rebuilt.  The  walkways 
about  this  building  have  also  been  thoroughly  repaired, 
the  blackboards  resurfaced,  and  various  minor  details 
given  attention. 

Acting  under  authority  of  an  order  from  the  city 
councils,  the  Mann  house  on  St.  Thomas  street  was  of- 
fered for  sale  at  public  auction  early  in  the  year,  and 
bid  off  for  $75.00.  After  the  removal  of  the  building 
the  grounds  were  properly  graded  and  now  form  an  in- 
tegrant part  of  the  high  school  playground. 

The  resources  of  the  department,  including  the  reg- 
ular appropriation,  the  amount  received  from  the  sale  of 
the  Mann  house  and  a  small  sum  realized  from  the  sale 
of  old  junk,  amounted  to  $1,677.63;  of  this  sum  we  have 
expended  $1,652.53,  leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of 
$25.10.

During  the  past  year  the  mumps  have  been  unusu- 
ally prevalent.  As  a  result  we  have  been  called  upon 
to  issue  650  certificates  in  order  that  the  afflicted  per- 
sons might  be  readmitted  to  the  pubhc  schools.  This 
seems  to  be  an  unwarranted  tax  upon  the  time  and  at- 
tention of  the  city  physician,  except  in  cases  where  the 
parents  of  the  child  are  impecunious  and  unable  to  pay 
the  necessary  fee  to  their  family  physician.  In  fact, 
such  gratuitous  service,  in  cases  where  the  patient  is 
amply  able  to  pay,  might  be  regarded  as  a  breach  of 
professional  ethics,  and  should  not  be  required  of  the 
city's  agent.  Certificates  have  also  been  issued  in 
twenty-five  cases  of  measles  and  one  case  of  scarlet 
fever. 

Many   calls  have  also  been  made  where  the  patient 
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subsequently  proved  to   be   outside   the  jurisdiction   of 
this  department.

Agreeably  to  a  provision  contained  in  section  6, 
chapter  189  of  the  laws  of  1903,  the  poHce  commission- 
ers of  the  city  of  Dover  make  the  following  report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1910. 

On  February  1st,  1910,  Bert  Wentworth,  a  member 
of  the  commission  and  clerk  of  the  board,  resigned  his 
position.  Upon  the  same  day  Walter  W.  Scott  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  governor  and  council  in  his  place  and 
stead.  Upon  the  same  day  said  Scott  qualified.  At  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  board  held  on  February  8th, 
1910,  said  Scott  was  elected  clerk. 

Throughout  the  year  the  commission  held  its  regu- 
lar meetings  and  such  special  meetings  as  the  business 
of  the  department  required. 

Only  one  change  has  been  made  during  the  year  in 
the  list  of  regular  officers.  On  April  18,  1910,  at  a  reg- 
ular meeting  of  the  commission,  it  was  voted,  two  to 
one,  that  the  position  of  regular  officer  held  by  William 
H.  Tibbetts  be  declared  vacant,  said  vacancy  to  date 
from  May  1st,  1910,  and  by  the  same  vote  Charles  F. 
Hammond  was  then  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
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The  report  of  the  city  marshal  is  herewith  annexed 
and  made  a  part  of  this  report.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

CITY  MARSHAL. 


To  THE  Board  of  Police  Commissioners,  Dover,  N.  H.  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of 
the  city  marshal,  of  the  Dover  poHce  department,  for 
the  year  ending  December  31st,  1910. 

The  number  of  prisoners  during  the  past  year  has 
decreased  three  hundred  and  nineteen  from  the  previ- 
ous year.     The  number  of  lodgers  has  slightly  increased. 

A  considerable  amount  of  money  has  been  expended 
in  permanent  fixtures  for  the  department;  among  them 
was  a  new  desk,  a  target  revolver,  new  outside  gongs 
for  the  poHce  telephone  system,  and  a  telephone  circuit, 
with  gongs  attached,  was  placed  at  the  depot;  also  a 
shooting  range  in  the  station,  for  indoor  target  prac- 
tice. 

These  expenditures  greatly  increase  the  efficiency 
of  the  department. 

The  amount  collected  in  fines  and  fees  has  fallen  off 
nearly  nine  hundred  dollars  from  the  year  previous; 
also  the  running  expenses  of  the  department  for  this 
year,  including  the  permanent  improvements,  have 
been  about  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  less  than  the 
year  previous. 

The  year  now  ending  has  been  a  remarkable  one, 
from  the  fact  that  no  crimes  of  a  very  heinous  nature 
have  been  committed  during  the  year,  in  the  city  of 
Dover. 
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The  arrests  for  drunkenness  have  decreased  by  over 
two  hundred  from  last  year. 

Outside  of  its  regular  duties  the  pohce  department 
has  notified  a  great  number  of  persons  concerning  the 
non-payment  of  their  dog  taxes,  and  a  large  amount  has 
been  paid  into  the  city  treasury  in  consequence  thereof. 
I  desire,  at  this  time,  to  express  my  sincere  appre- 
ciation to  the  members  of  the  pohce  commission  for 
their  encouragement  and  co-operation  in  the  work  of 
the  department,  as  well  as  to  thank  the  officers  for  their 
loyal  and  earnest  support  during  the  past  year.

Gentlemen:  — The  board  of  street  and  park  com- 
missioners beg  leave  to  submit  herewith  their  eighth 
annual  report,  which  is  for  the  year  just  closed. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  organization  remained  practically  the  same  as 
last  year :  Hon.  George  J.  Foster,  chairman ;  Mr. 
Theodore  W.  Woodman,  vice  chairman  ;  Edward  S. 
Clark,  Linville  F.  Langmaid,  and  Wm.  A.  Grover,  clerk. 
On  March  3,  Mr.  Edward  S.  Clark  resigned  and  Mr. 
George  W.  Nute  was  appointed  to  fill  his  unexpired 
term. 

On  account  of  the  large  amount  of  detail  work  re- 
quired of  this  board  by  reason  of  the  construction  of 
the  state  road,  it  was  found  necessary  to  change  the 
meeting  night  to  Monday,  and  in  consequence  the  board 
met  every  Monday  from  May  7,  to  October  3,  on  which 
later  date  it  was  found  desirable  to  meet  on  the  first  and 
third  Saturdays,  as  before.

STATE   ROAD. 

An  appropriation  of  $10,000.00  was  made  for  con- 
struction of  the  road  on  the  East  Side  Trunk  Line.  A 
like  amount  was  added  to  this  by  the  state,  leaving  a 
"joint  fund  "  account  of  $20,000.00  to  be  handled  joint- 
ly by  the  governor  and  council  and  this  board.  Upon 
the  request  of  this  board  tc  the  governor  and  council 
we  were  permitted  to  build  this  road  at  cost,  or  by  day 
work,  thus  securing  to  the  laboring  class  of  this  city  all 
the  work  and  avoiding  the  bringing  in  of  foreigners, 
which  would  have  been  done  had  the  work  been  done  by 
contract.  From  the  lower  end,  at  Dover  Point,  there 
was  built  5,280  feet  of  macadam  surface,  then  14,100 
feet  of  gravel   surface  which  carried  the  road  to  the 
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Varney  bridge.  This  bridge  was  cleaned,  given  a  heavy 
coating  of  tar  and  an  additional  four  inches  of  planking 
and  on  top  of  this  was  carried  the  gravel  surfacing.  A 
more  desirable  form  of  construction  than  formerly. 
From  the  Varney  bridge  to  Moses  street  the  road  was  in 
a  rather  fair  condition,  as  compared  with  the  rest  of  the 
length,  so  this  piece  v;as  skipped.  From  Moses  street 
to  Watson  street,  a  distance  of  2,720  feet,  a  macadam 
surface  was  put  down.  This  brought  the  construction 
to  the  compact  portion,  where,  under  the  law,  it  is  not 
permissible  to  spend  any  of  the  joint  fund.  This  compact 
portion  extends  to  the  Cyrus  Littlefield  corner  and  here 
macadam  surfacing  was  commenced  and  carried  to 
Page's  corner,  a  distance  of  2,400  feet.  The  total  length 
built  was  4.64  miles  of  which  1.97  miles  were  macadam 
and  2.67  miles  were  gravel,  and  in  the  words  of  the 
state  engineer,  ''Dover  got  a  better  road,  more  of  it  and 
at  less  cost  per  mile  than  anywhere  else  in  the  state." 
These  words  coming  from  an  acknowledged  expert  must 
be  considered  authoritative  and  are  a  source  of  satisfac- 
tion to  us.  There  remains  to  be  built,  from  the  Varney 
bridge  to  Moses  street  6,620  feet,  and  from  Page's  cor- 
ner to  the  Somersworth  line  3,123  feet,  a  total  of  9,743 
feet  or  1.85  miles,  which  will  cost  to  complete  $10,360.00 
of  which  the  state  will  bear  half  the  expense.  While 
this  advantageous  offer  is  in  effect  it  seems  desirable  to 
us  to  take  advantage  of  it  and  we  consequently  recom- 
mend to  the  incoming  councils  an  appropriation  of 
$5,030.00  for  trunk  line  improvements  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

BRIDGES. 

In  this  department,  where  materials  are  extremely 
high,  we  have  done  more  than  the  average  amount  of 
work  this  year.  The  lower  Washington  street  bridge 
has  been  entirely  replanked  and  re-sleepered,  the  Fourth 
street  bridge  has  been  entirely  replanked  with  oak,  the 
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Whitcher's  Falls  bridge  has  been  replanked  and  other- 
wise strengthened  and  one-half  of  the  Central  avenue 
bridge  has  had  new  stringers  and  been  repanked  with 
oak.  It  is  a  matter  of  but  a  few  years  now  when  this 
latter  structure  will  have  to  be  replaced  with  a  more 
suitable  bridge. 

HIGHWAYS. 

While  the  regular  highways  were  at  a  disadvantage 
this  year,  owing  to  the  steam  roller  being  so  constantly 
in  use  on  the  state  road,  yet  a  very  creditable' showing 
was  made  by  macadamizing  Folsom  street  from  Belknap 
to  the  railroad  crossing,  Hough  street  from  Maple  to 
Home,  Walnut  street  from  Orchard  to  St.  Thomas, 
Locust  street  from  St.  Thomas  to  Silver,  and  Atkinson 
street  from  Washington  street  to  Nelson.  The  latter 
job  being  not  quite  completed  as  severe  weather  set  in, 
making  further  progress  impossible.  It  is  our  intention 
to  commence  early  in  the  season  and  finish  Atkinson 
street,  and  then  do  Central  avenue  from  Oak  street  to 
where  the  state  road  commences.  There  are  in  addition, 
many  stretches  throughout  the  city  where  it  will  be  de- 
sirable to  resurface  the  streets  next  year. 

Our  steam  roller,  which  has  had  nine  seasons'  con- 
tinuous wear  was  in  such  condition  that  it  had  to  be  sent 
to  the  factory  and  be  overhauled,  but  it  will  return  to  us  in 
March  practically  a  new  machine.  A  very  large  amount 
of  work  has  been  done  in  the  outside  districts  this  year, 
a  detailed  account  of  which  may  be  had  by  reference  to 
the  report  of  our  superintendent  of  streets  which  is  here- 
to attached. 

SEWERS. 

A  petition  had  been  received  by  this  board  from 
residents  and  land  owners  around  Sixth  and  Home 
streets  praying  for  relief  from  the  sewer  nuisance  ex- 
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isting  there  from  the  Berry  brook,  so  called.  Recogniz- 
ing the  justness  of  the  request,  recommendations  were 
made  to  the  finance  committee  and  an  appropriation  se- 
cured sufficient  to  do  the  job.  Plans  were  prepared 
and  bids  called  for,  but  upon  the  absolute  refusal  of 
the  land  owners  to  grant  a  right  of  way  the  project  was 
abandoned.  The  large  trunk  line  sewer  along  the  Drew 
brook  was  extended  to  the  brook  crossing,  this  year. 
From  this  point  on  it  will  be  sufficient  to  construct  a 
three-foot  barrel.  The  sewer  this  year  was  built  of  con- 
crete, a  form  of  construction  which  is  proving  very  sat- 
isfactory. The  Mt.  Vernon  street  sewer  was  extended 
175  feet  toward  Lowell  avenue.  A  pipe  sewer  was 
built  the  entire  length  of  Rogers  street,  emptying  into 
the  river  at  the  foot  thereof,  a  right  of  way  for  sewer 
purposes  being  secured  from  the  Pacific  Mills  for  the 
privilege  of  entering  the  two  houses  standing  on  the 
lot. 

SIDEWALKS. 

A  large  drain  was  made  upon  our  sidewalk  money 
this  year,  but  the  demands  were  so  urgent  and  the  ne- 
cessity so  great  that  the  work  had  to  be  done.  The 
sidewalk  adjacent  to  the  Tarvia  work  of  last  year  from 
Franklin  court  to  New  York  street  was  relaid  and  this 
work  extended  to  opposite  the  Brothers'  school.  New 
curbing,  bought  by  the  abutters,  was  laid  on  the  north- 
erly side  of  Third  street  from  Central  avenue  to  the 
depot,  and  up  Central  avenue  past  the  Henderson  prop- 
erty. 

Owing  to  the  extensive  improvements  made  by  the 
Merchants  bank,  and  recognizing  the  desirability  of  a 
suitable  approach,  by  way  of  the  main  artery  of  travel, 
from  the  railroad  depot  to  the  upper  square,  a  grano- 
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lithic  walk  was  laid  this  entire  length,  while  beyond 
where  the  abutter  refused  to  co-operate  to  the  extent  of 
buying  new  edgestone,  the  brick  walk  was  relaid.  On 
Central  avenue,  from  Third  street  to  the  railroad,  a 
great  improvement  was  made  by  widening  the  sidewalk 
two  feet. 

A  long  stretch  of  curbing  was  laid  on  the  easterly 
side  of  Central  avenue  from  Oak  street  southerly,  ad- 
jacent to  which  a  granolithic  walk  has  been  laid  by  the 
abutter.  New  heavy  curbing  was  bought  and  laid  on 
Washington  street  opposite  the  Orpheum  theatre. 

The  sidewalk  which  the  government  has  laid  oppo- 
site the  new  Federal  building  on  Washington  street, 
was  lifted  badly  by  the  frost  last  winter,  and  in  conse- 
quence the  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  supervising 
architect,  to  the  end  that  the  city  should  not  have  to 
maintain  a  sidewalk  faulty  in  construction.  The  fol- 
lowing excerpt  from  a  letter  received  from  the  super- 
vising architect  will  be  of  interest: 

"In  regard  to  your  statement  that  the  city  ordi- 
nances provide  that  the  city  shall  keep  all  sidewalks  in 
repair,  but  that  it  could  not  in  all  fairness  be  expected 
to  repair  such  an  expensive  sidewalk  as  that  in  question, 
you  are  advised  that  the  government,  having  laid  this 
walk  as  a  part  of  the  approach  scheme  to  the  building, 
will  bear  all  future  expense  for  its  necessary  repair  and 
preservation." 

In  addition  to  the  regular  work  of  the  department, 
there  has  been  this  year  a  very  considerable  number  of 
minor,  yet  no  less  necessary  jobs,  such  as  the  construc- 
tion of  a  retaining  wall  on  Twombly  street,  the  rebuild- 
ing of  the  bank  wall  at  the  foot  of  Young  street,  and 
the  removal  of  a  large  number  of  dead  and  dangerous 
trees.  For  the  exact  amount  of  this  kind  of  work,  as 
well  as  for  detailed  statements  of  quantities  of  material 
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put  on  all  jobs,  reference  may  be  had  to  the  report  of 
the  superintendent  of  streets   which  is  hereto  attached.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF   THE 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS. 


To  THE  Board  of  Street  and  Park  Commissioners: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing summary  of  the  work  done  daring  the  past  year. 
No  reference  is  herein  made  to  the  finances  of  the  de- 
partment, as  all  vouchers  are  in  the  possession  of  your 
board. 

The  sidewalks  throughout  the  business  and  residen- 
tial sections  of  the  city  were  broken  out  seven  times 
daring  the  month  of  January,  four  times  in  February, 
and  twice  in  March. 

Snow  was  hauled  from  the  principal  streets  during 
the  months  of  January  and  February,  ten  days  being 
devoted  to  this  work. 

The  sidewalks  were  sanded  thirteen  times  during 
the  month  of  January,  nine  times  in  February,  and  six 
times  in  March. 

Gutters  were  plowed  out  three  times  during  the 
month  of  January  and  seven  times  in  February. 

The  reads  in  the  outside  districts  were  broken  out 
six  times  in  the  month  of  January  and  twice  in  March. 

Sr.ow^  was  cleaned  from  the  streets  with  the  road 
machine  during  the  months  of  January  and  February, 
eleven  days  being  devoted  to  the  work. 

The  w^orking  force  was  engaged  for  fifteen  days 
during  the  months  of  January,  February  and  March,  in 
shoveling  snow^  from  the  sidewalks. 

During  the  winter  325  loads  of  clay   were  hauled 
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out  to  the  Rollins  road,  and  125  loads  spread  on  the 
Torr  road. 

The  following  amounts  of  gravel  were  spread  upon 
the  streets  during  the  year:  On  Grove  street,  195  loads; 
on  Kirkland  street,  75  loads;  on  Tolend  road,  185  loads; 
on  Baker  street,  125  loads;  on  the  Rollins  road,  287 
loads;  on  the  Knox  Marsh  road,  226  loads;  on  Baker's 
hill,  75  loads;  on  the  Back  River  road,  68  loads. 

More  than  three  thousand  loads  of  cinders  were 
used  in  the  work  of  rebuilding  and  repairing  streets  and 
sidewalks. 

Macadamizing:  The  following  quantities  of  crushed 
stone  were  used  in  road  construction  during  the  year: 
On  Folsom  street,  225  loads;  on  Walnut  street,  235  loads; 
on  Court  street,  105  loads;  on  Washington  street,  45 
loads;  on  Hough  street,  132  loads;  on  Locust  street, 
595  loads;  on  Atkinson  street,  310  loads,  besides  quite  a 
considerable  quantity  used  in  general  repair  work. 

Brick  sidewalks  have  been  laid  as  follows:  On 
Washington  street,  550  feet;  on  Central  avenue,  850 
feet,  in  addition  to  small  jobs  in  various  parts  of  the 
city. 

One  hundred  tw^enty  feet  of  edgestone  have  been 
set  on  Washington  street;  135  feet  on  Central  avenue, 
and  230  feet  on  Third  street. 

Four  hundred  fifty  feet  of  edgestone  have  been  re- 
set on  Washington  street;  and  460  feet  on  Central 
avenue. 

Five  hundred  and  seventy  feet  of  gutters  have  been 
paved  with  cobble  stones  on  Washington  street,  310  feet 
on  Central  avenue,  and  230  feet  on  Third  street. 

The  Washington  street  bridge  has  been  replanked, 
one-half  of  the  Central  avenue  bridge  covered  with 
hard  wood  planking,  new  planking  put  on  the  Fourth 
street  bridge,  and  the  Whitcher's  Falls  bridge  repaired. 

Thirty-six  driveways  and  platforms  have  been  put 
in  during  the  year  in  different  parts  of  the  city. 
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Sixty-five  feet  of  sewer  pipe  has  been  laid  near 
the  Sawyer  bridge,  50  feet  on  Hough  street,  1170  feet 
on  Rogers  street,  and  60  feet  in  the  bed  of  the  Drew 
brook. 

Eight  chimneys  have  been  put  in  during  the  year. 
Five  manholes  have  been  put  in  on  Rogers  street, 
three   on  the  Broadway   brook   sewer,  and  one  on  Mt. 
Vernon  street.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF   THE 
Executive  Officer  of  the  Board  of  Health. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils  : 

I  desire  to  supplement  this  report  by  tendering  to 
the  members  of  your  Honorable  Board,  and  to  your 
predecessors  in  office,  my  sincere  acknowledgments  for 
the  many  courtesies  extended  me  during  my  official  life. 
Whatever  measure  of  success  may  have  been  attained 
through  my  mediation,  is  primarily  due  to  the  cordial 
support  vouchsafed  me  by  the  city  councils. 

That  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  has  been 
materially  improved  during  the  past  twenty  years  must 
be  apparent  even  to  the  most  indifferent  observer. 
With  the  passing  of  the  years  comes  a  larger  knowledge 
of  hygienic  needs,  a  more  intelligent  understanding  of 
sanitary  requirements. 

That  the  ordinary  rules  of  health  are  not  univer- 
sally observed  is  more  a  matter  of  indifference  and  neg- 
lect on  the  pare  of  the  individual  citizen,  than  ignorance 
of  the  underlying  danger  incident  to  their  violation.  So 
long  as  the  general  health  of  the  community  remains 
undisturbed  by  waves  of  contagion,  the  attitude  of  the 
average  property  holder  toward  this  really  important 
phase  of  communal  interest  is  one  of  acquiescence,  a 
tacit  confession  that  the  interest  of  the  individual  is 
largely  regulated  by  purely  personal  considerations. 

That  a  large  part  of  the  people  enjoy  the  public 
utilities  provided  by  municipal   corporations  with  little 
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regard  for  the  benefits  received,  is  unquestionably  true. 
That  they  know  practically  nothing  of  the  means  or 
methods  employed  in  the  conservation  of  public  inter- 
ests is  equally  evident.  The  abuse  of  privilege  is  a 
common  failing,  and  herein  lies  the  greatest  drawback 
to  social  and  material  advancement. 

The  province  of  the  department  of  public  health  is 
to  maintain  the  highest  possible  sanitary  standards,  not 
not  alone  in  the  removal  and  ultimate  destruction  of  del- 
eterious matter,  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  the  en- 
forcement of  pure  food  lav/s  and  the  isolation  and  care 
of  those  afflicted  with  contagious  diseases,  but  in  the 
exercise  of  constant  vigilance  to  the  end  that  the  wel- 
fare of  the  community  may  be  safeguarded  against  the 
wrongful  acts  of  the  ignorant  and  the  thoughtless.

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  number  of  cases  of  contagious  diseases  reported 
during  the  past  year  has  been  64,  with  but  two  fatali- 
ties resulting  therefrom.  The  average  number  of  cases 
reported  yearly  during  the  past  decade  has  been  61, 
the  number  of  deaths  averaging  less  than  10  per  cent. 
The  number  of  deaths  from  this  class  of  diseases  during 
1910  was  lower,  with  but  one  exception,  than  for  any 
similar  period  since  tabulations  of  this  character  have 
been  maintained. 

One  of  the  elements  of  expense  which  it  is  impossi- 
ble to  predetermine,  is  that  occasioned  by  the  mainte- 
nance of  people  necessarily  placed  in  quarantine.  The 
disbursements  under  this  head  during  the  past  year 
have  aggregated  about  one  hundred  dollars. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  cases  of 
contagious  diseases  reported  to  the  board  during  the 
past  year,  and  the  number  of  resultant  deaths.  Statis- 
tics for  the  three  years  immediately  preceding  are  also 
included  for  the  purpose  of  comparison.

PURE  FOOD   LAW. 


The  adulteration  of  food  products  has  been  mate- 
rially reduced  under  the  restraining  influence  of  National 
and  State  legislation,  and  manufacturers  of  table 
delicacies  in  which  prohibited  ingredients  have  been  in- 
troduced, find  but  little  sale  for  their  commodities  in 
New  Hampshire  towns. 

Samples  of  different  products  are  frequently  col- 
lected and  forwarded  to  the  state  chemist  for  analysis, 
with  the  result  that  many  articles  of  diet  heretofore 
meeting  with  a  ready  sale  cannot  now  be  found  on  the 
shelves  of  the  general  dealer. 

The  standard  of  milk  has  also  been  improved.  The 
average  dealer,  anxious  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
law,  readily  adopted  such  measures  as  were  necessary 
to  insure  standard  requirements,  while  those  who  had 
heretofore  consciously  adopted  methods  to  secure  quan- 
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tity  at  the  sacrifice  of  quality,  were  necessarily  com- 
pelled to  desist  from  their  former  practices. 

Information  regarding  the  quality  of  any  article 
liable  to  adulteration  can  be  obtained  through  the 
medium  of  resident  health  officers. 

SEWERS. 

The  sewer  system  of  the  city  is  being  constantly  ex- 
tended and  improved.  Quite  an  addition  has  been  made 
to  the  system  this  year,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that 
property  owners  along  the  course  of  the  Berry  brook  de- 
feated the  plans  of  the  board  of  street  and  park  com- 
missioners looking  to  the  construction  of  an  adequate 
sewer  to  care  for  the  waters  of  this  stream.  It  has  been 
frequently  asserted  that  the  waters  of  this  brook  were 
being  contaminated  from  extraneous  sources,  yet  the 
first  definite  movement  on  the  part  of  the  city  to  effect- 
ually remove  every  possible  element  of  danger  has  been 
frustrated  by  the  actions  of  those  whose  interests  were 
most  directly  concerned. 

The  total  number  of  recorded  sewer  entrances  to 
date  is  936. 

GARBAGE   COLLECTIONS. 

The  work  in  this  branch  of  the  service  is  steadily 
increasing.  With  the  erection  of  new  dwellings,  es- 
pecially where  such  buildings  are  located  outside 
previously  established  residential  Hmits,  demands  for 
extensions  of  the  service  inevitably  follow.  Recognizing 
the  justice  of  these  requests  we  have  taken  on  new  ter- 
ritory from  time  to  time  until  we  have  reached  the  limit 
of  our  capacity.  Further  extensions  would  require  the 
purchase  of  additional  equipment  and  the  employment 
of  extra  help,  an  outlay  which  could  only  be  considered 
under  the  sanction  of  the  city  councils. 
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IN  CONCLUSION. 

On  the  second  day  of  February  next,  my  term  of 
office  will  have  expired.  The  weight  of  advancing 
years  bear  heavily  upon  me  and  I  feel  that  I  cannot  con- 
scientiously accept  another  election  at  your  hands.  It 
has  been  my  aim  during  twenty-one  years  of  active  pub- 
lic life,  to  live  true  to  my  official  oath.  That  I  may  have 
erred  in  judgment  is  not  only  possible  but  probable.  I 
make  no  claim  to  infalibility.  That  I  have  administered 
my  trust  according  to  the  light  that  God  has  given  me, 
is  the  consoling  reflection  which  will  help  to  make  pleas- 
ant my  closing  years.  For  my  critics— and  no  man  in 
official  life  is  exempt  from  criticism,  whether  just  or 
unjust, — I  entertain  no  unkind  thoughts;  for  those  who 
have  so  loyally  befriended  me,  who  have  appreciated 
the  difficulties  necessarily  incident  to  my  official  life  and 
sustained  me  in  every  trial,  my  heart  goes  out  in  grati- 
tude and  love.  For  one  and  all  I  bespeak  the  sweet 
amenities  of  the  dawning  year,  and  sincerely  trust  that 
their  course  through  life  may  be  illumined  by  the  golden 
light  which  emanates  from  worthy  motives  fairly 
achieved,  and  that  their  sorrows  and  trials  may  be 
lightened  by  the  devotion  of  friends  tried  and  true.

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REPORT  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS. 


To  THE  Mayor  and  City  Councils  of  the  City  of 

Dover: 

The  twenty-third  annual  report  of  the  board  of 
water  commissioners  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1910,  is  herewith  respectfully  submitted. 

organization. 

The  members  of  the  board  for  the  year  were  Mayor 
George  J.  Foster,  President  of  the  Common  Council 
Stacy  L.  Hanson,  Herbert  W.  Owen,  Andrew  Killoren 
and  Burnham  Hanson.  Mayor  Foster  was  elected  pres- 
ident and  H.  W.  Owen,  clerk. 

FINANCES. 

The  total  receipts  for  the  year  have  been  $45,224.74, 
including  balance  of  $5,423.72,  from  1909.  The  expendi- 
tures, $40,458.25,  including  $10,000.00  paid  toward  the 
reduction  of  the  debt.  A  detailed  statement  of  the  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  will  be  found  in  appendix  'A," 
which  is  annexed  to  and  made  a  part  of  this  report. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  question  of  additional  water  supply  was  made 
more  urgent  by  the  continuous  small  quantity  of  rain- 
fall during  the  two  preceding  years,  and  required 
prompt  action.     We  concluded  that  the  most  expeditious 
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and  economical  method  of  accofnplishing  this  result 
would  be  by  driving  artesian  wells,  provided  water 
could  be  obtained  at  a  reasonable  depth.  Having  per- 
mission from  the  city  councils  we  made  a  contract  with 
the  Providence  Artesian  Well  and  Supply  Co.  for  two 
wells  near  the  pumping  station.  We  also  contracted 
with  the  Ingersoll  Sargent  Drill  Co.  for  an  air  compressor. 
The  wells  were  completed  in  due  time  but  there  was  a 
delay  in  the  delivery  of  the  air  compressor.  Com- 
menced using  the  water  from  the  wells  in  September, 
and  have  continued  its  use  to  the  present  time.  This 
additional  150,000  gallons  per  day  came  in  good  time, 
and  saved  the  city  from  an  apparent  water  famine. 
The  board  is  of  the  opinion  that  two  or  three  more 
wells,  producing  equal  results,  would  economically  fur- 
nish a  supply  sufficient  for  present  demands. 

METERS. 

The  meter  system  has  been  continued,  and  there  are 
now  1245  in  use.  Since  the  installation  of  meters  there 
has  been  a  marked  decrease  in  the  percentage  of  waste. 
There  have  been  criticisms  by  some  water  takers  in  re- 
gard to  the  charges  for  meter  service.  The  last  report 
of  the  Portland  water  system  contained  the  following 
as  the  established  rule  of  that  company:  *'A11  water 
takers  are  placed  on  a  common  footing.  No  discounts 
are  allowed  except  to  charitable  institutions.  While  in 
some  cases  this  rule  has  worked  a  seeming  hardship 
when  defective  fixtures  and  leaky  pipes  have  caused  ex- 
cessive meter  charges  for  a  limited  period,  the  trustees 
felt  that  to  allow  discount  in  these  cases  would  open  the 
door  to  abuse,  and  make  it  impossible  to  do  justice 
either  to  the  city  or  the  public. "  Your  commissioners 
propose  to  act  on  this  line. 

FILTRATION. 

The  filter  beds    have    been  in  constant  operation 
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since  their  inception,  and  the  result  is   manifest  in  the 
quality  of  the  water. 

The  practical  experience  of  our  superintendent  has 
been  of  great  assistance  in  the  execution  of  our  official 
duties,  and  we  are  pleased  to  express  our  appreciation 
of  the  same.

books  of  the  city  treasurer  at  the  close  of  business 
December  31,  1910.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT. 


Dover,  N.  H.,  January  1,  1911. 
To  THE  Board  of  Water  Commissioners: 

Gentlemen:  — The  past  year  has  been  one  of  unusual 
mechanical  activity.  In  addition  to  the  routine  work  in 
connection  with  that  of  maintenance  (which  is  increas- 
ing each  year  on  account  of  the  deterioration  of  the  ser- 
vice pipes) ,  and  the  additional  work  incidental  to  the 
new  water  filtration  plant,  considerable  time  and  atten- 
tion has  been  devoted  to  the  construction  of  the  new 
wells  and  the  installation  of  the  air  compressor.  All 
this  work,  except  the  drilling  of  the  wells,  was  perform- 
ed by  the  regular  force  of  the  department. 

Early  in  the  year  complaint  was  frequently  made 
on  account  of  the  peculiar  taste  and  quahty  of  the 
water.  The  water,  as  it  came  from  the  filters,  was  ex- 
ceptionally pure,  the  trouble  being  occasioned  by  the 
sedimentation  in  the  mains  passing  into  the  service 
pipes.  This  sedimentation  was  undoubtedly  released 
by  the  introduction  of  a  new  chemical  quality  in  the  fil- 
tered water.  This  trouble  lasted  but  a  few  months,  and 
subsided  as  suddenly  as  it  appeared.  Since  that  time 
our  supply  has  been  of  excellent  quahty,  and  Dover  has, 
today,  as  good  water  as  can  be  found  in  New  England. 
We  have  had  no  trouble  this  year  on  account  of  algae. 
Our  filtration  plant  is  giving  perfect  satisfaction.  I 
would  recommend  that  the  work  of  grading  about  this 
part  of  our  system  be  completed  the  coming  year. 
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The  filter  beds  have  been  raked  at  intervals  of  two 
or  three  weeks,  and  scraped  once  in  two  months,  or 
oftener  if  necessary,  removing  at  each  scraping  about 
three-quarters  of  an  inch  of  sand.  In  November  we 
removed  an  additional  debth  of  four  inches,  and  refilled 
No.  1  filter  to  its  original  level,  using  346  cubic  feet  of 
sand,  at  a  cost  of  $416.91.  I  would  recommend  that 
the  beds  be  refilled  each  year  to  the  original  level.  By 
so  doing  they  can  be  kept  uniform  and  produce  better 
results.  In  connection  with  this  work  I  would  suggest 
that  the  department  purchase,  if  possible,  a  strip  of  land 
some  fifty  feet  in  width,  of  the  Geo.  W.  Page  heirs,  for 
the  purpose  of  making  a  driveway  to  the  main  road. 
This  would  enable  us  to  shorten  the  distance  between 
the  filter  beds  and  the  sand  bank  nearly  one-half,  thus 
effecting  a  material  reduction  in  the  cost  of  refilling. 

One  of  the  most  important  improvements  made 
this  year  was  the  drilling  of  the  two  wells,  and  the  in- 
stallation of  the  air  compressor  at  the  high  pressure 
station.  These  wells  have  been  in  constant  use  since 
the  middle  of  September,  and  are  yielding,  at  the  pres- 
ent time,  about  150,000  gallons  daily. 

Probably  the  most  noticeable  as  well  as  the  most 
gratifying  fact  in  this  report,  is  the  small  daily  con- 
sumption of  water  during  the  last  four  months  of  the 
year,  it  being  the  lowest,  for  the  corresponding  period, 
during  the  past  thirteen  years,  and  200,000  gallons  less, 
daily,  than  for  the  corresponding  months  of  last  year. 
Theconsumption  for  the  year  1910  was  15, 966, 500  gallons 
less  than  for  1909.  This  is  a  particularly  gratifying 
condition,  considering  the  fact  that  the  year  has  been 
exceedingly  dry.  The  amount  of  precipitation  for  the 
twelve  months  has  been  (by  record  kept  at  the  pumping 
station)  26.65  inches;  the  normal  precipitation  is  43.38 
inches,  thus  showing  a  deficiency  this  year  of  16.63 
inches,  or  more  than  one-half  as  much  as  actually  fell. 
By  the  official  record  for  Boston,  begun  in  1871,  it  is  found 
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that  only  once  in  the  last  ninety-three  years  has  there 
been  such  a  dry  year  as  that  through  which  we  have 
just  passed.  The  reduction  in  consumption  is  due,  no 
doubt,  to  the  adoption  of  the  general  meter  system. 
But  our  consumption  is  not  as  low  as  it  should  be.  The 
several  departments  of  our  city  should  set  a  better  ex- 
ample than  at  present  obtains.  No  restriction  is  now 
placed  on  the  amount  of  water  the  departments  may 
use,  hence  it  is  allowed  to  run  freely.  As  the  city  coun- 
cils appropriate  a  fixed  sum  for  all  water  used  for  mu- 
nicipal purposes,  it  is  not  considered  as  a  department 
obligation.  Better  results  would  undoubtedly  follow  if 
the  several  departments  were  required  to  pay,  from 
their  appropriation,  regular  rates  for  all  water  used. 
Until  the  responsibility  for  unnecessary  waste  becomes 
fixed,  no  economy  can  be  expected.  This  matter  should 
be  brought  before  the  city  councils  for  adjustment. 

But  little  change  is  evident  in  the  quantity  of  our 
water  supply,  the  water  in  the  pond  maintaining  about 
the  same  level  as  shown  on  January  1st,  1910.  Where 
the  level  would  have  been  but  for  the  increase  from  the 
wells  and  the  reduction  in  consumption,  is  difficult  to  de- 
termine, but  that  the  situation  would  be  serious  must  be 
evident  to  the  most  casual  investigator. 

It  is  an  evident  fact  that  Dover  must  take  some  ac- 
tion to  get  a  larger  increase  in  our  supply.  In  addition 
to  drilling  two  or  more  wells  I  would  recommend  that 
the  department  consider  the  advisabihty  of  taking 
water  from  some  tributary  of  the  Cocheco  river  above 
the  point  where  pollution  would  be  possible.  By  estab- 
lishing a  pumping  station  near  such  supply  it  could  be 
pumped  to  Willand  pond  and  passed  through  the  regular 
filtration  channels.  This  pumping  might  be  done  dur- 
ing the  spring  and  fall  months  while  the  water  was  run- 
ning to  waste;  by  so  doing  no  injury  would  be  occa- 
sioned by  a  reduction  of  the  supply.  After  a  few 
months  the  level  of  the  pond  would  be  raised  to  such  a

point  that  the  water  would  run  by  gravity  to  the  filter 
beds  and  receiving  basin.  This  system  Vv'Ould,  in  my 
opinion,  be  as  economical  to  operate  as  any  in  sight  at 
the  present  time,  and  also  an  unfaihng  one. 

Our  pumping  plants  are  in  good  condition.  Early 
in  April  we  had  an  accident  to  the  triplex  pump,  caused 
by  the  breaking  of  a  tooth  in  one  of  the  large  pinion 
gears  and  consequent  rupture  to  the  bearing  of  the 
driving  shaft.  The  necessary  repairs  were  made  by  the 
department,  the  steam  plant  being  used  in  the  interim. 
The  steam  plant  was  also  used  in  December  while  the 
work  of  overhauling  the  triplex  pump  was  in  progress. 
No  repairs  were  needed  on  either  of  the  stations  this 
year.  A  lathe  has  been  purchased  and  placed  in  the 
high  pressure  station  for  use  in  repair  work,  and  also 
an  automatic  switch  to  more  safely  control  the  motors. 
The  boilers  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  found  in 
good  condition  under  low  pressure. 

There  have  been  twelve  leaks  in  our  main  distribut- 
ing piping  during  the  year,  one  of  them  giving  much 
trouble  on  account  of  the  gates  failing  to  close.  The 
break  referred  to  occurred  on  Franklin  square,  when  a 
sixteen  inch  Y  branch  burst,  necessitating  the  closing 
of  the  gates  in  that  vicinity  to  reduce  the  pressure  and 
prevent  destruction  of  property  while  waiting  for  a  new 
casting. 

The  hydrants  have  been  regularly  inspected  and 
pumped  out  during  the  winter  months  to  prevent  freez- 
ing. Violation  of  the  rules  of  the  department  by  unau- 
thorized persons  in  the  indiscriminate  use  of  our  hy- 
drants for  other  than  fire  purposes,  has  caused  a  great 
deal  of  annoyance.  This  practice,  if  continued,  may 
ultimately  cause  serious  trouble.  Eleven  hydrants  have 
been  repaired.  I  would  recommend  that  more  blow-offs 
be  added  this  year.  One  should  be  located  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Broadway,  as  we  have  but  one  on  the 
east  side  of  Central  avenue,  and  that  at  the  city  farm. 
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An  extension  of  317  feet  of  four-inch  cast-iron  pipe 
was  added  to  the  distributing  system  on  Park  street, 
north  of  Hill  street,  during  the  summer.  There  will 
soon  be  a  call  for  an  extension  of  this  pipe  to  Oak  street. 

At  the  request  of  the  Cocheco  Department  of  the 
Pacific  Mills  the  six-inch  main  on  Chestnut  street,  from 
Second  street  to  the  river,  was  relaid  with  a  ten-inch 
pipe,  the  expense  incident  thereto  being  paid  by  the 
above  company. 

There  have  been  eighty-five  leaks  in  the  service 
piping.  Most  of  these  leaks  took  place  inside  of  the 
cellar  walls  where,  exposed  to  dampness,  the  pipes  were 
eaten  away  nearly  to  the  cement  lining,  the  lining  alone 
holding  the  pressure.  Fifteen  one-inch  house  service,  and 
one  six  and  one  ten-inch  fire  service,  have  been  added. 
We  have  at  the  present  time,  1901  service  pipes.  Water 
was  turned  off  and  on  forty-five  service  pipes  at  the  re- 
quest of  owners,  in  order  that  repairs  might  be  made. 

Two  hundred  and  forty-one  meters  have  been  added 
this  year,  seventy-four  have  been  taken  off,  cleaned, 
tested  and  repaired,  and  eleven  have  been  renewed. 
There  are  on  our  system  at  the  present  time  1245 
meters.     Sixty-five  per  cent,  of  the  services  are  metered.

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Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils: 

The  work  in  this  department  during  the  past  year 
has  been  continued  along  the  hnes  outHned  in  previous 
documents  addressed  to  your  Honorable  Board.  The 
advantages  of  a  definite  policy  adhered  to  through  a  se- 
ries of  years,  is  plainly  manifest  in  the  greatly  improved 
condition  of  the  grounds  today  over  the  results  obtained 
under  a  constantly  changing  management.  That  this 
improvement  has  been  possible  without  increasing  the 
burden  of  expense,  is  but  the  logical  consequence  of  the 
change  in  administrative  methods.  With  limited  means 
and  abbreviated  authority  it  was  obviously  impractica- 
ble, under  the  olden  system,  to  inaugurate  improve- 
ments that  could  not  be  carried  to  a  successful  con- 
clusion during  the  year.  With  the  advent  of  each  suc- 
ceeding administration  under  the  abandoned  system, 
new  ideas  supplanted  those  previously  entertained,  and 
in  consequence  a  network  of  conflicting  theories  were 
evolved  from  which  it  was  impossible  to  work  out  the 
highest  measure  of  good. 

The  receipts  of  the  department  for  the  past  year 
have  been  $9,055.89;  the  expenditures,  $7,697.48,  mak- 
ing a  net  gain  of  $1,358.41.  This  sum,  added  to  the 
amount  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  makes  the 
available  balance  at  the  time  of  filing  this  report, 
$2,024.52.  From  this  balance  there  is  due  on  account  of 
constructing  the  new  stable,  the  sum  of  $1,450.00,  which 
reduces  the  actual  resources  of  the  department  to  sub- 
stantially $575.00. 

As  a  matter  of  information  it  might  be  stated  that 
$1,000.00  has  been  paid  upon  the  outstanding  ceme- 
tery note  during  the  year,  reducing  that  obligation  to 
$12,000.00. 

The  stable  and  tool  house  was  totally  destroyed  by 
fire  on  the  evening  of  September  5,  including  two 
horses,  and  all  the  wagons,  tools  and  implements  used 
in   cemetery    work.     The  insurance   on   the    building. 
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which  had  fortunately  been  increased  during-  the  year, 
amounting  to  $1,300.00,  has  been  duly  received. 

The  concensus  of  opinion  of  the  board  of  trustees 
favored  the  costruction  of  a  cement,  fire-proof  building, 
and  on  the  5th  of  October  it  was  voted  to  ask  the  city 
councils  for  an  appropriation  of  $2,500.00  in  order  to 
carry  the  project  into  effect.  The  sum  asked  for  was 
promptly  granted,  and  on  the  evening  of  October  6  the 
contract  for  building  was  awarded  to  C.  H.  Holmes,  of 
Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  for  $2,850.00.  The  building  is  lo- 
cated at  the  foot  of  the  embankment  immediately  north 
of  its  former  location,  and  will  soon  be  ready  for  occu- 
pancy. It  is  a  substantial,  convenient  structure,  and 
when  the  approach  to  the  building  is  completed  and  the 
grounds  graded,  the  department  will  be  provided  with 
accommodations  far  superior  to  those  formerly  occupied. 
The  trust  fund  account  is  steadily  increasing,  the 
total  of  the  fund  at  the  close  of  business  December  31, 
1910,  including  the  Tredick  and  Woodman  funds,  was 
$46,303.30. 

The  general  collections  of  the  department  for  the 
year  have  exceeded  the  charges  by  the  sum  of  $345.96, 
the  total  of  the  book  accounts  at  the  close  of  the  year 
being  $1,399.08. 

The  reports  of  the  treasurer,  collector  and  superin- 
tendent of  cemeteries  are  annexed  to  and  made  a  part 
of  this  report.

PINE  HILL  CEMETERY. 


REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 


To  THE  Board  of  Trustees  of  Pine  Hill  Cemetery: 

Gentlemen:-  But  little  work  of  a  specialized  nature 
has  been  performed  in  this  department  during  the  past 
year,  except  the  lowering  of  the  grade  on  the  northerly 
side  of  the  main  entrance  and  the  filling-in  in  and  about 
the  new  stable. 

The  destruction  of  the  stable  and  tool  house  by  fire 
on  the  evening  of  September  5th,  evidently  of  incen- 
diary origin,  was  a  truly  unfortunate  occurrence  and 
has  caused  a  great  deal  of  inconvenience.  The  erection 
of  a  concrete  building  for  cemetery  purposes  at  the  base 
of  the  incline  immediately  north  of  the  location  formerly 
occupied,  has  made  available  for  burial  purposes  a  very 
desirable  strip  of  land  on  the  upper  level,  which  will  un- 
doubtedly meet  with  a  ready  sale. 

The  work  of  grading  the  grounds  on  the  north  side 
of  the  main  entrance  has  been  considerably  advanced 
during  the  year,  and  when  completed  will  make  an  im- 
provement which  will  meet  the  approval  of  all  those 
who  have  occasion  to  visit  the  hill.  The  carriage  drive 
will  eventually  describe  a  gracefully  curve,  the  grade 
being  reduced  to  an  easy  incline. 

The  ordinary  routine  of  work  has  suffered  no  inter- 
ruption, the  grounds  growing  in  attractiveness  with  the 
passing  of  the  years. 

Eighteen  monuments  and  sixty-eight  headstones 
have  been  erected  during  the  year. 
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The  total  number  of  interments  for  the  year  has 
been  170,  of  which  number  fourteen  were  reinterments.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF   THE 

BOARD  OF»  TRUSTEES. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils: 

That  the  Wentworth  hospital  is  becoming  more 
firmly  intrenched  in  pubhc  favor  with  the  passing  of  the 
years,  must  be  apparent  even  to  the  most  indifferent 
observer.  The  old-time  prejudice  against  institutions 
of  this  character  is  rapidly  passing  away,  and  the  time 
is  not  far  distant,  under  the  broadening  influence  of  in- 
telligent investigation  and  personal  contact,  when  the 
last  remaining  vestige  of  this  antagonism  must  alto- 
gether disappear. 

The  Wentworth  hospital  is  an  integrant  part  of  our 
municipal  system;  its  welfare  should  be  a  matter  of  per- 
sonal concern  to  every  tax-payer  in  the  city.  Under 
conditions  compatible  with  the  interests  of  its  clientele, 
its  doors  are  always  open  to  public  inspection;  in  fact, 
the  management  invites  the  presence  of  all  those  who 
entertain  an  interest  in  hospital  work,  and  is  ready  at 
all  times  to  furnish  every  possible  facility  for  their  en- 
lightenment. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  hospital  during  the  past 
year,  exclusive  of  the  amount  paid  for  the  Haley  prop- 
erty ($5,700.00),  interest  charges  ($128.25),  and  funds 
reinvested  ($983.37),  was  $15,951.13;  the  sum  of  the  re- 
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ceipts,  exclusive  of  the  bond  and  interest  accounts,  was 
$15,990.82. 

Deductions  founded  upon  carefully  classified  statis- 
tics for  the  year,  when  compared  with  similar  deduc- 
tions based  upon  corresponding  tabulations  in  previous 
years,  evidences  the  fact  that  with  broadened  experi- 
ence and  added  wisdom  the  measure  of  our  success  has 
been  correspondingly  increased,  not  only  in  adminis- 
trative work   but  along  every  line  of  hospital  endeavor. 

The  number  of  days  of  professional  service  ren- 
dered patients  at  this  institution  during  the  past  twelve 
months  reaches  the  surprisingly  large  total  of  8,033,  or 
1,471  more  days'  service  than  in  1907,  the  first  full  year 
following  the  opening  of  the  hospital.  In  this  total 
(8,033)  is  included  2,370  days  of  absolutely  free  service, 
or  292  days  more  free  service  than  during  any  preced- 
ing similar  period.

By  reference  to  the  foregoing  table  it  will  be  noted 
that  while  the  general  work  of  the  hospital  is  constantly 
growing,  the  demand  for  free  service  has  assumed  pro- 
portions largely   in  excess  of  the  ordinary  ratio  of  in- 
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crease.  The  per  cent,  of  free  service,  based  upon  the 
total  service  rendered  was,  in  1906,  substantially  eight 
per  cent. ;  in  1907,  fifteen  per  cent. ;  in  1908,  twenty-two 
per  cent. ;  in  1909,  twenty-six  per  cent. ;  and  in  1910, 
nearly  thirty  per  cent.  In  this  connection  it  might  be 
stated  that  while  the  management  has  unhesitatingly 
placed  every  available  facility  of  the  institution  at  the 
command  of  the  distressed  worthy  poor,  it  has  endeav- 
ored to  guard  against  imposition,  and  to  accord  the  priv- 
ilege only  to  those  who  might  properly  be  regarded  as 
wards  of  the  city. 

The  following  table  shows  the  total  charges  by 
years  for  professional  service,  the  aggregate  of  all  other 
charges,  and  the  amount  turned  over  to  the  city  treas- 
urer.

The  average  daily  cost  per  patient  during  the  past 
year,  computed  on  the  basis  of  expenditures,  has  been 
$1.99,  or  eleven  cents  per  day  less  than  the  lowest  price 
heretofore  obtaining.  An  analysis  of  this  cost  by  sub- 
division of  expenditures,  shows  the  following  interest- 
ing proportions:  On  the  basis  of  salaries  and  wages, 
eighty-six  cents;  groceries  and  provisions,  milk,  fruit, 
ice,  etc.,  fifty-four  cents;  medical  and  surgical  supplies 
and  accessories,  fourteen  cents;  fuel,  light  and  power, 
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twenty-three  cents;  general  maintenance,  including  re- 
pairs, etc.,  twenty-two  cents. 

The  average  number  of  persons  permanently  em- 
ployed in  and  about  the  building,  has  been  twenty- 
three,  representing  an  aggregate  service  of  8,395  days. 
This  total,  added  to  the  total  number  of  days'  service 
rendered  patients,  shows  that  substantially  2,347  weeks' 
board  must  have  been  provided  during  the  year.  On 
the  basis  thus  obtained  we  find  the  cost  per  diem,  in- 
cluding salaries  and  general  maintenance,  to  be  only 
ninety-seven  cents. 

On  the  basis  of  $1.99  per  day  as  the  average  cost 
per  patient,  as  previously  shown,  an  expenditure  of 
$5,509.84  has  been  required  to  meet  the  obligations  in- 
curred in  caring  for  those  who  were  unable  to  pay,  and 
in  assisting  those  who  found  it  possible  to  pay  but  a  part 
of  the  minimum  fee.  Following  the  same  hypothesis  it 
appears  that  the  city  has  also  contributed  $2,138.43  to- 
w^ard  the  relief  of  those  who  have  received  treatment  in 
the  wards,  or  in  other  words,  $1,648.27  from  the  reve- 
nues of  the  department,  in  addition  to  the  $6,000.00  ap- 
propriated by  the  city,  has  been  devoted  to  gratuitous 
relief  work  during  the  year. 

These  figures  alone  plainly  demonstrate  that  the 
policy  of  the  institution  is  an  extremely  liberal  one; 
that  it  recognizes  neither  race,  color  or  previous  condi- 
tion in  the  discharge  of  its  functions;  that  the  impecu- 
nious and  the  more  favored,  the  alien  and  the  native- 
born  citizen  meet  upon  the  plain  of  a  common  appeal 
and  are  given  the  best  service  that  long  experience,  pro- 
fessional skill  and  human  purpose  can  suggest. 

The  personnel  of  the  medical  and  surgical  staffs 
as  well  as  the  working  force  of  the  hospital,  remains 
substantially  unchanged.  Miss  Grace  P.  Haskell,  whose 
technical  training  and  exceptional  ability  has  been  offi- 
cially recognized  by  the  state  in  her  appointment  to  the 
examining   board  for  nurses,  still  remains  in  charge  of 
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the  institution,  and  to  her  executive  as  well  as  profes- 
sional skill  are  we  in  large  measure  indebted  for  the 
highly  gratifying  results  that  have  obtained  in  every  de- 
partment of  hospital  work. 

To  the  members  of  the  medical  and  associated  staffs 
we  tender  grateful  acknowledgments  for  their  uni- 
formly deep  personal  interest  in  all  matters  affecting  the 
welfare  of  the  institution,  as  w^ell  as  for  their  untiring 
efforts  in  behalf  of  those  who  have  sought  relief  within 
its  walls. 

Through  the  action  of  the  trustees  in  pi^rchasing 
the  Haley  property,  the  city  has  come  into  possession 
of  a  valuable  tract  of  land  adjoining  the  hospital 
grounds,  thus  not  only  safeguarding  existing  interests 
but  providing  ample  opportunity  for  extending  the 
scope  and  usefulness  of  the  hospital  should  occasion  re- 
quire. 

In  fact,  the  city  of  Dover  is  not  only  in  possession 
of  one  of  the  most  modern  and  up-to-date  hospitals  in 
the  state,  but  its  location  and  environment  is  unsur- 
passed by  any  similar  institution  in  New  England. 
The  reports  of  the  treasurer  and  superintendent 
are  attached  to  and  made  a  part  of  this  report.

The  year  1910  marks  the  fourth  full  year's  w^ork 
done  by  the  hospital.  It  has  been,  to  your  superin- 
tendent, the  most  satisfactory  year  in  the  history  of  the 
institution  in  the  kind  of  work  done  and  the  class  of 
people  helped.  We  have  admitted  seventy-five  more 
patients,  as  compared  with  other  years,  and  the  amount 
of  free  service  has  appreciably  increased. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  hospital  it  has  been  the 
rare  exception,  when  patients,  about  to  leave  the  insti- 
tution, have  not  voluntarily  expressed  their  gratitude 
for  the  care  and  treatment  accorded  them.  The  gen- 
eral public  has  but  limited  knowledge  of  the  hospital 
and  its  workings.  No  attempt  has  been  made  to  popu- 
larize the  institution.  We  have  depended  on  our  pa- 
tients and  their  immediate  relatives  and  friends  for  a 
fair-minded  and  intelligent  expression  of  what  the  hos- 
pital really  aims  to  accomplish.  A  careful  reading  and 
comparison  of  the  hospital  reports  will  go  far  toward 
showing  the  citizens  of  Dover  that  the  Wentworth  hos- 
pital is  here  to  do  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest 
number. 
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There  have  been  fewer  demands  for  private  rooms 
this  year  than  usual,  and  a  correspondingly  increased 
demand  for  ward  beds.  It  is  an  undoubted  fact  that 
patients  who,  two  or  three  years  ago,  would  not  have 
considered  the  idea  of  entering  the  ward,  now  take  a 
ward  bed  from  preference.  During  the  last  months  of 
the  year  the  wards  were  full  to  overflowing.  The  de- 
mand for  ward  accommodations  became  so  insistent 
that  extra  beds  had  to  be  supplied. 

Emergency  calls  have  received  prompt  attention. 
The  doors  of  the  hospital  are  never  closed  to  appeals  of 
this  character. 

Our  maternity  department  has  often  been  taxed  to 
its  fullest  capacity.  The  wage  earner,  in  common  with 
all  other  classes  of  our  citizens,  has  come  to  appreciate 
the  fact  that  the  expenses  incident  to  child-birth  are 
less  at  the  hospital  than  at  home,  with  the  certainty  of 
better  care  for  both  mother  and  child. 

The  generosity  of  Miss  Martha  E.  Hanson  in  donat- 
ing $5,000.00  for  the  estabHshment  of  a  free  bed  for 
women,  is  our  most  notable  gift.  This  example  might 
well  be  followed  by  other  philanthropic  and  charitably 
disposed  persons  who  are  anxious  to  benefit  humanity. 
Surely  a  charity  that  provides  for  the  sick  and  needy 
must  stand  well  at  the  head  of  worthy  objects. 

After  four  and  one-half  years  of  faithful  and  disin- 
terested service,  our  assistant,  Miss  Alicia  V.  Wilson, 
has  resigned  her  position  to  enter  the  ranks  of  the 
private  nurse.  Miss  Wilson  will  be  greatly  missed  in 
the  hospital,  where  she  has  given  so  much  of  her  time 
to  the  furtherance  of  the  best  interests  of  the  institution. 

The  training  school  consists  of  seven  pupils,  three 
probationers,  with  a  graduate  nurse  at  the  head  of  each 
ward.  We  have  had  a  fair  number  of  applications  for 
admission,  yet  of  this  number  but  few  came  up  to  the 
requirements  demanded. 

There  have  been  five  graduates  this  year,  and  one

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF    THE 

BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 


To  THE  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Dover: 

The  board  of  trustees  of  the  Dover  Pubhc  Library 
submit  herewith  their  twenty-eighth  annual  report. 

The  board  has  held  regular  monthly  meetings  and 
the  management  of  the  library  has  been  conducted 
along  the  same  lines  as  heretofore.  The  expenses  have 
been  kept  within  the  appropriation,  though  it  has  been 
found  necessary  to  expend  more  money  for  repairs  than 
was  expected  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  For  gen- 
eral repairs  of  the  building  and  care  of  the  grounds  one 
hundred  dollars  was  allowed  by  the  city  government. 
The  lawn  on  the  south  side  of  the  building  was  re- 
graded,  a  book-case  was  added  to  the  children's  room, 
slates  on  the  roof  were  replaced  and  other  minor  repairs 
made;  but  by  far  the  largest  expenditure  was  caused 
by  the  bursting  of  an  underground  steam  pipe,  the  re- 
placement of  which  necessitated  days  of  digging  in 
frozen  ground,  and  a  large  bill  for  plumbers'  and  car- 
penters' work.  The  city  government  had  also  allowed 
one  hundred  dollars  for  the  laying  of  a  yard-wide  line 
of  cement  around  the  building  to  prevent  the  leakage  of 
water  into  the  basement;  but  it  was  found  impossible  to 
have  this  done  for  less  than  one  hundred  and  sixty-five 


253 

dollars.  Instead,  therefore,  of  the  two  hundred  dollars 
allowed,  it  has  been  necessary  to  expend  over  four  hun- 
dred dollars:  and  the  excess  could  be  met  only  by 
taking  money  usually  used  for  books. 

There  has  been  one  change  during  the  year  in  the 
membership  of  the  board.  At  the  expiration  of  his 
term  in  October,  Mr.  John  B.  Stevens,  after  a  continu- 
ous service  of  twenty-five  years,  declined  re-election, 
and  the  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  unanimous  election  of 
Mr.  George  H.  Williams. 

Twice  during  the  year  the  library  has  been  burg- 
larized, each  time  entrance  being  made  by  forcing  a 
window.  Both  times  the  fine  drawer  was  rifled  and 
the  librarian's  desk  completely  ransacked;  but,  as  it  has 
been  the  custom  of  the  librarian  to  deposit  all  fine 
money  in  the  savings  bank  as  fast  as  it  accumulated, 
the  loss  was  but  a  few  dollars. 

The  report  of  the  treasurer  to  the  trustees  presents 
the  financial  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures; 
and  for  a  detailed  account  of  facts  and  statistics  relating 
to  the  conduct  of  the  library,  reference  is  made  to  the 
report  of  the  librarian,  appended  to  and  made  part  of 
this  report.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN. 

To  THE  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Dover  Public 

Library: 

Gentlemen:— The  report  of  the  Hbrarian  showing 
the  work  of  the  Library  for  the  year  1910  is  herewith 
presented. 

THE   year's    growth.

Of  the  901  books  purchased  779  were  new  titles  and 
122  were  duplicates  and  replacing  copies.  These  were 
mainly  children's  books  and  favorite  stories,  and  the 
most  used  novels  of  Dickens  and  Thackeray  which  were 
bought  in  Chivers  and  Huntting  bindings  and  in  pub- 
lishers' special  library  bindings  with  the  hope  that  the 
better  wearing  qualities  would  justify  the  larger  initial 
cost.  New  complete  sets  were  bought  of  the  Brontes, 
Mark  Twain  and  Harriet  Beecher  Stowe.  Of  the  779 
new  titles   added,  168   were  fiction   and  611  were  non- 
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fiction;  a  noteworthy  item  in  the  latter  class  being  a  set 
of  fifty  volumes  entitled  the  Harvard  classics,  and  com- 
prising well  edited  editions  of  the  works  sometimes 
called  President  EHot's  five-foot  bookshelf. 

The  Library  has  received  as  gifts  183  volumes  and 
many  pamphlets  and  periodicals.  It  has  also  received 
from  the  United  States  Government  325  books  and  950 
pamphlets. 

Grateful  acknowledgments  are  due  to  many  libraries, 
colleges,  schools,  associations,  institutions  and  pubhsh- 
ers  from  whom  reports  and  other  publications  have  been 
received.  A  list  of  individual  donors  will  be  found  at 
the  end  of  this  report. 

THE   year's    circulation. 

The  total  circulation  for  the  year  has  been  62,795, 
of  which  12,293  has  been  from  the  Children's  Room  and 
50,502  from  the  main  library.  This  is  a  gain  of  4,126 
over  last  year,  and  shows  a  per  capita  use  of  the  Library 
of  4.6.  It  does  not  include  the  large  number  of  books 
that  have  been  brought  from  the  shelves  for  temporary 
use  in  the  Reading  Room  or  those  used  at  the  desk  in  an- 
swering research  questions.  Two  books  only  have  been 
lost  in  circulation,  both  from  the  Children's  Room. 

THE  READING  ROOM. 

The  visitors  to  the  Reading  Room  have  numbered  a 
little  over  ten  thousand,  almost  exactly  the  same  as  last 
year.  While  women  outnumber  men  in  the  use  of  the 
books  of  the  circulating  department,  men  largely  out- 
number women  in  the  use  of  the  Reading  Room.  Pop- 
ular magazines  on  electricity  and  mechanics  have  been 
in  constant  demand.  Copies  of  the  latest  bound  illus- 
trated magazines  have  been  kept  on  some  of  the  tables, 
and  by  their  pictures  have  afforded  pleasure  and  infor- 
mation to  many  people  not  attracted  to  other  forms  of 
reading. 

In  this  room  has  been  done  much  of  the  classifying 
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and  cataloguing  of  new  books.  Of  the  1,273  accessions 
this  year  more  than  two-thirds  have  had  to  have  not 
only  author  and  title  cards  but  several,  and  sometimes 
many,  subject  cards.  This  occasions  much  labor  but 
its  effect  is  felt  in  the  constantly  increasing  value  to 
our  readers  of  the  full  and  elaborate  card  catalogue. 

THE  HISTORICAL  ROOM. 

The  Historical  Room  has  had  its  usual  number  of 
visitors  who  come  for  both  genealogical  and  historical 
work.  The  books  most  used  are  the  New  England 
Historical  and  Genealogical  Register,  the  Revolutionary 
Rolls,  old  files  of  Dover  newspapers,  and  the  Historical 
Memoranda  of  Dover.  It  is  planned  to  hold  early  in  the 
coming  year  an  exhibition  of  pictures,  maps  and  books 
relating  to  Dover  history,  and  to  have,  if  possible,  a  lect- 
ure on  the  early  history  of  the  town.  In  this  way  it  is 
hoped  to  familiarize  people  with  the  material  already  in 
the  room  and  to  awaken  interest  in  making  the  collec- 
tion larger  and  more  complete  than  at  present.  The 
hours  fixed  by  the  trustees  several  years  ago  for  keep- 
ing this  room  open,  2  to  5  and  7  to  9,  have  not  been 
closely  adhered  to,  as  events  have  proved  it  better,  both 
for  the  persons  who  use  the  room  and  for  the  Library, 
to  send  an  attendant  up  whenever  applicants  desire, 
and  not  to  keep  her  there  when  no  one  is  using  the  room. 
This  has  made  it  possible  for  the  attendant  to  devote 
many  hours  to  work  at  the  desk  and  to  lend  efficient 
aid  in  the  reclassifying  of  the  Government  publications. 

FINE   ARTS   ROOM. 

No  record  has  been  kept  of  the  number  of  visitors 
to  this  room  or  of  the  large  reference  use  of  books  here, 
but  the  department  steadily  increases  in  value  and  in 
public  appreciation  of  its  worth.  There  has  been  no 
noteworthy  addition  to  the  number  of  mounted  pictures 
this  year,  but  the  efficiency  of   the  room   has   been  in- 
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creased  by  making  analytics  for  many  books  containing 
good  copies  of  paintings.  The  income  from  the  Lo- 
throp  fund  this  year  amounted  to  $47.50,  and  was  ex- 
pended, as  heretofore,  for  standard  works,  some  popu- 
lar light  operas,  organ  music,  songs  and  minstrelsy;  the 
most  notable  purchase  being  a  set  of  fifteen  volumes  en- 
titled Famous  composers  and  their  works.  This  de- 
partment has  been  constantly  used  by  music  teachers 
and  students,  music  clubs  and  organists  from  our  own 
and  neighboring  cities. 

children's  room. 

In  this  room  the  little  visitors  have  numbered 
12,623  and  from  it  there  have  circulated  for  home  use 
12,293  books  with  a  loss  of  only  two  volumes. 

Though  the  work  of  the  room  is  addressed  mainly  to 
younger  children,  the  school  stories  and  books  on  sports 
and  games  attract  to  it  boys  and  girls  whose  ages  range 
as  high  as  sixteen  and  seventeen.  The  noteworthy 
feature  here  this  year  has  been  the  success  of  the  Story 
hour  introduced  last  fall.  The  stories  have  been  told 
in  the  Lecture  Room  and  ten  sessions  have  been  held 
with  an  average  attendance  of  eighty,  The  storytellers 
have  been  Miss  Parker,  Miss  Sarah  Wyatt,  Miss  Hannah 
Wyatt,  Rev.  C.  F.  Potter,  Dr.  A.  H.  Keyes  and  Miss 
Hattie  J.  Bickford.  The  largest  one  day's  attendance 
was  when  Dr.  Keyes,  Superintendent  of  schools,  told 
the  stories,  and  188  children  were  packed  into  the  space 
designed  to  accommodate  125.  Thanks  are  due  to  all 
these  storytellers,  to  all  of  whom  the  children  listened 
with  interest  and  delight. 

trustees'  room. 

In  the  latter  part  of  last  year  seven  paintings  which 
had  been  owned  by  the  late  Hon.  John  P.  Hale  were 
sent  to  the  Library  and  hung  on  the  walls  of  the  Trus- 
tees' Room,  where  already  had  been  placed  the  portrait 
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of  Mr.  Hale.  Several  of  the  pictures  are  copies  of 
painting's  by  Correggio  and  Murillo,  the  originals  of 
which  hang-  in  the  Prado  at  Madrid  where,  from  1865  to 
1870  Mr.  Hale  had  lived  as  United  States  Minister  to 
Spain.  These  pictures  were  obtained  by  him  during 
this  residence  abroad  and  brought  to  America  on  his  re- 
turn. They  are  loaned  to  the  Library  by  his  daughter, 
the  wife  of  the  Hon.  William  E.  Chandler. 

Also  in  the  Trustees'  Room  is  shelved  the  law  refer- 
ence library,  the  greater  part  of  which  was  the  gift  of 
the  estate  of  Frank  Hobbs.  These  books  have  this  year 
been  rearranged  and  put  into  alphabetical  order  by  au- 
thors. Though  part  of  them  have  been  superseded  by 
later  writers,  others  are  still  standard  authorities  in 
their  line,  and  have  been  consulted  during  the  year  by 
law  students.  Others  have  a  historical  value,  as  for 
instance,  a  copy  of  the  commission  given  by  George  the 
Third  to  Benning  Wentworth  as  Governor  of  New 
Hampshire,  and  copies  of  the  laws  of  New  Hampshire 
passed  in  the  reign  of  George  the  Third.  The  one  item 
in  the  collection,  however,  of  largest  practical  worth  as 
well  as  money  value,  is  the  set  of  New  Hampshire  law 
reports,  for  one  volume  of  which  a  dealer  recently  of- 
fered thirty  dollars,  and  which  as  a  complete  set  would 
command  a  price  of  from  four  hundred  and  fifty  to  five 
hundred  dollars. 

LIBRARY  OF  THE  NEW  HAMPSHIRE  GENEALOGICAL 
SOCIETY. 

In  May,  1909,  a  communication  was  received  by  the 
Trustees  from  the  N.  H.  Genealogical  Society  suggesting 
that  its  books  and  pamphlets  be  shelved  within  the 
walls  of  this  building  and  made  accessible  to  users 
of  the  Public  Library  in  return  for  the  privilege  of  shelf 
space.  After  consideration  the  Trustees  replied  stat- 
ing the  terms  on  which  they  were  willing  to  receive  the 
books.     These  terms  were  acceded  to  by  the  Society  in 
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a  written  agreement  dated  August  9,  1909,  and  in  the 
latter  part  of  April,  1910,  the  secretary  of  the  Society 
sent  to  the  Library  nine  large  packing  boxes  and  two 
wagon  loads  of  loose  pamphlets.  The  librarian  and  as- 
sistants then  took  charge  of  this  material,  sorted  it,  re- 
turned several  thousand  duplicates  to  the  Society  and 
then  classified  and  arranged  the  remainder  according  to 
the  classification  used  in  this  Library  for  the  arrange- 
ment of  its  own  local  history  collection.  A  shelf  list 
was  made  on  cards  which  should  answer  fairly  well  for 
a  catalogue,  and  the  books  and  pamphlets  were  then  la- 
beled and  placed  on  the  shelves  in  the  south  side  of  the 
Science  Room.  These  now  number  about  1,250  books 
and  4,600  pamphlets. 

This  collection  of  the  Society  is  quite  different  from 
the  historical  collection  of  the  Library,  duplicating  it  in 
only  a  few  instances.  The  collection  of  the  Library  is 
made  up  of  State  publications.  New  Hampshire  annual 
reports  complete  for  many  years,  New  Hampshire  regis- 
ters, many  annual  reports  of  religious  and  fraternal  or- 
ganizations, many  town  histories,  much  Dover  material 
and  valuable  New  England  early  histories. 

The  collection  of  the  Genealogical  Society  is  made 
up  largely  of  towm  reports,  232  towms  and  cities  being 
represented.  There  are  a  few^  town  histories,  many 
college  catalogues,  considerable  general  genealogical 
matter,  about  the  same  number  of  individual  genealo- 
gies as  are  in  the  Library  collection  but  representing  dif- 
ferent families,  and  partial  files  and  current  numbers  of 
a  number  of  genealogical  publications  from  different 
parts  of  the  country  and  England. 

It  had  been  questioned  by  some  people  whether  the 
Library  would  have  any  use  for  this  collection  but,  as 
an  example  of  the  fact  that  all  accessible  material  is 
used  in  a  public  library,  it  may  be  stated  that  the  col- 
lection had  not  been  in  place  a  fortnight  before  the  at- 
tendant in  our  Historical  Room  had  answered  from  it  a 
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question  on  which  our  own  librarj^  had  failed.  The  ap- 
pHcant  for  information  was  a  man  from  the  Pension  Bu- 
reau at  Washing-ton  in  search  of  material  to  establish  a 
pension  right.  He  needed  some  dates  from  the  vital 
records  of  the  town  of  Epsom.  These  statistics  were 
found  in  one  of  the  Epsom  town  reports  and  the  appli- 
cant departed  with  his  question  answered  and  the  right 
to  the  pension  established. 


As  heretofore,  requests  for  information,  and  book 
reservations  and  renewals  are  answered  daily  by  mail 
and  telephone.  The  practice  of  allowing  borrowers  to 
take  as  many  books  as  they  want  at  a  time,  and  through 
the  summer  season  to  keep  them  out  several  weeks 
without  renewal,  has  been  continued.  Once  a  week  the 
Library  staff  have  spent  an  hour  together  in  discussion 
of  library  methods  and  in  study  of  French  contemporary 
literature.  Pictures  have  been  kept  on  exhibition  in  the 
Fine  Arts  Room,  some  of  the  subjects  being  Japan,  the 
Rhine,  Yellowstone  Park,  Caldecott's  pictures  for  chil- 
dren, old  Hollandish  interiors,  the  Madonna  in  art,  the 
Medici  family  in  Florence  and  Millet's  drawings. 
These  pictures  are  owned  by  the  Library  Art  Club,  of 
which  this  library  is  a  member,  and  are  sent  from 
library  to  library.  From  our  own  resources  exhibits 
have  been  made  of  books  and  illustratio*ns  on  child 
labor,  Sunday-school  study,  Ireland,  children's  books, 
gardening,  building  and  decoration,  astronomy,  the  city 
of  Washington  and  Gettysburg;  and  material  for  many 
debates  has  been  furnished,  some  of  the  subjects  being 
Alaska,  Canada,  the  army  canteen,  woman's  suffrage, 
the  value  of  a  college  education,  municipal  ownership  of 
textbooks,  and  Chinese  exclusion. 

The  Library  assistants.  Miss  Jenkins  in  charge  of 
the  circulation.  Miss  Parker  of  the  Children's  Room, 
Miss  Morrill  of  the  Reading  Room,  Miss  Frost  of  the 
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Historical  Room,  Miss  Duxbury  of  the  Music  depart- 
ment and  Miss  Towle  as  an  extra ,: temporary  assistant, 
have  all  shown  an  interest  and  activity  in  no  way  meas- 
ured by  their  respective  salaries;  and  the  librarian  de- 
sires to  express  publicly  her  appreciation  of  their  ex- 
cellent work  and  unflagging  efforts  to  make  the  Library 
of  service  to  every  person  in  the  community;  and  to 
the  Trustees  are  due  grateful  acknowledgments  for 
counsel  and  oversight,  and  also  recognition  and  appre- 
ciation of  their  unvarying  kindness.

REPORT  OF  CHAIRMAN. 

To  THE  School  Committee  : 

It  is  not  my  purpose  to  make  a  detailed  report.  It 
is  unnecessary. 

The  report  of  the  superintendent  of  schools  is  re- 
plete with  facts  and  statistics  as  to  the  conduct  of  the 
schools  during  the  year. 

As  I  said  in  my  remarks  before  the  graduating  class 
last  summer  I  beheve  we  have  come  to  the  time  when 
we  must  pay  to  our  teachers  a  larger  compensation. 
Not  only  has  the  cost  of  living  increased  but  more  is  re- 
quired of  them  than  ever  before. 

An  education  of  today  does  not  mean  the  same  as 
that  of  thirty  years  ago.  The  graduate  of  grammar  or 
high  school  of  that  date  did  not  have  .anywhere  near  the 
breadth  of  instruction  or  scope  in  knowledge  as  do  those 
of  today.  This  is  a  condition  obtaining  not  only  in  this 
city  but  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  land. 
While  our  graduates  have  a  larger  fund  of  general  in- 
formation than  in  the  past,  there  is  along  all  lines  of 
human  endeavor  a  more  specific  and  a  more  technical 
knowledge  required  than  ever  before. 

The  day  has  gone  by  w^hen  a  graduate  of  our  high 
school  can  step  from  the  graduating  class  to  the  school 
room  and  make  a  successful  teacher.  Such  an  immedi- 
ate transition  in  these  days  of  specialization  would  dis- 
courage and  break  the  spirit  of  the  young  woman  am- 
bitious to  become  a  teacher.  It  is  likewise  a  rank  in- 
justice to  such  pupils  as  come  under  the  care  of  un- 
trained and  callow  instructors  as  compared  with  those 
scholars  who  have  the  benefit  of  seasoned  teachers. 

As  a  result  of  these  changes  in  the  method  and 
character  of  instruction   whenever  we   have   had  a  va- 
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cancy  in  our  corps  of  teachers  and  have  attempted  to  se- 
cure some  one  to  fill  such  a  vacancy,  we  have  found  it 
almost  an  impossibility,  at  our  present  maximum  salary 
as  fixed  by  our  graded  list,  to  obtain  one. 

Practically  all  the  cities  of  the  state  have  a  max- 
imum salary  for  graded  schools  higher  than  our  max- 
imum. In  Massachusetts  the  maximum  salary  in  cities 
of  our  size  ranges  from  $650  to  $750.  If  we  would 
maintain  our  schools  at  the  standard  they  now  have  and 
not  permit  them  to  deteriorate  we  must  meet  our  com- 
petitors upon  an  equal  footing.  As  I  have  before  ex- 
pressed myself,  I  believe  the  best  asset  any  city  has  is 
its  school  department,  and  I  would  develop,  nourish, 
and  sustain  it  along  all  lines  and  in  every  way  within 
my  power. 

During  the  year,  through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  J. 
Belknap  Guppey  and  the  interest  of  the  mayor,  Hon. 
George  J.  Foster,  playgrounds  have  been  secured  for 
the  youth  of  the  city.  It  is  a  project  which  is  growing 
and  developing  all  over  the  country.  I  believe  it  to 
be  a  valuable  adjunct  to  our  school  system.  In  order 
that  we  may  get  the  best  results  from  our  educational 
system  we  must  have  sound  brains  in  healthy  bodies, 
and  these  playgrounds  will  be  one  of  the  factors  in  ac- 
complishing such  results.  I  likewise  believe  that 
healthy  exercise  and  sport  will  add  to  the  moral  tone  of 
all  individuals. 

I  have  frequently  expressed  the  behef  that  we 
should  have  a  larger  appropriations  for  our  evening 
school.  I  consider  the  matter  so  vital  to  the  community 
that  I  venture  to  again  call  attention  to  the  subject. 

I  am  not  one  of  those  who  has  ever  had  any  great 
fear  of  the  tide  of  immigration.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  if 
we  go  back  far  enough,  all  of  us  directly  or  through 
our  ancestors,  are  alien  to  the  soil.  If  I  have  read  his- 
tory aright  there  is  a  century  of  dishonor  charged  up 
against  the  Anglo  Saxon   race  for  its   treatment  of  the 
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North  American  Indians.  All  the  virtues,  the  intelli- 
gence, or  all  of  what  goes  to  make  for  good  citizenship 
is  not  lodged  with  those  of  one  race  or  creed.  There 
will  be  no  danger  to  our  institutions  so  long  as  the  youth 
of  our  country  have  instilled  into  them  knowledge, 
have  given  to  them  educational  opportunities,  and  are 
taught  the  fundamental  principles  of  and  a  love  for  the 
republic.  From  my  reading  and  observation  I  believe 
the  children  of  the  immigrant,  as  a  class,  are  more 
eager  for  an  education  than  are  those  who  are  native  to 
the  soil. 

Bishop  Brent  of  the  Phihppines  in  a  recent  address 
expressed  himself  on  this  same  subject  as  follows  : 

"And  now  we  have  to  face  something  else.  The 
character  of  our  nation  is  being  threatened.  There  is 
dishonesty  in  high  places,  selfish  use  of  prosperity, 
selfishness  on  the  part  of  those  who  have  wealth  and 
those  who  wish  to  acquire  it.  There  is  danger  that  the 
nation  lose  its  fibre.  Fortunately,  against  this  God 
holds  a  force  in  reserve  in  the  thousands  of  immigrants 
who  enter  this  country  each  year.  Many  of  them  come 
with  their  bodies  unspoiled  by  soft  living  and  with 
skilled  hands  in  labor,  and  unless  we  of  the  old  Anglo 
Saxon  race  take  ourselves  in  hand  we  are  going  to  see 
built  up  a  nation  of  outsiders.'' 

And  ex-President  Tucker  of  Dartmouth  college,  be- 
fore the  New   Hampshire  association,  spoke  as  follows: 

*'If  God  were  not  pouring  into  New  England  out 
of  the  riches  of  other  countries.  New  England  would  be 
empty.  While  the  latest  foreigner  may  not  compare 
favorably  with  the  native  stock,  what  of  the  second  and 
the  third  generations  of  foreigners?  They  are  forging 
to  the  front,  partly  because  of  their  virility  and  ambi- 
tion, and  partly  through  the  sacrifice  of  the  homes  to 
educate  their  children.  The  rising  scale  of  foreign  pop- 
ulation is  on  a  better  level  than  the  falling  scale  of  the 
native  population.     If  the  old  New  England  stock  is  not 
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willing  to  sacrifice  as  it  used  to,  and  if  the  New  England 
boy  is  not  as  ambitious  as  his  grandfather,  I  thank  God 
that  He  is  sending  us  those  who  are  willing  to  sacri- 
fice and  anxious  to  rise;  and  that  He  is  giving  this  chal- 
lenge to  the  old  stock:  '  Rise  up  and  show  yourselves  ! ' 
If  we  do  not  see  and  feel  it,  it  is  to  our  shame.  We  are 
not  the  elect  of  God  unless  we  prove  our  election,  and  if 
He  can  do  better  for  the  world  through  some  other 
stock  and  religion  than  through  the  native  stock  and 
Protestant  religion,  let  Him  work  in  His  own  way." 

And  it  is  for  the  foregoing  reasons  that  I  have  been 
so  insistent  and  am  now,  that  every  child  of  whatever 
nationality  or  creed,  should  have  a  fair  chance  and  an 
equal  opportunity. 

Last  year  I  had  something  to  say  of  industrial  train- 
ing in  our  schools.  My  predecessor  in  this  office,  the 
Hon.  George  J.  Foster,  made  the  subject  a  frequent  text 
for  his  addresses.  He  was  right  and  in  advance  of  his 
day.  There  w^as  a  time  when  the  higher  education  meant 
classical  education,  but  I  cannot  help  thinking  that  this 
is  a  yielding  to  an  irresistible  demand  for  an  educa- 
tion that  will  equip  its  possessors  to  render  present 
social  service.  For  the  great  majority  of  people  in  this 
world,  whether  it  is  agreeable  or  not,  there  must  be  hard 
and  persevering  work.  Year  after  year  there  is  an 
exodus  of  tens  of  thousands  of  youths  from  the  elementa- 
ry schools  into  the  ranks  of  unskilled  labor.  In  these 
days  of  machinery,  the  difference  between  skilled  and 
unskilled  labor  is  perhaps  not  apparent  to  the  outsider. 
The  unskilled  trade  is  one  in  which  the  worker  repeats 
over  and  over  one  single,  unrelated  task.  The  unskilled 
worker  is  a  human  machine.  Only  that  small  portion  of 
the  brain,  only  those  muscles  which  are  necessary  to  ac- 
complish the  particular  small  task  are  used. 

What  opportunity  can  there  be  for  the  development 
of  manhood  or  womanhood  under  such  conditions  ? 
What  chance  is  there  for  the  youth  of  either  sex  to  rise 
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above  the  dull  level  of  mediocrity  ?  A  graduate  of  our 
schools  may  have  all  the  knowledge  between  the  covers 
of  all  the  books,  but  if  unable  to  make  use  of  it,  what 
value  has  it  ? 

There  was  a  meeting  recently  in  Boston  of  the 
National  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Industrial  Educa- 
tion, and  Magnus  W.  Alexander  of  the  General  Electric 
Company  delivered  an  address,  a  part  of  w^hich  I  quote: 

"Chronologically,  apprenticeship  was  the  first  step 
in  trade  training,  and  its  history  can  be  traced  back  to 
ancient  times.  Its  gradual  development  received  a 
strong  impetus  in  mediaeval  times  through  the  old  guilds 
which  made  membership  in  the  guild  dependent  on  a 
completed  apprentice  course,  and  on  the  performance  of 
a  piece  of  skilled  work  as  a  proof  of  the  successful  com- 
pletion of  the  apprenticeship.  In  the  course  of  time  the 
guilds  disappeared,  or  changed  into  other  forms  of  trade 
organization,  but  the  apprentice  idea  which  had  taken 
deep  root  survived  and  developed  into  well-organized 
efforts. 

**The  general  introduction  of  labor-saving  machin- 
ery and  of  specialization  of  processes,  however,  in  the 
middle  of  the  last  century,  inaugurating  a  wonderful 
revolution  in  the  industrial  life  of  America,  tended  to 
ehminate  the  apprenticeship  system  as  an  important 
factor  in  industrial  conditions,  and,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
relegated  it  to  a  place  of  secondary  importance.  Under 
the  new  industrial  conditions  there  seemed  to  be  no 
great  need  for  the  all-round  skill  of  the  trained  ap- 
prentice of  former  years,  and  consequently  the  effort 
for  apprentice  training  relaxed.  The  fallacy  of  this 
assumption,  however,  soon  showed  itself  in  the  serious- 
ness of  the  problem  that  confronted  the  industrial  lead- 
ers of  the  last  two  decades.  They  could  not  then  com- 
mand a  sufficient  supply  of  all-round  skill  to  guide  the 
large  industrial  army  of  machine  operatives  and  instruct 
them  in  the  various  processes;  to  design  and  build  the 
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complicated  machinery  which  specialization  of  manufac- 
ture had  necessitated,  and  keep  it  in  good  order  and  re- 
pair; and  to  develop  the  leadership  on  which  the  ex- 
panding industries  had  to  depend  for  their  very  ex- 
istence." 

In  1876  Bismarck  sent  a  commission  to  our  centen- 
nial exposition  with  orders  to  report  as  to  how  the  man- 
ufactured products  of  Germany  stood  with  those  of  the 
rest  of  the  world.  The  answer  was  that  they  compared 
very  unfavorably.  "We  must  change  that,"  said  Bis- 
mark.  And  straightway  a  wonderful  system  of  trade's 
education  was  instituted  throughout  the  empire.  Twelve 
years  later  "Made  in  Germany"  was  a  hallmark  of 
excellent  workmanship  on  all  manner  of  exports.  Thus 
we  see  that  a  whole  nation  can  actually  be  trained  and 
turned  into  skilled  trades.  We  can  do  it,  too,  and  a 
mighty  movement  is  on  foot  from  one  end  of  the  coun- 
try to  the  other  to  institute  a  system  of  industrial  train- 
ing for  public  school  boys. 

Look  at  it  from  the  purely  commercial  point  of 
view  of  national  supremacy  in  manufacturing.  The  re- 
ply to  Bismarck's  inquiry  in  1876  was:  "Our  goods  are 
cheap  and  wretched.  France,  our  military  inferior,  is 
our  superior  industrially. " 

The  reason  is  that  France  for  years  had  been 
developing  technical  skill  in  industrial  workers,  through 
schools  at  first  private,  as  our  technical  and  trade 
schools  are  at  present,  and  later  on  government  schools. 
Following  Germany's  lead  England  began  to  take  steps 
to  dispute  the  industrial  supremacy  of  France.  A  cru- 
sade for  industrial  training  swept  over  Europe. 

England  established  very  complete  courses  leading 
to  physics,  engineering,  textile  engineering,  wood  carv- 
ing, inlaying,  metal  chasing,  enamelling,  embroidering, 
flower  making,  designing  and  industrial  art.  Most  of 
these  classes  are  free,  and  some  of  them  are  open  to 
women. 
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Germany  has  special  schools  for  the  education  of 
foremen  and  bosses,  as  well  as  technical  classes  for  the 
average  worker.  It  has  schools  for  the  textile  trades, 
schools  for  industrial  art,  schools  for  dressmaking  and 
millinery,  schools  for  design,  for  book-keeping,  stenog- 
raphy, machine  operating,  embroidery  and  other  trades 
and  occupations  open  to  women.  Its  schools  leading  to 
men's  trades  are  bewildering  in  their  number  and  their 
perfection. 

Belgium,  Switzerland,  France,  Sweden,  even  Italy 
have  developed  splendid  systems  of  trade  and  technical 
education.  There  is  not  a  civilized  country  in  the  world 
which  is  not  in  advance  of  the  United  States  in  this  re- 
gard. And  there  is  not  a  country  in  the  world  where 
more  extended  industrial  opportunities  are  offered  to 
men  and  women  than  in  the  United  States. 

In  August  a  joint  special  committee,  consisting  of 
the  mayor,  and  three  from  the  councils,  and  the  chair- 
man, and  three  from  the  school  committee  was  appointed 
to  consider  the  question  of  a  new  grammar  school  build- 
ing. This  committee  has  met,  considered  the  question 
of  a  lot,  has  been  in  frequent  consultation  with  the  city 
solicitor,  and  has  prepared  a  report  which  has  been  pre- 
sented to  the  city  councils.  I  have  considered  this  re- 
port of  sufficient  moment  and  public  importance  that  as 
an  appendix  I  have  incorporated  it  in  full  as  a  part  of 
the  report  of  the  chairman  for  the  year. 

I   presume  the  duties  of  this  committee  will  end 
with  the  close  of  the  year,  but  it  is  my  hope  that  with 
the  beginning  of  the  new  year  the  matter  will  be  again 
taken  up  and  that  tangible  results  will  follow.

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APPENDIX  TO  CHAIRMAN'S  REPORT. 

Dover,  N.  H.,  August  29,  1910. 

The  joint  committee  from  the  city  councils  and  the 
school  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  advisability 
of  building  a  new  grammar  school  in  Dover,  and  to  sug- 
gest a  location  and  the  size  of  the  building  beg  leave  to 
submit  the  following  report: 

We  recommend  to  the  city  councils  that  a  four-room 
schoolhouse  be  built  of  brick  on  the  Barden  lot,  St. 
Thomas  street,  and  that  this  lot  be  purchased  if  it  can 
be  secured  at  a  reasonable  price,  or  condemned  for  pub- 
lic use  if  it  cannot. 

In  support  of  our  recommendation  we  present  the 
following  argument: 

1.      NEED   OF  A  BUILDING. 

We  have  at  the  present  time  two  grammar  schools 
in  the  high  school  building  and  one  in  the  basement  of 
the  city  hall.  Our  high  school  is  constantly  growing  in 
the  number  of  pupils,  in  six  years  from  170  to  312;  and 
the  prospect  for  this  year  is  325  pupils.  The  number  of 
teachers  has  increased  from  6  to  11  and  every  available 
room  is  taken.  The  library  of  the  school  has  to  be  used 
for  a  recitation  room,  and  the  drawing  room  has  been 
fitted  up  with  desks  this  summer  also  for  a  recitation 
room  in  other  studies.  The  high  school  is  hampered 
even  now  for  the  lack  of  room.  The  two  rooms  oc- 
cupied by  the  grammar  schools  are  needed  now  by  the 
high  school.  The  high  school  will  grow  still  larger 
and  the  present  need  will  become  greater. 

Some  have  thought  that  if  we  dismiss  the  tuition 
pupils  there  would  be  plenty  of  room  in  the  high  school 
building  for  the  high  school  pupils.  The  school  commit- 
tee have  stated  in  a  previous  report  to  the  city  councils 
that  the  tuition  pupils  are  so  scattered  through  the 
classes  that  they  require  only   one  additional  teacher. 
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although  there  were  last  year  over  sixty  tuition  pupils. 
We  received  from  tuition  last  year  $2,200.00;  the  aver- 
age salary  of  the  high  school  teacher  is  about  $700.00. 
The  books  and  supplies  for  these  tuition  pupils  cost  about 
$100.00  per  year.  The  total  expense  for  tuition  pupils 
is  $800.00,  total  receipts  $2,200.00,  net  gain  $1,400.00. 
This  amount  would  pay  the  interest  on  $40,000,00  at  3 1-2 
per  cent,  and  is  at  the  present  time  a  great  help  to  the 
school  department.  If  this  tuition  were  not  received 
the  city  would  have  to  make  a  larger  appropriation.  In 
addition,  this  fact  ought  not  to  be  overlooked,  that  the 
daily  presence  of  over  sixty  pupils  from  the  adjacent 
towns  brings  into  our  city  considerable  trade. 

If  the  tuition  pupils  were  dismissed  the  relief  would 
be  only  temporary,  since  the  school  is  constantly  grow- 
ing and  the  one  room  gained  would  soon  be  filled.  Your 
committee  believe  in  consideration  of  what  has  been  said 
that  the  whole  high  school  building  is  needed  for  the 
high  school  and  that  it  is  a  financial  advantage  to  retain 
the  tuition  pupils. 

In  regard  to  the  other  grammar  school  now  held  in 
the  basement  of  the  city  hall,  your  committee  feel  that 
it  is  not  a  suitable  place  for  a  school.  The  children  have 
no  place  to  play  except  in  the  streets;  the  ventilation  of 
the  room  and  the  sanitary  arrangements  are  not  the 
best;  the  city  officials  are  discommoded  to  some  extent  by 
having  the  children  in  the  building.  This  school  should 
be  removed  as  soon  as  possible. 

It  has  been  urged  that  we  do  not  need  a  new  gram- 
mar school  while  we  have  two  school  rooms  unoccupied, 
one  at  the  Sherman  school  on  School  street,  and  the 
other  at  the  Welch  school  on  Cataract  avenue.  These 
are  two  good  rooms  and  if  properly  located  could  be 
used.  The  location  of  the  Sherman  school  is  such  that 
it  is  impossible  to  get  children  to  attend  it  except  those 
in  the  immediate  vicinity,  and  even  these  children  prefer 
to  go  elsewhere.     The  majority  of  the  children  in  the 
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vicinity  of  the  school  attend  the  parochial  schools. 
There  are  now  three  graded  schools  in  the  Sherman 
building  and  to  secure  enough  children  to  fill  these  three 
rooms  causes  a  great  deal  of  friction  between  the  pa- 
rents and  the  school  department.  It  would  be  impossi- 
ble to  place  another  school  in  that  building.  The  pa- 
rents would  not  consent 

The  Welch  school  was  built  to  meet  the  need  of  a 
school  for  the  smaller  children  at  the  south  end.  The 
school  became  so  small  in  numbers  last  year  that  it  was 
disconcinued.  It  is  probable  that  it  will  have  to  be  used 
again  for  a  primary  school  in  a  few  years.  Its  location 
is  such  that  it  could  not  be  used  for  a  grammar  school 
unless  the  children  were  transported  to  it.  The  expense 
of  transportation  would  be  large,  since  the  children 
that  attend  grammar  school  are  scattered  over  large 
areas;  many  parents  would  object  to  sending  their  chil- 
dren to  school  on  the  outskirts  of  the  city.  Your  com- 
mittee beheve  it  is  not  feasible  to  use  the  Welch  school 
for  a  grammar  school. 

By  the  previous  argument  it  has  been  shown  that 
w^e  need  three  rooms  at  present  for  grammar  schools, 
and  if  we  had  two  more  rooms  for  the  grammar  schools 
now^  in  the  Sherman  building  it  would  be  an  advantage 
to  the  school  department.  We  need,  then,  at  least  a 
four  room  building.     The  next  question  is  its 

2.      LOCATION. 

Of  the  111  pupils  who  are  to  attend  the  three 
grammar  schools  in  the  high  school  building  and  the 
city  hall,  69  of  these  pupils  are  from  the  south  side  of 
the  city  and  42  are  from  the  north  side  of  the  city. 
They  represent  all  parts  of  the  city  south  of  Fourth  and 
Peirce  streets.  The  high  school  lot  is  a  good  central  lo- 
cation for  them.  No  child  has  an  excessive  walk  to 
school.  There  is  no  other  available  location  in  the  city 
that   would  be  so  convenient  for  the  children  of   these 
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three  grammar  schools  as  the  Barden  lot.  Again,  its 
proximity  to  the  high  school  brings  the  children  of  these 
three  schools  in  close  relation  to  the  high  school;  they 
become  interested  in  high  school  work  and  larger  num- 
bers continue  their  education  through  the  high  school. 
The  location  of  the  Barden  lot  is  ideal  for  a  grammar 
school  building. 

In  conclusion,  the  committee  recommend  the  pur- 
chase of  the  Barden  lot  and  the  erection  of  a  four-room 
grammar  school  upon  it,

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF    THE 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  THE  School  Committee  of  the  School  District 

OF  the  City  of  Dover: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  seventh  annual  re- 
port, it  being  the  thirty-second  in  a  series  of  similar 
reports. 

Statistics  concerning  the  enrollment  and  attend- 
ance of  the  pupils,  etc.,  based  on  the  school  year  from 
September  1,  1909,  to  June  30,  1910,  and  the  financial 
statistics  based  on  the  fiscal  year,  are  incorporated  in 
this  report  under  the  proper  headings. 

TEACHERS. 

There  were  a  number  of  changes  in  the  teaching 
force  during  this  year.  In  the  high  school  three  teach- 
ers have  resigned,  Frances  R.  Foster,  Bertha  F.  Foster 
and  Haldimand  W.  Neal;  in  the  grades  we  have  lost 
eight  teachers,  Mabel  A.  Mathes,  Sawyer  school,  grade 
V;  Florence  A.  Morrison,  City  Hall  school,  grade  VIII; 
Florence  V.  Brewer,  Sherman  school,  grade  VI;  Edith 
Whittemore,  high  school,  grade  VII;  Helen  C.  Varney, 
Hale  school,  grade  IV;  Grace  E.  Marden,  Hale  school, 
grade  III;  F.  Allan  Chapman,  Back  River  school;  and 
Charlotte  T.  Smith,  City  Hall  school.  All  of  the  teach- 
ers above  resigned. 
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The  school  department  met  a  great  loss  in  the  death 
of  Nellie  F.  Grant,  who  passed  away  June  30,  1910. 

Miss  Grant  was  born  in  Dover,  July  8,  1873,  edu- 
cated in  the  public  schools,  graduated  from  the  high 
school  in  June,  1890,  and  was  trained  for  tw^o  years  in 
the  training  school.  She  commenced  to  teach  in  the 
Sherman  school  in  1892,  and  taught  there  for  twelve 
years;  she  was  then  transferred  to  the  Varney  school 
where  she  taught  six  years.  Miss  Grant  was  a  very 
faithful  and  conscientious  teacher  and  was  greatly  be- 
loved by  her  children.  The  school  department  in  con- 
junction with  her  family  mourn  her  loss. 


To  fill  these  vacancies  there  have  been  elected 
Maude  M.  Bradford,  A.  Louise  Barker,  and  Belle 
Gleason,  assistants  in  the  high  school;  Gertrude  0. 
Hobbs  was  transferred  from  the  Sherman  school,  grade 

V,  to  the  Sawyer  school,  grade  V;  EHzabeth  C.  Davis 
was  elected  teacher  of  Sherman  school,  grade  V,  Char- 
lotte T.  Smith  of  City  Hall  school,  grade  VIII,  Mollie  F. 
Flynn  of  Varney  school,  grade  IV,  Grace  E.  Lawlor  of 
Hale  school,  grade  IV,  Katherine  A.  Murphy  of  Hale 
school,  grade  III,  Wilma  Curtis  of  Sherman  school,  grade 

VI,  Delia  M.  Bedell  of  high  school,  grade  VII,  Mary  T. 
Towle  of  Back  River  school,  and  Cora  M.  Farmer  of  City 
Hall  school.  Although  for  a  number  of  years  there 
have  not  been  so  many  changes  in  our  teaching  force  as 
during  this  last  summer,  yet  our  schools  opened  with 
good  success  and  the  prospects  are  that  we  shall  do  a 
strong  year's  work.  The  new  teachers  are  taking  up 
their  duties  with  vigor,  and  are  developing  into  efficient 
teachers. 

teachers'   salaries. 

For  several  years  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  com- 
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mittee  to  pay  the  high  school  teachers  according  to  their 
worth  and  to  allow  no  good  teacher  to  leave  because  she 
may  be  offered  a  better  salary  elsewhere.  The  com- 
mittee believe  that,  if  a  teacher  merits  a  good  salary  in 
a  city  near  Boston,  she  is  worth  just  as  much  to  the  city 
of  Dover,  and  they  do  not  intend  to  lose  a  good  teacher 
on  account  of  insufficient  salary.  The  result  of  this  pol- 
icy is  that  we  have  a  better  corps  of  teachers  in  the 
high  school  than  we  have  had  for  a  number  of  years. 
The  teachers  of  several  years'  service  have  grown 
stronger  and  those  recently  elected  are  doing  good 
work. 

In  the  elementary  schools  the  committee  are  bound 
by  their  rules  to  a  graded  salary  list.  This  list  starts 
with  too  small  a  salary  and  requires  too  many  years  to 
reach  the  maximum.  In  addition,  the  maximum  salary 
is  too  small.  Cities  in  New  Hampshire  of  the  same 
class  as  Dover  have  a  maximum  salary  in  the  grades  of 
$550-$600.  In  view  of  the  high  cost  of  living  $550  is 
a  small  salary  for  a  well  educated  and  experienced 
teacher.  A  sub-committee  has  already  been  appointed 
to  revise  the  graded  salary  list  and  it  is  their  purpose 
to  report  such  a  hst  of  salaries  as  will  be  conservative 
and  at  the  same  time  place  Dover  in  such  a  position  that 
she  can  compete  with  other  cities  of  her  class  in  secur- 
ing good  teachers.  At  the  present  salary  schedule  w^e 
have  great  difficulty  to  get  good,  experienced  teachers 
for  the  grammar  grades.

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Beyond  the  second  grade  the  number  not  promoted 
is  very  small  and  in  comparison  with  the  total  number 
is  almost  negligible.  The  number  not  promoted  in  the 
first  and  second  grades  is  quite  large.  The  explanation 
is  that  the  attendance  in  the  first  grade  is  poor  in 
stormy  weather  and  during  the  winter  term.  The  chil- 
dren are  small  and  young  and  the  parents  do  not  deem 
it  wise  to  expose  them  to  cold  and  wet  weather.  Some 
of  the  children  attend  less  than  half  of  the  school  year 
and  very  few  of  the  first  grade  get  upon  the  roll  of 
honor.  There  is  a  year's  work  to  be  done  in  the  first 
grade,  therefore,  it  is  impossible  for  those  children  who 
attend  one-half  to  three-fourths  of  the  time  to  complete 
the  work.  Again,  when  the  child  first  enters  school,  he 
goes  into  a  strange  place;  he  has  a  thousand  and  one 
things  to  learn  besides  books;  the  whole  machinery  of 
school  life  has  to  be  mastered.  Some  children  require 
three  or  four  months  in  school  to  get  accustomed  to  their 
surroundings  and  in  addition  are  very  slow  in  learning 
to  read  and  in  using  books. 

These  are  not  cases  of  retardation.  In  one  instance 
the  child  has  been  irregular  in  attendance,  in  the  other 
he  is  slow  of  development  and  takes  more  time  than 
others  to  get  acquainted  with  school  work. 

Some  of  the  same  conditions  pass  over  to  the  second 
grade.  Those  not  promoted  in  the  second  grade  are  not 
cases  of  retardation.  They  are  nearly  all  cases  of  non- 
development.  A  few  are  due  to  sickness  and  irregular 
attendance. 

In  view  of  this  analysis  we  beheve  we  have  no  re- 
tardation in  our  schools.  Each  teacher  studies  the  in- 
dividuals of  her  school  and  everything  is  done  that  can 
be  done  to  advance  them.  The  pleasing  record  given 
above  is  due  to  the  hard  work  and  faithfulness  of  our 
teachers. 

Of  the  98  pupils  that  graduated  from  the  grammar 
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schools,  81  entered  the  high  school  and  are  doing  the 
school  work  well. 

EDUCATION  FOR  EFFICIENCY. 

From  time  to  time  in  the  pubHc  press  there  has  been 
considerable  criticism  of  the  pubHc  schools  of  our 
country  because,  as  it  is  claimed,  that  the  schools  do  not 
turn  out  young  men  and  women  trained  to  be  faithful, 
persevering,  and  efficient  in  whatever  business  they  may 
choose  after  they  leave  school.  These  critics  of  our  pub- 
lic schools  point  with  pride  to  the  schools  of  fifty  or 
seventy-five  years  ago,  claiming  that  in  those  olden  days 
the  young  people  left  school  with  a  knowledge  of  how 
to  do  a  few  things  v/ell,  that  the  three  R's  were  so 
taught  that  the  young  men  and  women  could  use  them 
with  ease,  and  that  at  the  present  time  so  much  is  at- 
tempted in  education  that  nothing  is  done  well.  In  re- 
ply to  this  statement,  it  has  been  shown  by  many  ex- 
aminations given  in  various  parts  of  New  England  that 
when  the  same  examination  is  given  to  our  pupils  as 
was  given  fifty  or  more  years  ago  to  pupils  of  that  time, 
the  pupils  of  the  present  day  rank  much  higher  than 
those  of  many  years  ago.  In  the  Dover  schools  the 
Springfield  examination  of  1846  was  tried,  and  our  pupils 
ranked  27  per  cent,  higher  than  the  Springfield  pupils  of 
sixty  years  ago.  We  know  by  actual  test  that  scholar- 
ship is  advancing  in  our  pubhc  schools  year  by  year  and 
that  our  pupils  have  more  ability  to  meet  the  problems 
of  life,  problems  that  are  more  perplexing  and  more 
intricate  as  time  advances.  It  is  a  question,  however, 
whether  the  public  schools  are  not  attempting  too  much 
in  the  broadening  of  their  curriculum  and  whether  it 
would  not  be  well  to  teach  fewer  subjects  more  thor- 
oughly. Time  and  experience  only  can  answer  this 
question.  It  is  certainly  true  that  the  American  par- 
ents must  come  to  realize  that  it  is  a  serious  business 
for  a  child  to  get  a  modern  education,    that  it  takes 
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much  time  and  energy,  that  the  child  must  be  reheved  of 
distracting  matters.       This  brings  us  to  another  topic. 

THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  CHILD  IS  GETTING  AN  EDUCATION. 

The  business  of  the  majority  of  men  and  women  is 
to  get  a  Hving  for  themselves  and  others  dependent  up- 
on them.  The  business  of  the  child  is  to  secure  an  edu- 
cation. Why  should  the  business  of  the  child  be  con- 
sidered of  less  importance  than  that  of  the  adult?  Why 
should  it  not  be  treated  seriously  with  due  regard  to 
results  to  be  secured  and  good  health  to  be  retained? 
The  child  ought  not  to  be  overworked  with  too  long  hours 
or  too  intensive  labor.  On  the  other  hand,  the  parents 
ought  not  to  interfere  with  the  child's  education  by  tak- 
ing him  from  school  for  trivial  reasons,  by  depriving 
him  of  his  play  hours,  or  the  proper  amount  of  rest  and 
sleep,  nor  should  they  introduce  the  child  to  such  dis- 
tracting pleasures  that  the  current  of  education  is  lost 
among  the  eddies  of  excitement  and  passion.  Many 
physicians  report  that  nervous  depressions  among  chil- 
dren are  caused  more  by  distracting  pleasures  at  un- 
seasonable hours  than  by  overwork.  We  will  all  agree, 
however,  that  both  undue  excitement  and  overwork 
ought  to  be  avoided. 

Our  time  schedule  in  the  public  schools  should  be 
so  arranged  that  no  child  need  suffer  from  overwork. 
To  my  mind,  with  one  exception  our  present  schedule  is 
fair  to  the  child.  In  the  first  grade  I  believe  there 
should  be  a  four-hour  day,  a  two-hour  session  for  each 
half  day  with  fifteen  minutes  recess  out  of  doors  at  the 
middle  of  each  session.  Our  first  grade  children  would 
have  better  health  under  such  a  time  schedule,  and  in 
all  probability  would  learn  as  much. 

In  the  second,  third,  and  fourth  grades  of  our 
schools  there  is  a  five-hour  day  with  no  home  study;  in 
the  fifth  and  sixth  grades  there  is  a  five-hour  day  in  the 
schoolroom  and  a  one-half  hour  of  study  at  home,  mak- 
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ing  a  day  of  five  and  one-half  hours;  in  the  seventh 
and  eighth  grades  there  is  a  five-hour  day  in  school  and 
one  hour  of  study  at  home,  making  a  day  of  six  hours; 
in  the  high  school  there  is  a  five-hour  day  in  school  and 
two  or  three  hours  of  study  at  home,  making  a  school 
day  of  seven  to  eight  hours. 

If  we  calmly  consider  this  matter  and  remember 
that  our  children  enter  school  at  the  age  of  six,  that 
they  graduate  from  grammar  school  at  the  age  of  four- 
teen, and  high  school  at  the  age  of  eighteen,  does  the 
time  schedule  seem  excessive  and  are  our  children  over- 
worked by  their  school  duties?  The  majority  of  our 
children  go  to  work  when  they  are  fourteen  years  old  or 
soon  after.  They  work  nine  hours  or  more  per  day  at 
their  business.  Is  it  too  much  to  expect  a  high  school 
pupil  to  work  seven  or  eight  hours  per  day,  if  his 
brother  or  sister  in  the  business  world  can  work  nine 
hours  a  day  and  retain  his  good  health? 

Isn't  it  good  policy  for  a  grammar  school  pupil  to 
learn  to  do  six  hours  of  faithful  work,  if  he  is  going  to 
do  nine  hours  work  per  day  after  he  is  fourteen  years 
old?  A  reasonable  amount  of  good,  solid  study  certainly 
fits  a  young  man  or  a  young  woman  better  to  meet  the 
solid  work  of  life,  and  the  time  has  come  for  parents  to 
realize  that  education  is  the  serious  business  of  the 
child,  and  that  his  hours  for  study  ought  to  be  re- 
spected. 

INDUSTRIAL  EDUCATION. 

If  criticism  is  to  fall  upon  our  schools,  it  should 
strike  upon  the  education  of  the  brain  at  the  expense  of 
the  hand.  The  ideal  of  education  is  the  training  of  both 
hand  and  brain.  Massachusetts  is  waking  up  to  her 
need  in  this  respect.  Industrial  schools  are  being 
opened  in  nearly  all  of  her  large  cities.  In  Fitchburg 
for  a  number  of  years  the  pupils  of  certain  grades  divide 
their  time  equally  between  school  work  and  work  in  the 
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manufacturies,  uniting  in  this  way  technical  with  prac- 
tical education.  In  a  manufacturing  city  like  Dover  it 
would  seem  possible  and  feasible  to  adopt  such  a  scheme 
and  thus  keep  our  boys  for  a  longer  time  in  school  and 
make  their  education  help  them  in  their  work.  All 
kinds  of  industrial  schools  are  being  founded  in  our  sis- 
ter state;  it  is  time  for  us  to  wake  up  to  our  need  and 
do  something  for  the  training  of  the  hands  of  our  future 
citizens.  If  we  could  get  a  building,  or  even  a  room  for 
this  purpose  the  work  could  be  started  on  a  small  scale 
and,  as  the  citizens  saw  the  benefits  arising  from  such 
a  school,  they  would  gladly  support  and  extend  its  use- 
fulness. 

Once  started  such  a  school  would  grow  because  the 
people  would  recognize  its  worth. 

PENMANSHIP. 

It  is  now  two  years  since  the  Palmer  system  of  pen- 
manship has  been  adopted  in  our  schools  and  we  are  be- 
ginning to  see  the  results.  Twenty-one  pupils  in  the 
eighth  grade  last  spring  secured  the  Palmer  diploma  for 
professional  penmanship,  about  fifty  pupils  received  the 
silver  pin  for  satisfactory  work  in  the  first  one  hundred 
drills,  and  over  one  hundred  fifty  pupils  received  the 
Palmer  button  for  good  work  in  the  first  twenty-five 
drills;  in  addition,  the  great  majority  of  our  pupils  are 
now  writing  a  good  legible  hand  with  rapid  movement. 
In  a  few  years  two-thirds  of  our  grammar  school  grad- 
uates will  be  professional  penmen. 

In  conjunction  with  Mr.  Palmer,  I  have  prepared  a 
definite  course  in  penmanship  for  each  grade.  Each 
grade  will  be  able  to  complete  its  course  this  year  and 
whatever  was  lacking  in  last  year's  work.  In  a  few 
years  no  undue  emphasis  will  be  given  to  penmanship. 
Each  grade  will  do  its  part  to  an  excellent  result  and  the 
result  will  be  the  best  when  the  eighth  grade  pupil  has 
had  the  Palmer  system  for  eight  years. 
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The  new  teachers  are  now  being  instructed  in  the 
system  at  the  superintendent's  ofRce  and  will  become 
professional  penmen  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  work  of  the  pupils  is  criticised  at  the  superin- 
tendent's office  as  it  was  last  year. 

ENGLISH. 

During  the  last  school  year  the  teachers  and  myself 
studied  our  English  course  in  weekly  meetings.  The 
teachers  wrote  complete  plans  of  their  daily  work.  Dur- 
ing the  summer  I  studied  these  daily  plans  and  my  notes 
and  prepared  a  course  day  by  day  for  each  grade.  Suf- 
ficient work  is  given  foreach  day  so  there  is  a  choice  of 
three  or  four  different  things  to  be  done,  and  the  teacher 
is  not  held  to  an  iron  bound  course. 

A  proper  balance  is  maintained  between  the  oral  and 
the  written  work.  Literature  receives  considerable  at- 
tention in  all  grades.  Care  has  been  taken  to  select 
good  literature  adapted  to  each  grade  and  the  quantity 
has  been  made  large  enough  for  choice.  The  grammar 
in  homeopathic  doses  is  commenced  in  the  fourth  grade; 
at  the  end  of  the  sixth  grade  the  children  will  know  the 
parts  of  speech,  and  the  sentence.  The  seventh  and 
eighth  grades  will  do  the  major  work  in  grammar. 
Word  study  is  prominent  in  each  grade  and  the  children 
will  have  good  vocabularies  at  the  end  of  the  course.  In 
the  upper  grades  nearly  all  derivatives  are  analyzed  so 
that  the  children  come  to  know  words  from  their  com- 
ponent parts.  This  analysis  of  words  lays  quite  a  foun- 
dation for  the  study  of  foreign  languages  in  the  high 
school. 

Our  course  is  being  published  and  will  take  the  place 
of  a  text  book  except  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades 
where  a  grammar  is  needed. 

GEOGRAPHY. 
The  latter  part  of  this  year  we  intend  to  study  the 
question  of  a  geography.     At  that  time  we  will  examine 
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many  geographies  and  try  to  find  one  that  will  meet  our 
needs.  Many  publishers  agree  that  a  really  good  book 
in  geography  has  not  been  published.  We  shall  try  to 
find  a  good  book,  if  possible.  If  not  we  shall  hold 
to  the  book  we  are  using. 

ARITHMETIC. 

Our  classes  are  still  gaining  strength  in  arithmetic. 
In  the  last  examination  given  978  pupils  averaged  86.4 
per  cent.  The  previous  year  980  pupils  averaged  75.4 
per  cent. ,  a  gain  of  11  per  cent.  This  is  due  to  a  better 
unification  of  the  work,  better  teaching,  and  more  thor- 
ough reviews. 

The  teachers  are  using  manuscript  copies  of  the 
arithmetic  written  at  the  superintendent's  office  and 
carefully  prepared  so  as  to  give  constant  reviews,  exact 
and  thorough  teaching  of  new  subjects,  and  plenty  of 
drill  work.  The  city  has  had  no  expense  for  arithme- 
tics for  several  years.  The  manuscript  copy  in  the 
teacher's  hand  has  taken  the  place  of  the  arithmetic  in 
the  pupils'  hands.  The  examples  have  been  placed  upon 
the  board.  This  is  not  the  best  way  to  teach  arithme- 
tic. From  the  second  grade  through  the  eighth  each 
child  should  have  a  book  to  study.  It  would  be  wise  for 
the  city  to  publish  one  or  two  of  these  manuscripts  each 
year  until  the  eight  books  are  pubhshed.  The  expense 
per  year  would  not  be  heavy. 

MUSIC. 

The  music  of  our  schools  continues  to  improve 
under  the  able  direction  of  Mr.  French.  Mr.  French  de- 
votes much  time  studying  the  work  of  each  grade.  He 
endeavors  to  reach  and  touch  each  individual  so  that  he 
may  get  the  best  musical  education  possible  with  his 
abihty.  Many  of  the  children  are  able  to  sing  alone 
with  ease.  In  the  high  school  there  is  a  distinct  ad- 
vance in  the  theory  of  music,  while  the  work  in  chorus 
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practice  is  kept  at  a  good  standard.  Mr.  French  in- 
tends in  the  near  future  to  arrange  a  course  of  music 
for  the  high  school  that  will  meet  the  college  require- 
ments in  music.  The  teaching  of  such  a  course  now 
would  require  more  time  than  he  can  afford  to  give  to 
the  high  school,  considering  the  needs  of  the  grades. 

Quite  a  number  of  the  high  school  pupils  take  les- 
sons in  music  from  a  private  teacher  outside  of  school 
hours.  If  these  pupils  are  carrying  at  the  same  time 
their  full  high  school  work,  it  means  a  long  day  of  hard 
work.  In  vievv^  of  the  fact  that  music  forms  such  a  part 
of  education,  it  seems  to  me  that  where  the  study  and 
practice  of  music  is  done  well,  it  should  count'according 
to  its  time  towards  the  high  school  diploma,  even  if  the 
practice  is  done  outside  of  school.  For  example:  sup- 
pose a  pupil  of  the  high  school  employs  ten  hours  per 
week  in  his  lesson  upon  the  piano,  and  his  practice  at 
home,  this  time  should  be  halved  as  we  do  in  all  labora- 
tory work  and  the  pupil  should  have  the  credit  of  a  five- 
hour  course  in  the  high  school,  or  one  point  toward  the 
sixteen  points  for  a  diploma,  if  the  work  is  done  well. 
The  examination  of  this  work  and  the  granting  of  the 
point  ought  to  be  in  the  hands  of  Principal  Butterfield 
and  Mr.  French.  Such  a  pupil  would  have  to  take  but 
three  studies  per  year  in  the  high  school  in  order  to 
graduate  and  the  hard  work  of  many  of  our  delicate 
girls  would  be  eased.  I  suggest  this  proposition  for  the 
consideration  of  the  high  school  committee. 

Mr.  French  gives  a  fine  concert  each  year  from  the 
talent  in  the  high  school,  and  he  prepares  an  excellent 
musical  program  for  Memorial  day  and  for  high  school 
graduation.  In  the  appendix  his  report  will  be  found 
and  the  schedule  of  visits. 

DRAWING. 

For  this  school  year  we  have  the  services  of  Miss 
Eva  E.  Bunker  as  teacher  of  drawing.     She  teaches  the 
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elementary  schools  as  well  as  the  high  school,  and  is 
once  more  bringing  the  work  in  drawing  in  our  graded 
schools  to  a  good  standard.  She  is  an  enthusiastic 
teacher  of  long  experience  and  will  thoroughly  system- 
atize the  course  through  elementary  and  secondary 
schools  and  make  the  work  a  unit. 

In  the  appendix  her  report  and  schedule  of  visits 
will  be  found. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY  IN  THE  GRADES 

The  course  of  study  in  the  grades  has  been  thor- 
oughly revised  in  all  subjects  except  geography.  It  is 
now  ready  for  the  printer's  hand.  The  English  course 
has  been  published.  The  courses  in  reading,  spelling, 
penmanship,  arithmetic,  history,  physiology,  civics, 
algebra,  music,  and  drawing  should  be  published  in  the 
early  part  of  next  year.  They  are  the  guides  in  the 
teacher's  work  and  are  in  daily  use. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY  IN  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

In  the  high  school  the  course  of  study  has  been  re- 
vised to  meet  our  present  advancement.  Great  improve- 
ments have  been  made  in  English  by  making  the  work 
more  practical  and  more  in  accordance  with  the  needs  of 
business  life.  It  has  been  our  aim  to  make  the  high 
school  the  young  people's  college  and  not  especially 
a  fitting  school  for  college.  Therefore,  the  work  in 
mathematics,  science,  history,  and  language  has  been 
arranged  with  the  needs  of  all  classes  in  mind. 

HIGH   SCHOOL. 

The  high  school  is  growing  in  numbers.  The  total 
enrollment  at  present  is  323;  before  the  end  of  the  year 
it  will  reach  325.  The  number  in  the  entering  class  is 
about  the  same  as  last  year;  therefore,  the  growth  of 
the  school  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  teachers  have 
watched  carefully  the  individual  pupils.     They  have  as- 
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sisted  them  in  the  selection  of  their  courses;  they  have 
shown  them  how  to  study  and  helped  them  in  their  les- 
sons; they  have  not  allowed  the  slow  or  backward  pupils 
to  fall  by  the  wayside  if  anything  could  be  done  to  keep 
them  in  school. 

The  number  of  tuition  pupils  is  still  increasing.  The 
receipts  from  tuition  for  the  last  seven  years  are  as 
follows:

I  thought  last  year  that  we  had  reached  our  maxi- 
mum amount  from  tuition,  nevertheless,  this  year  we 
have  made  the  largest  gain  for  several  years.  The  pros- 
pect for  next  year  is  also  good;  we  shall  make  a  small 
gain. 

There  was  a  loss  of  three  teachers  at  the  end  of  the 
last  school  year.  This  number  is  more  than  it  ought  to 
be.  It  is  hard  for  both  teachers  and  pupils  to  have  so 
many  new  teachers  in  the  school  at  one  time.  The  new 
teachers,  however,  are  doing  very  well  and  I  hope  that 
we  may  retain  both  the  old  and  the  new  at  the  end  of 
this  year. 

The  school  is  very  cramped  for  room.  One  of  the 
English  teachers  changes  her  recitations  on  Monday 
from  the  science  lecture  room  to  the  principal's  room 
and  then  to  the  seventh  grade  room  during  the  noon  in- 
termission of  that  school.  This  arrangement  is  quite 
inconvenient.  On  other  days  of  the  week  this  English 
teacher  uses  the  drawing  room.  We  hope  that  the  new 
grammar  school  will   be   built  soon   so  that  the   high 
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school  may  have  the  use  of  every  room  in  the  high 
school  building. 

The  prize  speaking  contest  of  this  year  was  one  of 
the  best.  The  pupils  were  well  trained  by  Mrs.  Young 
and  each  one  did  his  part  well.  The  prizes  were 
awarded  by  the  following  judges:  Prof.  E.  R.  Groves 
of  Durham,  Supt.  G.  B.  Frost  of  Georgetown,  and  Miss 
Harriet  A.  Foss  of  Portland.  Annie  Cole  received  the 
Perkins  medal,  Estelle  Kelsey  the  second  prize  of  ten 
dollars  and  Mary  Wentworth  honorable  mention. 

During  the  winter  the  senior  class  presented  ' '  The 
Private  Secretary"  at  the  opera  house.  Miss  Winship 
trained  them  for  their  parts,  and  they  all  played  like 
professionals.  A  good  sum  was  netted  from  the  play, 
sufficient  to  pay  the  general  expenses  of  the  trip  to 
Washington  and  the  expenses  of  the  class  banquet  at 
commencement.  This  class  has  set  a  standard  for  suc- 
ceeding classes.  It  is  very  probable  that  in  the  future, 
money  for  the  general  expenses  of  the  class  will  be 
raised  in  this  way. 

Principal  Butterfield  proposes  also  to  support  in 
part  the  footboll  and  baseball  teams  by  the  proceeds  of 
entertainments  given  by  junior  and  sophomore  classes. 

The  equipment  of  the  school  is  made  more  complete 
each  year.  The  school  is  supplied  with  the  latest  text- 
books and  plenty  of  them.  The  laboratories  and  book- 
keeping department  are  well  supplied  with  the  neces- 
sary stock  and  equipment.  The  proximity  of  the  public 
library  is  of  great  service  to  the  school.  It  takes  the 
place  of  a  school  library,  and  offers  a  much  larger  as- 
sortment of  books  than  any  school  library  could  get  to- 
gether. The  librarian  is  very  kind  and  helpful  to  the 
school  children  and  is  always  ready  to  give  information 
and  supply  the  necessary  books. 

The  scholarship  of  the  pupils  is  improving  each  year. 
Our  school  is  a  shop  for  business  where  the  great  major- 
ity of  the  pupils  are  doing  their  best. 
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For  the  program  of  courses  and  recitations  I  refer 
you  to  the  appendix,  and  for  further  information  about 
the  school  to  the  principal's  report. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. 

The  elementary  schools  are  moving  along  success- 
fully. We  have  had  the  misfortune  this  year  to  lose 
eight  teachers,  about  one-fourth  of  the  teaching  force 
in  the  grades.  The  introducing  of  new  teachers  has 
hampered  the  work  to  some  extent.  It  takes  from  three 
months  to  a  year  for  a  teacher  to  become  thoroughly 
conversant  with  a  new  system  of  work,  and  sometimes 
it  is  two  years  before  she  can  do  her  best  work.  The 
new  teachers,  however,  are  doing  very  well  and  bid  fair 
to  be  strong  teachers  in  a  few  years.  Because  of  our 
rather  meagre  salaries  the  new  teachers  should  be 
sought  among  our  Dover  girls,  those  that  have  had  nor- 
mal training  and  some  experience. 

All  of  the  new  teachers  are  rapidly  learning  the 
Palmer  penmanship  and  will  soon  become  expert 
penmen  and  good  teachers  of  the  method. 

None  of  the  rooms  are  overcrowded  with  children, 
but  each  teacher  has  about  the  right  number  to  do  ideal 
work.  We  expect  excellent  results  and  we  are  getting 
them. 

Our  three  suburban  schools  are  very  small  in  num- 
bers but  are  growing  stronger  each  year  in  scholarship. 
The  teachers  are  in  close  touch  with  the  graded  schools 
of  the  city  and  as  far  as  their  time  permits  they  are 
keeping  their  various  grades  at  even  pace  with  those  of 
the  city. 

EVENING  SCHOOL. 

The  evening  school  opened  this  fall  October  31. 
With  the  additional  appropriation  we  will  be  able  to  run 
the  school  a  month  longer  than  usual.  The  present 
teaching  force  is  W.  D.  Davis,  principal,  Edna  F.  Rines, 
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Ida  B.  Hanson,  Mary  E.  Twombly,  Mary  E.  Scruton, 
Grace  B.  Henderson,  Mabel  W.  Davis,  John  Daeris,  Bill 
Pappas,  and  James  Stratakos.  The  enrollment  is  grad- 
ually increasing  and  before  the  end  of  December  nearly 
all  of  the  teachers  will  be  employed.  The  school  has  be- 
come now  a  school  of  one  purpose,  to  teach  the  English 
language  to  the  foreign  born  citizens.  It  is  a  grand 
work  and  is  accomplishing  much  in  the  malgamation  of 
our  population.  Nearly  all  of  the  young  men  between 
sixteen  and  twenty-one  years  of  age  who  do  not  speak, 
read,  and  write  the  English  language  are  attending  this 
school. 

The  various  corporations  of  the  city  are  in  hearty 
co-operation  with  the  school  department  in  en- 
forcing the  evening  school  law.  The  great  difficulty  in 
the  enforcement  of  the  law  is  to  get  the  ages  of  these 
foreign  born  people. 

Below  is  given  a  table  showing  the  attendance  in 
the  evening  school  since  its  inception.

SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 


The  committee  on  repairs  of  school  houses  have  ren- 
ovated the  furnaces  in  the  Varney  and  Hale  schools, 
have  laid  new  concrete  walks  to  many  of  the  school 
buildings,  have  painted  a  number  of  rooms,  and  nearly 
all  of  the  blackboards,  have  made  a  new  ceiling  and 
painted  the  walls  in  the  Lower  Neck  school,  have  placed 
a  wire  fence  around  the  Back  River  school,  and  have 
made  all  the  minor  repairs  in  the  buildings  throughout 
the  city.  A  good  year's  work  has  been  done  by  a  faith- 
ful committee.  Our  school  system  is  fortunate  in  hav- 
ing such  good  men  to  serve  upon  this  committee. 

Next  year  there  ought  to  be  considerable  painting 
done,  both  inside  and  outside  work;  a  number  of 
rooms  should  have  new  desks.  Many  of  the  rooms 
are  still  furnished  with  old  desks,  battered,  uncom- 
fortable, and  too  small.  As  rapidly  as  possible  these 
desks  ought  to  be  replaced  by  the  modern,  roomy,  and 
adjustable  ones,  so  that  each  and  every  child  may  have 
a  comfortable  seat  and  a' convenient  desk. 

Our  greatest  need  is  a  new  grammar  school  building. 
The  basement  of  the  city  hall  is  not  a  fit  place  for  a 
school   room.      The   ventilation  is  poor,    and    there    is 
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no  play  ground  for  the  children.  The  two  rooms  in  the 
high  school  now  occupied  by  the  grades  are  needed 
for  high  school  purposes.  One  of  the  rooms  at  present 
is  used  for  high  school  recitations  during  tw^o  hours  at 
noon.  Next  year  the  need  will  be  greater  as  the  high 
school  is  still  growing  in  numbers.  It  would  be  advisa- 
ble to  build  a  six-room  building  and  remove  the  two 
grammar  grades  from  the  Sherman  school.  It  would 
not  cost  very  much  more  to  build  a  six-room  building 
than  a  four-room  building.  With  six  additional  rooms 
our  children  could  be  housed  very  comfortably  for  a 
number  of  years. 

HEALTH. 

From  time  to  time  there  is  a  wave  of  contagious 
diseases  passing  over  the  city.  It  is  somietimes  the 
measles,  sometimes  the  whooping  cough,  and  sometimes 
the  more  dangerous  scarlet  fever.  These  diseases 
could  be  prevented  or  stopped  at  their  inception  if  we 
had  medical  inspection  of  our  schools. 

All  the  larger  towns  and  cities  of  Massachusetts 
are  required  by  law  to  have  medical  inspection  of  their 
schools.  Portsmouth  has  recently  introduced  it  in  her 
school  system.  It  is  becoming  almost  a  necessity  to  se- 
cure the  best  results.  Besides  the  constant  watch  for 
the  outbreak  of  contagious  diseases,  especially  tubercu- 
losis, there  ought  to  be  advice  given  in  regard  to  the 
care  of  the  children's  health,  especially  in  regard  to 
ventilation  and  heat  of  the  rooms,  the  children's  teeth 
ought  to  be  examined  and  attended  to,  adenoids  ought 
to  be  removed,  and  the  abnormal  ears  and  eyes  cared 
for. 

At  present  the  teachers  examine  the  sight  and 
hearing  of  their  pupils.  In  the  examination  this  year 
the  teachers  found  ninety-six  pupils  whose  sight  was 
defective  and  sixteen  pupils  who  could  not  hear  well. 
In  all  these  cases  the  teachers  informed  the  parents, 
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and  if  the  parents  were  able  they  did  all  they  could  to 
relieve  the  conditions;  if  they  were  not  able  the  chil- 
dren were  supplied  with  glasses  from  funds  solicited 
from  our  philanthropic  people  and  organizations.  Dr. 
Reed  continues  to  give  his  services  in  fitting  glasses  for 
the  children. 

In  view  of  the  above  facts  we  ought  to  have  medical 
inspection  of  our  schools  as  soon  as  the  committee  see 
ways  and  means  of  introducing  it. 

Another  matter  that  has  been  overlooked  in  our 
schools  is  the  common  drinking  cup.  It  is  generally 
conceded  that  its  use  is  one  of  the  potent  causes  for  the 
spread  of  contagious  diseases.  Its  use  should  be  abol- 
ished and  the  drinking  fountain  should  take  its  place. 
There  are  a  great  variety  of  these  fountains  upon  the 
market,  many  of  them  easy  to  attach  to  the  water  pipe, 
convenient  for  use,  and  reasonable  in  price.  It  appears 
to  me  wise  to  urge  our  committee  on  repairs  of  school- 
houses  to  equip  our  school  buildings  with  some  suitable 
drinking  fountain  this  next  year. 

LIMITS  OF    SCHOOL  DISTRICTS. 

The  following  table  of  limits  gives  the  general  out- 
lines of  the  districts  which  are  subject  to  such  changes 
as  may  be  necessary  from  time  to  time. 

GRADE  VIII. 

Sawyer  school. —  The  northern  part  of  the  city 
bounded  on  the  south  by  the  B.  &  M.  R.  R.,  east  of  the 
Cocheco  river,  and  Fourth  street  west  of  the  Cocheco 
river. 

City  Hall  school. —South  of  the  Sawyer  limits  to 
Silver  street,  and  as  far  west  as  Belknap  street;  south 
on  Central  avenue  to  Stark  avenue  and  east  of  these 
streets.     Suburban  districts. 
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High  school.  —All  of  the  southern  and  western  part 
of  the  city  not  included  in  the  above  limits. 

GRADE  VII. 

Sawyer  school. — The  northern  part  of  the  city 
bounded  on  the  south  by  the  B.  &  M.  R.  R.,  east  of  the 
Cocheco  river,  and  Fourth  street  west  of  the  Cocheco 
river. 

High  school. —South  of  the  Sawyer  limits  to  Silver 
street,  and  as  far  w^est  as  Belknap  street;  south  on  Cen- 
tral avenue  to  Stark  avenue  and  east  of  these  streets. 
Suburban  districts. 

Belknap  school. —All  of  the  southern  and  western 
part  of  the  city  not  included  in  the  above  limits. 

GRADES  VI,  V. 

Sawyer  school.— The  northern  part  of  the  city 
bounded  on  the  south  by  Fourth  street  west  of  the  Co- 
checo river,  the  B.  &  M.  R.  R.  between  Cocheco  river 
and  Central  avenue,  and  Ham  street  east  of  Central 
avenue. 

Sherman  school. — South  of  the  Sawyer  limits  to 
George  street  and  St.  Thomas  street  and  as  far  west  as 
Belknap  street.  In  addition,  Rollinsford,  Fresh  Creek, 
Garrison  Hill  district,  and  Blackwater. 

Belknap  school  (b).— South  of  the  Sherman  limits 
to  the  lower  end  of  Central  avenue  and  as  far  w^est  as 
Locust  street. 

Belknap  school  (a).— All  the  southern  and  western 
part  of  the  city  not  included  in  the  above  limits. 

GRADES  IV,    III,    II. 

Sawyer  school.  -The  northern  and  western  part  of 
the  city.  The  southern  boundary  is  Cocheco  river  and 
Fourth    street  west  of  the   Cocheco    river;    the   east- 
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ern  boundary  is  Central  avenue.  In  addition,  the  east- 
ern side  of  Central  avenue  as  far  south  as  Preble  street 
and  the  western  ends  of  Oak  street,  Hill  street,  Ham 
street,  and  New  York  street. 

Peirce  school.— East  of  the  Sawyer  limits  and  as  far 
south  as  Washington  street  but  not  including  the 
section  east  of  Central  avenue  set  over  into  Sawyer 
district. 

Varney  school. —East  of  Central  avenue,  south  from 
Peirce  limits  to  George  street  and  Payne  street;  west  of 
Central  avenue  south  from  Sawyer  limit  to  Silver  street 
and  including  this  street.  In  addition,  Young  street. 
Water  street,  Rutland  street,  Knox  Marsh,  Littleworth 
and  Tolend. 

Hale  school. — South  of  Varney  limits  to  rural  dis- 
tricts. Pupils  from  Garrison  Hill  district  and  Blackwater 
will  be  transported  to  the  school  having  the  smallest 
number  of  pupils. 

GRADE  I. 

Sawyer  school.— The  northern  and  western  part  of 
the  city.  The  southern  boundary  is  Cocheco  river  and 
Fourth  street  west  of  the  river;  the  eastern  boundary  is 
Central  avenue. 

Peirce  school. —East  of  the  Sawyer  limits  and  south 
to  Peirce  street  and  including  Peirce  street. 

Sherman  school.  -  South  of  Peirce  limits  east  of 
Central  avenue  to  Washington  street,  south  of  Sawyer 
limits  west  of  Central  avenue  to  Washington  street,  and 
as  far  west  as  Fayette  street. 

Varney  school.  —West  of  Central  avenue  and  south 
from  Sherman  Hmits  to  Silver  street  and  including 
this  street.  In  addition,  Tolend,  Littleworth,  Knox 
Marsh,  and  part  of  Children's  Home. 

Hale  school. — South  from  the  Sherman  and  Varney 
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limits  to  suburban  districts  with  the  exception  of  a  part 
of  the  Children's  Home. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion  I  thank  the  committee  for  their  loyal 
support  during  my  seven  years  of  service  in  this  city.

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GROWTH  AND  DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 

From  the  above  tables  will  be  seen  the  continued 
growth  of  the  school;  a  growth  that  is  from  the  city 
rather  than  from  without,  for  although  the  number  of 
tuition  pupils  increases  each  year,  the  larger  increase  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  of  the  children  from  the  lower 
grades,  a  greater  proportion  enters  the  high  school  and 
a  greater  proportion  remains  for  a  full  course.  The  un- 
doubted reason  for  this  is  that  young  people  are  finding 
in  the  high  school  today,  more  than  ever  before,  the 
training  that  they  want.  This  is  partly  through  the 
complete  establishment  of  our  commercial  and  scientific 
curricula,  and  partly  through  our  attempts  to  modify  the 
work  in  English  and  other  branches  to  fit  the  real  needs 
of  graduates  rather  than  the  college  requirements. 

We  may  be  satisfied  with  this  condition.  The  high 
school  is  the  people^s  college  and  should  consider  only 
their  needs.  The  ideal  is  that  the  high  school  should 
offer  the  preliminary  training  needed  for  the  life  work 
of  all.  Then  no  matter  what  the  occupation  proposed 
is,  the  high  school  would  be  ready  to  give  the  best  start 
for  that  occupation.  When  this  point  is  reached,  to 
leave]school  before  one  is  eighteen  would  be  a  recognized 
misfortune. 

It  is  manifest  that  because  of  expense  the  above 
ideal  is  far  in  the  future.  In  the  meantime  it  is  our 
purpose,  so  far  as  the  means  at  hand  permit,  to  fit  the 
high  school  to  the  present  needs  of  Dover. 

Most  old-time  high  schools  planned  to  fit  for  college 
alone  and  offered  a  single  curriculum;  but  as  the  school 
became  popular,  pupils  entered  without  college  prepara- 
tion in  view  and  the  new  curriculum  formed  for  them 
was  called  the  general  curriculum.  This  contained  a 
somewhat  heterogeneous  lists  of  subjects  which  were 
frequently  assigned  to  the  poorer  teachers  in  order  that 
the  better  might  work  with  the  college  pupils.     It  was 
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intended  as  an  easy  curriculum  and  served  as  the  dump- 
ing ground  for  those  who  failed  in  the  classical  cur- 
riculum. The  wisdom  of  such  a  program  is  at  least 
questionable,  as  it  gave  to  a  select  few,  who  would 
probably  make  their  homes  elsewhere,  an  opportunity 
for  high  education,  and  this  at  the  expense  of  the  many 
who  were  to  do  the  work  of  the  town.  It  is  evident 
that  a  town's  first  business  is  to  educate  for  its  own 
needs. 

AN  URGENT  NEED. 

We  now  have  four  curricula:  classical,  scientific, 
general,  and  commercial.  The  classical  and  the  scienti- 
fic fit  for  classical  and  scientific  courses  in  college;  the 
general  fits  for  the  normal  schools  and  the  commercial 
for  clerical  work  of  all  kinds.  But  there  are  many  who 
do  not  wish  to  enter  the  professions  or  to  be  engineers, 
and  do  not  plan  to  be  teachers,  clerks,  and  bookkeepers. 
There  is  now  no  preparation  for  the  boys  who  wish  to 
do  the  skilled  work  of  Dover  and  for  the  girls  who  are 
to  make  the  homes. 

We  greatly  need  two  additional  curricula:  domestic 
science  for  the  girls  and  mechanic  arts  for  the  boys. 

We  could  then  offer  to  boys  and  girls  who  are  look- 
ing to  college  and  the  professions,  the  classical  cur- 
riculum ;  to  boys  who  wish  to  be  engineers,  the  scientific 
curriculum;  to  girls  who  wish  to  be  teachers,  the  gen- 
eral or  normal  curriculum;  to  boys  and  girls  who  wish 
to  be  salesmen,  or  bookkeepers,  or  to  do  other  clerical 
work,  the  commercial  curriculum;  to  boys  who  wish  to 
be  skilled  workmen  in  the  trades  and  factories,  the 
mechanic  arts  curriculum;  and  to  girls  who,  during 
their  school  course  and  after  graduation,  are  to  be  home 
helpers  and  home  keepers,  the  domestic  science  cur- 
riculum. The  introduction  of  these  last  two  curricula 
has  long  been  advocated,  publicly  and  privately,  by 
Chairman  Fairbanks  and   by  Ex-Chairman  Foster.     A 
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mechanics  arts  curriculum  is  greatly  needed  in  Dover 
but  the  expense  of  its  installation  would  be  considerable. 
A  domestic  science  curriculum  is  at  least  as  greatly 
needed  and  is  not  over-expensive  to  introduce  and  to 
maintain. 

MY  RECOMMENDATION. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  urge  the  establishment  of  a 
domestic  science  curriculum.  If  a  new  schoolhouse 
takes  from  the  high  school  building  the  eighth  and 
seventh  grades,  two  additional  rooms  will  be  available 
for  our  use.  One  will  be  occupied  by  English  and  the 
other  could  house  adequately  the  proposed  work  in  do- 
mestic science.  This  room  is  large  enough  to  serve  as 
kitchen,  dining  room  and  sewing  room,  without  parti- 
tions but  with  a  few  movable  screens.  The  equipment 
would  include  the  necessary  appliances  for  housework 
and  would  include  sewing  machines,  sinks,  a  coal  range, 
a  gas  range,  and  individual  work  tables  and  gas  burners 
for  cooking.  The  entire  equipment  could  be  obtained 
for  from  $300  to  $500,  a  sum  less  than  the  cost  of 
the  typewriters  alone  for  the  commercial  department. 
A  single  teacher  could  handle  this  new  work,  whereas 
we  have  two  for  the  commercial  branches. 

Doubtless  it  seems  that  the  high  school  is  con- 
stantly calling  for  more  teachers,  but  it  must  be  remem- 
bered that  the  growth  of  the  school  has  been  such  that 
in  spite  of  all  additions  to  its  teaching  force,  the  number 
of  pupils  who  recite  daily  to  each  teacher  is  consider- 
ably greater  than  it  was  in  the  old  high  school.  The 
school  will  be  hampered  if  an  additional  teacher  is  not 
provided  for  next  year,  so  that  if  this  curriculum  is 
added  the  teacher  will  not  be  an  extra  expense  but  is 
needed  to  hold  the  standard  of  the  school.  It  should  be 
considered  also  that  the  removal  of  the  grades  from  the 
high  school  building  will  mean  an  annual  saving  of  at 
least  $200  in  fuel  and  electricity,  as   these  rooms  have 
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to  be  heated,  ventilated,  and  frequently  lighted  for  their 
afternoon  session. 

A  DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  CURRICULUM. 

This  would  be  a  regular  curriculum  for  the  four 
years  and  besides  containing  courses  in  English,  sci- 
ence, mathematics,  history,  and  a  modern  language, 
would  teach  the  following  branches  of  domestic  science: 
sewing,  dressmaking,  milHnery  and  designing,  cook- 
ing, diatetics,  household  economy  and  marketing, 
household  design,  decoration  and  mechanical  appli- 
ances, household  sanitation  and  hygiene,  personal  hy- 
giene, and  elements  of  nursing. 

The  value  of  such  a  curriculum  is  beyond  question 
and  I  am  certain  that  it  would  be  eagerly  chosen  by  a 
considerable  number. 

DRAWING  AND   MUSIC. 

The  present  crowded  condition  of  the  school  has 
forced  the  placing  of  temporary  desks  in  the  drawing 
room.  It  is  used  as  a  class  room  for  Enghsh,  for  which 
it  is  ill  fitted,  while  the  drawing  suffers  equally  in  being 
deprived  of  suitable  quarters.  We  are  able  now  to  offer 
drawing  for  but  one  period  a  week  to  each  class  of  pu- 
pils. This  is  unsatisfactory  and  I  think  that  eventually 
we  shall  have  to  give  daily  work  for  those  who  elect 
drawing. 

For  the  same  reason  I  agree  heartily  with  the  plan 
outlined  by  Mr.  French  for  the  improvement  of  music 
instruction. 

THE    LUNCH    COUNTERS. 

The  lunch  counters,  established  a  year  ago,  have  de- 
veloped into  an  unquahfied  success. 

The  committee  on  schoolhouse  repairs  has  made  the 
necessary  changes  in  the  basement  to  permit  cleanliness 
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and  prompt  serving.  Wholesome  food  is  sold  at  reason- 
able prices  and  the  advantages  over  the  old  custom, 
where  at  recess  the  pupils  obtained  lunch  away  from  the 
school  grounds  and  ate  it  on  the  street,  are  marked  and 
gratifying. 

BOOK   OF  COURSES. 

During  the  fall  term  the  pamphlet  describing  the 
work  and  courses  of  the  high  school  has  been  revised 
and  rewritten  and  forms  a  valuable  compendium  of 
school  knowledge  for  teachers,  parents,  and  pupils. 

THE  TEACHERS. 

The  teaching  force  of  the  high  school  is  now 
stronger  than  at  any  former  time  since  my  connection 
with  the  school,  and  the  wisdom  of  the  school  committee 
in  retaining  meritorious  teachers  at  advanced  salaries  is 
amply  justified.  To  the  inspiring  helpfulness,  the 
kindly  sympathy,  and  the  professional  skill  of  my  asso- 
ciates are  due  the  studiousness  and  orderly  conduct  of 
the  school;  and  the  office  thus  relieved  from  the  fre- 
quency of  serious  cases  of  discipline,  permits  the  prin- 
cipal to  devote  more  of  his  time  to  school  organization 
and  supervision.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

TEACHER  OF  MUSIC. 


To  THE  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  herewith  my 
annual  report  of  the  music  department. 

The  work  in  the  grades  is  going  on  with  the  usual 
interest.  The  average  individual  ability  of  the  pupils  to 
read  music  and  to  give  correct  vocal  expression  is  grad- 
ually improving  from  year  to  year.  We  are  now  using 
in  the  primary  grades  a  series  of  individual  exercises 
in  pamphlet  form  so  that  each  pupil  is  permitted  and  ex- 
pected to  observe  the  individual  efforts  of  all  the  others 
in  the  class,  and  an  improvement  in  interest  and  attain- 
ment is  already  observable  in  these  grades. 

In  the  high  school,  our  chorus  work  was  never  so 
interesting  as  it  is  this  year.  The  parts  are  better  bal- 
anced, and  the  average  ability  has  arrived  at  the  point 
where  it  is  practicable  to  pay  more  attention  to  inter- 
pretation and  expression.  Several  of  the  boys  and  girls 
in  the  chorus,  when  called  upon  for  vocal  solos,  are 
both  willing  and  able  to  respond. 

The  classes  in  theory  are  doing  unusually  good  work 
this  year,  and  the  interest  in  this  department  continues 
to  improve  from  year  to  year.  There  are  now  seven- 
teen pupils  in  the  four  classes,  a  net  gain  of  three  over 
the  number  taking  the  course  last  year. 

In  the  last  few  years  a  number  of  the  young  people 
who  have  gone  out  from  our  high  school  have  chosen 
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music  as  a  life  work,  and  they  are  gaining  a  livelihood 
and  fining  a  legitimate  place  in  our  social  and  economic 
life.  Had  there  been  furnished  them  as  good  facilities 
for  training  along  the  line  of  their  tastes  and  natural 
endowments  as  is  being  furnished  to  our  young  people 
who  are  looking  forward  to  stenography  or  book- 
keeping, they  might  have  been  called  into  still  higher 
positions  of  usefulness  to  the  community,  and  be  reap- 
ing a  correspondingly  larger  remuneration  for  their 
services. 

Mr.  Butterfield  has  expended  much  time  and 
thought  in  an  effort  to  so  arrange  the  recitation  periods  of 
the  various  subjects  as  to  avoid  conflicts  in  point  of  time, 
and  he  has  succeeded  in  everything  but  the  physically 
impossible.  Now  and  then  one  drops  the  music  course 
because  the  music  period  conflicts  with  that  of  some 
other  subjects  in  his  or  her  course  of  study.  Possibly  if 
a  music  course  as  comprehensive  in  its  way  as  is  the 
commercial  course,  for  instance,  and  as  well  defined  in 
its  objects,  could  be  devised,  parts  of  it  could  be  cor- 
related with  the  general  course  in  such  a  way  as  to  ob- 
viate the  difficulty  referred  to. 

In  my  report  for  the  year  1906  I  called  attention  to 
the  fact  that  Dover  was  one  of  the  flrst  cities  in  New 
England,  if  not  the  very  first,  to  institute  a  course  in  el- 
ementary harmony  in  the  high  school,  and  called  atten- 
tion to  the  movement  in  Chelsea,  (Mass.)  along  these 
lines.  The  Chelsea  plan  is  more  comprehensive  than 
our  own,  and  is  evidently  proving  eminently  successful, 
and  I  permit  myself  the  hope  that  in  the  future  not  now 
far  distant  Dover  will  have  advanced  to  a  condition 
equally  satisfactory. 

I  desire  to  express  my  obligations  to  scholars  and 
teachers,  to  the  superintendent  and  the  school  board, 
and  to  the  parents  as  well,  for  the  generous  co-operation 
which  has  rendered  possible  whatever  of  success  may 
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have  crowned  my  work  in  the  past  year,  and  that  have 
rendered  my  duties  so  dehghtful.

BIOGRAPHICAL. 


A  Summary  of  the  Public   Services  of   Dover's   Chief 
Executives. 


(FRED  E.    QUIMBY.) 


I. 

Hon.  Andrew  Peirce,  mayor  of  Dover  in  1856, 
son  of  Deacon  Benjamin  Peirce,  was  born  in  Dover, 
December  18,  1785.  He  was  captain  in  the  war  of  1812; 
bank  cashier;  merchant;  clerk  of  the  court:  representa- 
tive to  the  General  Court;  speaker  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives in  1823;  state  senator  in  1825-26;  elected  a 
member  of  the  Governor's  Council  in  1827;  member  of 
the  board  of  selectmen  from  1811  to  1816,  both  years  in- 
clusive; was  director  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  railroad 
and,  like  his  father,  deacon  of  the  First  church.  Mr. 
Peirce  died  in  Dover,  September  4,  1862. 

II. 

Hon.  Thomas  E.  Sawyer,  mayor  of  Dover  in  1857, 
son  of  Stephen  and  Mary  Sawyer,  was  born  in  Dover, 
November  21,  1798.  He  was  admitted  to  the  Straiford 
Bar  in  1825;  was  a  member  of  the  school  board  each 
year  with  but  one  exception,  from  1827  to  1878,  and  in 
his  honor  the  Sawyer  school  was  named.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Governor's  Council  in  1831-32;  repre- 
sentative to  the  General  Court  from  1832  to  1850;  Whig 
candidate    for  Governor  in   1851  and  1852;  selectman 
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from  1839  to  1848;  city  solicitor  from  1870  to  1875:  mod- 
erator both  of  his  town  and  city  for  many  years;  was 
president  of  the  Cocheco  National  bank,  and  a  conspic- 
uous advocate  of  all  matters  effecting  the  welfare  of  his 
native  town.     He  died  February  27,  1879. 

III. 

Hon.  James  Bennett,  mayor  of  Dover  in  1858 
and  1859,  son  of  Abraham  and  Elizabeth  (Savage) 
Bennett,  was  born  in  New  Durham,  N.  H.,  February  23, 
1816.  He  came  to  Dover  in  1847;  was  a  shoe  manufac- 
turer for  many  years;  was  representative  to  the  Gen- 
eral Court  in  1854-55;  served  several  years  on  the  school 
committee;  was  a  member  of  the  common  council  in 
1862,  and  of  the  board  of  aldermen  in  1867-68-69  and 
1876.     He  died  in  Dover,  November  21,  1894. 

IV. 

Hon.  Albert  Bond,  mayor  of  Dover  in  1860,  son 
of  Joseph  and  Lucy  Bond,  was  born  in  Wilmington, 
Massachusetts,  September  13,  1813.  He  settled  in 
Dover  in  1842,  where  he  continued  to  reside  until  his 
death,  August  3,  1873.  Mr.  Bond  never  served  in  either 
branch  of  the  city  government. 

V. 

Hon.  Alphonso  Bickford,  mayor  of  Dover  in  1861 
and  1862,  son  of  Thomas  Bickford,  was  born  in  Roches- 
ter, N.  H.,  December  12,  1817.  He  came  to  Dover  in 
1818;  received  the  degree  of  "  M.  D."  from  Bowdoin 
Medical  College  in  1837;  was  made  a  fellow  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Medical  Society  in  1863;  served  as  a  member 
of  the  common  council  in  1856-57,  and  of  the  board  of 
aldermen  in  1866-67.  Dr.  Bickford  continued  in  active 
practice  until  his  death,  December  31,  1869. 
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VI. 

Hon.  William  F.  Estes,  mayor  of  Dover  in  1863, 
1864  and  1865,  son  of  Israel  and  Abigail  Estes,  was  born 
in  Dover,  January  9,  1813.  He  was  engaged  in  stable 
keeping  for  many  years.  He  served  as  a  member  of  the 
common  council  in  1856-57,  and  of  the  board  of  alder- 
men in  1858;  he  also  represented  his  ward  in  the  Gen- 
eral Court  in  1857  and  1858.  As  "War  Mayor"  of 
Dover  his  administrations  were  essentially  busy  ones, 
and  to  the  solution  of  the  manifold  problems  which  con- 
fronted the  town,  state  and  nation  during  the  three 
years  of  his  incumbency  he  brought  the  entire  resources 
of  an  eminently  practical  and  judicial  mind.  He  died  in 
Dover,  November  4,  1869. 

vn. 

Hon.  Joshua  G.  Hall,  mayor  of  Dover  in  1866 
and  1867,  son  of  Joshua  G.  and  EHzabeth  (Plummer) 
Hall,  was  born  in  Wakefield,  N.  H.,  November  5,  1828. 
He  graduated  from  Dartmouth  College  in  July,  1851,  and 
was  admitted  to  the  Bar  in  1855;  came  to  Dover  in  1858; 
was  county  solicitor  from  1862  to  1874,  both  years  in- 
clusive, and  city  solicitor  in  1868-69-70.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  school  committee,  (District  No.  1),  from  1858 
to  1865,  both  years  inclusive;  state  senator  in  1871  and 
1872,  and  representative  to  the  General  Court  in  1874. 
He  also  represented  the  First  New  Hampshire  district 
in  the  46th  Congress  (1879),  and  was  re-elected  to  the 
47th,  (1881).  Mr.  Hall  was  also  Attorney  of  the  United 
States  for  the  district  of  New  Hampshire,  from  April, 
1874,  to  February,  1879.  As  a  lawyer  he  held  high  rank, 
and  was  universally  recognized  as  a  man  of  sterling  in- 
tegrity.    He  died  in  Dover,  October  31,  1898. 
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VIII. 

Hon.  Eli  V.  Brewster,  mayor  of  Dover  in  1868 
and  1869,  son  of  George  F.  and  Joanna  Brewster, 
was  born  in  Wolfeboro,  N.  H.,  March  24,  1824.  He 
came  to  Dover  in  1841,  and  was,  for  more  than  one- 
half  a  century,  identified  with  the  industrial  and  mer- 
cantile life  of  the  city  of  his  adoption.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  General  Court  in  1864  and  1865,  and  was  for 
many  years  a  director  of  the  Dover  National  bank.  He 
died  in  Dover,  March  18,  1903. 

IX. 

Hon.  William  S.  Stevens,  mayor  of  Dover  in 
1870,  1871  and  1872,  son  of  Edmund  and  Elizabeth 
(Shepard)  Stevens,  was  born  in  Canterbury,  N.  H., 
June  21,  1816.  In  early  life  Mr.  Stevens  ov/ned  and  op- 
erated a  saw  mill  at  Milton,  N.  H. ;  later  he  became  es- 
tablished in  mercantile  pursuits  at  Center  Ossipee, 
N.  H. ,  taking  up  his  residence  in  Dover  in  1847.  After 
carrying  on  a  wholesale  grocery  business  for  three 
years,  he  became  associated  with  Benjamin  Wiggin  in 
the  manufacture  of  glue,  sand,  emery  and  flint  paper. 
He  was  intimately  associated  with  the  financial  interests 
of  Dover,  and  served  for  many  years  on  the  directory, 
and  as  president,  of  the  Strafford  National  bank.  He 
v\^as,  for  twenty  years,  a  director  of  the  Boston  &  Maine 
railroad.  He  was  a  member  of  the  New  Hampshire 
House  of  Representatives  in  1855,  1862  and  1863.  He 
died  in  Dover,  April  15,  1897. 

X. 

Hon.  Charles  H.  Horton,  mayor  of  Dover  in  1873 
and  1874,  son  of  Benjamin  and  Hannah  G.  Horton,  was 
born  in  New  York  city,  December  12,  1816.  He  located 
in  Dover  in  May,  1852,  and  continued  an  uninterrupted 
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residence  in  this  city  until  his  death,  September  11, 
1898.  He  was  a  book-binder  by  trade,  and  many  a  book- 
lover  in  and  about  Dover  still  possesses  cherished  speci- 
mens of  his  handiwork.  He  was  a  member  of  the  com- 
mon council  in  1858  and  again  in  1876,  and  of  the  board 
of  aldermen  in  1862-63,  and  again  in  1877;  represented 
his  ward  in  the  General  Court  in  1859-60,  and  served 
two  years  as  a  memoer  of  the  Governor's  Council. 

XL 

Hon.  Edward  P.  Hodgdon,  mayor  of  Dover  in 
1875  and  1876,  son  of  Ebenezer  and  Catherine  (Tuttle) 
Hodgdon,  was  born  in  Ossipee,  N.  H.,  September  27, 
1837.  Mr.  Hodgdon  came  to  Dover  in  1869,  shortly 
thereafter  opening  an  insurance  office,  in  which  busi- 
ness he  continued  until  his  departure  from  the  state  in 
1879.  Considering  the  fact  that  Mr.  Hodgdon  only 
lived  in  Dover  for  ten  years,  he  was  signally  honored, 
serving  two  years  as  mayor  of  his  adopted  city,  and 
three  years  upon  the  board  of  Railroad  Commissioners, 
from  1873  to  1875,  both  years  inclusive.  He  had  for  his 
pohtical  opponent  at  the  election  held  November  24, 
1874,  and  again  on  November  23  of  the  succeeding  year, 
that  stalwart  exponent  of  democracy,  and  successful 
shoe  manufacturer,  Hon.  George  W.  Tash,  whom  he 
defeated  in  both  contests  by  a  substantial  majority. 
Mr.  Hodgdon  died  in  JopHn,  Missouri,  April  27,  1909. 

XII. 

Hon.  Solomon  H.  Foye,  mayor  of  Dover  in  1877 
and  1878,  son  of  Richard  and  Abigail  (Hall)  Foye,  was 
born  in  Lee,  N.  H.,  February  9,  1819.  He  moved  to 
Dover  when  quite  young,  and  early  became  identified 
with  the  political  as  well  as  the  mercantile  life  of  his 
adopted  city.  As  a  marble  and  granite  worker  he  built 
up  a  successful   business,  and  was  well  and   favorably 
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known  throughout  southern  New  Hampshire  and  south- 
western Maine.  He  served  as  assistant  engineer  of 
the  fire  department  for  fourteen  years,  succeeding 
Edmund  Freeman  as  chief  engineer  July  7,  1870,  to 
which  position  he  was  re-elected  the  following  year. 
He  served  in  the  board  of  aldermen  in  1859-60,  and  rep- 
resented Ward  Three  in  the  General  Court  in  1856  and 
1857.     He  died  in  Dover,  April  11,  1905. 

XIH. 

Hon.  Joseph  D.  Guppy,  mayor  of  Dover  in  1879 
and  1880,  son  of  John  and  Hannah  (Dame)  Guppy, 
was  born  in  Dover,  February  11,  1823.  Mr.  Guppy  was 
a  man  of  strict  probity  and  was  held  in  high  esteem  by 
all  who  came  within  the  radius  of  his  sterling  personal- 
ity. He  was  a  member  of  the  board  of  aldermen  in 
1856-57-58,  1866-67,  1870  71,  and  1886,  a  service  which 
stands  without  a  parallel  in  the  history  of  the  city.  He 
also  served  as  auditor,  moderator,  school  committeeman, 
county  commissioner,  and  member  of  the  Constitutional 
Convention.     He  died  in  Dover,  June  3,  1890. 

XIV. 

Hon.  Charles  M.  Murphy,  mayor  of  Dover  in 
1881  and  1882,  son  of  John  and  Mary  M.  (Meader) 
Murphy,  was  born  in  Alton,  N.  H.,  November  3,  1835. 
He  began  the  study  of  dentistry  in  Dover  in  1857,  and 
practiced  that  profession  for  nearly  twenty  years.  He 
became  a  broker  in  1878  and  acquired  considerable 
prominence  in  the  financial  world.  In  later  years,  how- 
ever, he  suffered  serious  financial  reverses,  which 
swept  away  practically  his  entire  fortune.  He  served 
as  representative  to  the  General  Court  in  1874,  and  be- 
came attached  to  the  personal  staff  of  Gov.  Straw.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  common  council  in  1867-68,  and  of 
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the  board  of  aldermen  in  1876.  As  president  of  the 
Dover  Five  Cents  Savings  bank  he  infused  new  Hfe  and 
energy  into  that  institution.  Lewis  College  bestowed 
an  honorary  degree  upon  Dr.  Murphy  in  1881.  He  died 
in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  April  30,  1888. 

XV. 

Hon.  James  E.  Lothrop,  mayor  of  Dover  in  1883 
and  1884,  son  of  Daniel  and  Sophia  (Home)  Lothrop, 
was  born  in  Rochester,  N.  H.,  November  30,  1826.  At 
the  age  of  nineteen  he  came  to  Dover  and  engaged  in 
the  drug  business,  in  which  he  retained  an  interest 
until  his  death.  He  received  the  degree  of  "  M.  D."  at 
Jefferson  College  in  1848,  but  relinquished  the  practice 
of  his  profession  to  engage  in  various  and  varied  mer- 
cantile pursuits,  in  all  of  which  he  was  eminently  suc- 
cessful. He  was  for  many  years  president  of  the  Co- 
checo  National  bank,  and  also  served  as  president  of  the 
Cochecho  Aqueduct  Association  and  the  Dover  Board 
of  Trade.  He  also  served  on  the  directory  of  the  Ports- 
mouth &  Dover  railroad  and  the  Eliot  Bridge  Co.,  and 
as  trustee  of  Pine  Hill  cemetery.  It  was  largely  through 
the  efforts  of  Dr.  Lothrop  that  the  Dover  Public  library 
became  a  reality,  and  he  w^as  the  first  presiding  officer 
of  its  board  of  trustees.  He  died  in  Dover,  March  6, 
1907. 

XVI. 

Hon.  Richard  N.  Ross,  mayor  of  Dover  in  1885 
and  1886,  son  of  Simon  and  Phoebe  (Nutter)  Ross,  was 
born  in  Rochester,  N.  H.,  May  28,  1817.  He  moved  to 
Dover  when  quite  young,  where  he  was  a  tax-payer  for 
fifty-eight  consecutive  years.  He  w^as  one  of  the  early 
firemen  of  the  town,  and  served  as  chief  engineer  from 
1851  to  1868,  both  years  inclusive.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  board  of  aldermen  in  1859  and  1860,  and  ex-ofRcio 
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member  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Dover  Public 
library  during  the  term  of  his  incumbency  as  mayor. 
He  died  in  Dover,  January  29,  1897. 

XVII. 

Hon.  George  G.  Lowell,  merchant,  mayor  of  the 
city  of  Dover  in  1887  and  1888,  son  of  John  and  Mahala 
(Page)  Lowell,  was  born  in  Hallovv^ell,  Maine,  November 
1,  1824.  He  moved  to  Dover  in  1853,  and  early  became 
interested  in  the  prudential  affairs  of  the  town.  He 
served  as  overseer  of  the  poor  from  1862  to  1867,  both 
years  inclusive,  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  assessors 
for  ten  years,  and  as  trustee  of  the  Dover  Public  library 
during  the  term  of  his  incumbency  as  mayor.  It  was 
during  his  term  as  chief  executive  of  the  city  that  the 
Dover  Water  Works  was  established,  a  project  in  which 
he  evidenced  a  deep  interest.  He  died  at  York,  Maine, 
June  7,  1893. 

XVIIL 

Hon.  Benjamin  F.  Nealley,  mayor  of  Dover  in 
1889  and  1890,  son  of  Benjamin  M.  and  Abbie  (Pray) 
Nealley,  was  born  in  South  Berwick,  Maine,  October  24, 
1839.  He  came  to  Dover  in  April,  1858.  He  engaged 
in  the  dry  goods  business  in  1865,  and  was  actively  con- 
nected with  the  mercantile  interests  of  the  city  until 
1893,  when  he  sold  his  principal  business  to  his  brother, 
Hon.  John  H.  Nealley,  mayor  of  Dover  in  1904-05.  Mr. 
Nealley  was  a  member  of  the  common  council  in  1871-72; 
representative  to  the  General  Court  in  1883-84;  state 
senator  in  1887-88;  trustee  of  the  Dover  Public  library 
in  1889-90;  city  treasurer  in  1895,  in  which  capacity  he 
served  until  March,  1897.  He  w^as  chairman  of  the 
city  hall  building  committee,  and  is,  at  this  writing, 
president  of  the  Masonic  Building  Association.  He  has 
officiated  as  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Dover  Navi- 
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gation  Co.  since  its  organization  in  1878,  and  has  served 
on  the  directory  of  the  Strafford  National  bank  and  as 
trustee  of  the  Strafford  Savings  bank,  for  many  years. 
Mr.  Nealley  represents  the  highest  type  of  American 
manhood.  Loyal  to  every  obligation  in  life,  spoken  or 
implied,  charitable  in  his  judgments  and  generous  in 
his  philanthropies,  he  has  won  and  holds  the  confidence 
and  esteem  of  the  entire  community.  His  present  resi- 
dence is  No.  74  Silver  street,  Dover,  N.  H. 

XIX. 

Hon.  Henry  R.  Parker,  mayor  of  Dover  in  1891 
and  1892,  son  of  John  T.  and  Sally  L.  ( Savage)  Parker, 
was  born  in  Wolfeboro,  N.  H.,  January  24,  1836.  Pre- 
vious to  receiving  the  degree  of  "M.  D."  from  Dart- 
mouth Medical  school,  he  was  engaged  in  teaching  at 
the  academy  in  his  native  town.  He  came  to  Dover  in 
1881.  He  served  as  president  of  the  board  of  examin- 
ing surgeons  for  Strafford  county,  an  office  under  the  ju- 
risdiction of  the  Pension  department,  during  the  ad- 
ministrations of  President  Cleveland;  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Dover  Medical  Society,  Strafford  County  Medical 
Society,  and  the  New  Hampshire  Medical  Society,  and 
also  one  of  the  consulting  physicians  and  surgeons  on 
the  staff  of  the  Wentworth  Hospital.  He  was  an  active 
member  of  the  New  Hampshire  Genealogical  Society, 
the  Northam  Colonists,  the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars  of 
New  Hampshire,  and  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revo- 
lution. Dr.  Parker  was  a  gentleman  in  the  truest 
sense.     He  died  in  Dover,  December  29,  1909. 

XX. 

Hon.  Alonzo  Melvin  Foss,  mayor  of  Dover  in 
1893,  1894  and  1895,  son  of  Dennis  and  Hannah  (Pearey) 
Foss,  was  born  in  Strafford,  N.  H.,  July  23,  1847. 
Shortly  after  the  close  of  the  Civil  war  Mr.  Foss  and 
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his  father  opened  a  general  store  in  Strafford;  in  1874 
they  came  to  Dover  and  established  a  box  factory  and 
grain  mill.  They  disposed  of  the  grain  mill  in  1884,  and 
added  to  the  manufacture  of  boxes,  that  of  doors, 
sash  and  blinds,  in  which  business  the  junior  member 
of  the  firm  still  continues,  Mr.  Dennis  Foss  having  died 
in  the  wdnter  of  1899.  Mr.  Foss  served  several  years  on 
the  board  of  education,  and  as  trustee  of  Pine  Hill  cem- 
etery and  the  Dover  Public  hbrary.  He  was  a  member 
of  Governor  McLane's  staff,  and  has  just  completed  a 
two  years'  term  as  a  member  of  Governor  Quinby's 
Council.  Col.  Foss  is  a  progressive  and  successful 
business  man,  a  33d  degree  Mason,  and  is  not  only  vrell 
and  favorably  known  in  the  fraternal,  social,  military 
and  political  coteries  of  New  Hampshire,  but  in  many 
other  parts  of  the  Union.  His  present  residence  is  No. 
114  Locust  street,  Dover. 

XXI. 

Hon.  William  F.  Nason,  mayor  of  Dover  in  1896 
and  1897,  son  of  Joseph  T.  and  Susan  Frost  Nason,  was 
born  in  Sanford,  Maine,  November  22,  1857.  He  was 
admitted  to  the  Bar  in  1879;  elected  city  solicitor  in  1883 
and  1884,  and  was  again  called  to  that  office  in  1890-91- 
92-94-95;  elected  county  solicitor  in  1892,  serving  six 
years  in  that  capacity.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Gen- 
eral Court  in  1887-88,  1901-02,  1903-04,  1907-08,  1909- 
10.  He  not  only  rendered  distinguished  committee  ser- 
vice, but  manifested  a  deep  interest  in  the  advancement 
of  many  of  the  more  important  measures  introduced 
during  his  legislative  life,  winning  recognition  as  one  of 
the  most  forceful  speakers  and  ready  debaters  on  the 
floor  of  the  House.  He  was  appointed  associate  justice 
of  the  municipal  court  of  Dover,  May  17,  1892,  which 
position  he  still  fills.  He  served,  during  his  incumbency 
as  mayor,  upon  the  board  of  trustees  of  Pine  Hill  ceme- 
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tery  and  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Dover  Public  li- 
brary. He  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  first  board 
of  police  commissioners  of  the  city  of  Dover,  January 
28,  1903,  and  served  until  the  expiration  of  his  term, 
March  3,  1905.  Free  from  the  exactions  of  public  life, 
Mr.  Nason  now  devotes  his  entire  time  to  the  practice 
of  his  pi'ofession,  in  which  he  has  gained  an  enviable 
reputation.  His  present  residence  is  No.  9  Hamilton 
street,  Dover,  N.  H. 

XXII. 

Hon.  Charles  A.  Fairbanks,  mayor  of  Dover  in 
1898,  1899  and  1900,  son  of  Albert  A.  and  Lydia  L. 
(Brock)  Fairbanks,  w^as  born  in  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  De- 
cember 17,  1849.  At  the  age  of  six  years  he  came  to 
Dover  with  his  parents  and  here  grew  to  manhood. 
Graduating  from  Dartmouth  College  in  1871,  he  followed 
mechanical  draughting  several  years  in  Boston  and  East 
Saginaw,  Michigan.  He  returned  to  Dover  in  1874,  and 
served  as  the  first  local  station  agent  for  the  Portsmouth 
&  Dover  Railroad  Co.  After  a  year's  service  in  that  ca- 
pacity he  began  the  study  of  medicine,  graduating  from 
Harvard  Medical  school  in  1877.  He  was  elected  county 
physician  in  1878,  serving  in  that  position  four  years; 
served  as  city  physician  fifteen  years;  member  of  the 
board  of  health  ten  years;  member  of  the  school  com- 
mittee since  1882,  acting  as  secretary  fourteen  years 
and  is  at  present  serving  his  fourth  term  as  chairman; 
trustee  of  the  Dover  Public  hbrary  three  years;  trustee 
of  Pine  Hill  cemetery  three  years;  water  commissioner 
fourteen  years;  and  moderator  of  Ward  Three  for  six- 
teen years.  He  became  a  member  of  the  Strafford 
County  Medical  Society  in  1878,  in  which  body  he  has 
served  as  president  and  secretary  many  years,  and  is  at 
present  one  of  the  Pension  Examiners  for  Strafford 
county,  to  which  position  he  w^as  appointed  in  1897.     He 
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was  a  member  of  the  General  Court  in  1907  08  and  1909- 
10,  serving  on  important  committees;  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Republican  State  Central  Committee  for  eight 
years,  and  has  been  chairman  of  the  Repubhcan  City 
Central  Committee  for  the  past  decade.  Dr.  Fairbanks 
is  an  orator  of  exceptional  ability,  an  entertaining  con- 
versationalist, and  as  a  public  official  conservative,  capa- 
ble, and  of  rigid  probity.  His  present  address  in  No.

XXIII. 

Hon.  Arthur  G.  Whittemore,  mayor  of  Dover 
in  1901,  1902  and  1903,  son  of  Aaron  and  Ariannah 
(Barstow)  Whittemore,  was  born  in  Pembroke,  N.  H., 
July  26,  1856.  Mr.  Whittemore  was  educated  at  Pem- 
broke Academy  and  Harvard  Law  school,  and  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  Bar  in  1879.  He  has  been  prominently 
identified  with  all  the  public  enterprises  looking  to  the 
advancement  of  the  material  welfare  of  his  home  city 
for  the  past  twenty-five  years,  and  is  at  present  the  ex- 
ecutive head  of  the  Dover  Board  of  Trade.  He  served 
on  the  board  of  water  commissioners  from  the  inception 
of  the  plant  in  1888  until  his  election  as  mayor;  was  a 
member  of  the  General  Court  in  1903-04,  and  was  for 
three  years  a  trustee  of  Pine  Hill  cemetery  and  the 
Dover  Public  library.  He  was  largely  instruniental  in 
securing  the  Carnegie  library  fund,  and  also  the  gift, 
from  the  trustees  of  FrankHn  Academy,  of  the  adjoin- 
ing sites  for  the  library  and  high  school  buildings.  He 
was  appointed  a  member  of  the  board  of  Railroad  Com- 
missioners in  1893,  and  succeeded  to  the  chairmanship 
of  that  board  August  4,  1909,  by  appointment  of  Gov- 
ernor Quinby.  In  1895  he  was  appointed  by  the  comp- 
troller of  currency  receiver  of  the  Dover  National  bank, 
and  he  so  successfully  liquidated  the  assets  as  to  not 
only  pay  the   depositors  in  full,  with  interest,  but  re- 
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turned  a  substantial  dividend  to  the  stockholders.  He 
has  served  as  a  director  and  trustee,  respectively,  of  the 
Strafford  National  and  Strafford  Savings  banks,  for 
many  years.  His  present  address  is  No.  22  Lexington 
street,  Dover,  N.  H. 

XXIV. 

Hon.  John  H.  Nealley,  mayor  of  Dover  in  1904 
and  1905,  son  of  Benjamin  M.  and  Abbie  (Pray)  Nealley, 
was  born  in  South  Berwick,  Maine,  August  4,  1853.  He 
came  to  Dover  in  1871,  entering  the  dry  goods  estabhsh- 
ment  of  his  brother,  Hon.  B.  Frank  Nealley,  (mayor  of 
Dover  in  1889-90) ,  to  which  business  he  succeeded,  by 
purchase,  in  1893.  He  served  two  years  as  alderman, 
1901-02;  as  a  member  of  the  General  Court  in  1889-90, 
and  as  state  senator  in  1907-08,  declining  further  active 
political  duties  by  reason  of  the  exactions  of  his  con- 
stantly increasing  business  interests.  He  was  for  two 
years  a  trustee  of  Pine  Hill  cemetery,  of  the  Dover  Pub- 
he  library,  and  the  Wentworth  Hospital;  he  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Constitutional  Convention  in  1903,  and  has 
been  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  State  In- 
dustrial school  since  June  17,  1907.  It  was  during  his 
term  as  mayor  that  the  high  school  building  was  erected. 
That  it  was  possible  to  complete  and  equip  this  building, 
entailing  an  expenditure  of  substantially  $111,000.00  for 
land,  grading,  furniture,  etc.,  with  a  bond  issue  of  but 
$60,000.00,  was  in  no  small  degree  due  to  that  discrim- 
inating judgment  and  exceptional  business  tact  which 
has  ever  characterized  Mr.  Nealley's  mercantile  as  well 
as  official  career.  Fearless  in  the  espousal  of  those 
principles  which  his  conscience  approved,  Mr.  Nealley 
won,  and  still  retains,  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  his 
fellow  citizens,  irrespective  of  their  political  affihations.

XXV. 

Hon.  Alonzo  T.  Pinkham,  mayor  of  Dover  in  1906, 
son  of  Georg-e  W.  and  Dorothy  (Littlefield)  Pinkham, 
was  born  in  Madbury,  N.  H.,  September  15,  1847.  Mr. 
Pinkham  was  for  many  years  associated  with  the  late 
Hon.  James  E.  Lothrop  (mayor  of  Dover  in  1883-84),  in 
the  drug  business,  and  was  an  active  mem.ber  of  the 
Lothrops  &  Pinkham  corporation  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  Mr.  Pinkham  served  as  councilman  in  1873-74; 
as  school  committeeman  from  1887  to  1892,  both  years 
inclusive,  and  as  a  member  of  the  General  Court  in  1883- 
84.  The  Wentworth  Hospital,  in  the  erection  of  which 
he  took  a  deep  interest,  was  completed  during  his  ad- 
ministration, its  formal  dedication  being  deferred  by 
reason  of  his  sudden  death.  He  died  on. the  twenty- 
second  of  August,  1906,  having  served  as  mayor  less 
than  eight  months.  Hon.  George  J.  Foster  was  chosen 
by  the  city  councils  to  fill  out  the  unexpired  term. 

XXVI. 

Hon.  George  J.  Foster,  mayor  of  Dover  from 
September  6,  1906,  to  December  31st  of  that  year,  by 
election  of  the  city  councils,  to  succeed  Hon.  Alonzo  T. 
Pinkham,  deceased,  of  whom  see  below\ 

XXVH. 

Hon.  Michael  J.  White,  mayor  of  Dover  in  1907 
and  1908,  son  of  William  and  Mary  White,  was  born  in 
Somersworth,  N.  H.,  March  2,  1871.  He  moved  to 
Dover  in  1879,  and  at  an  early  age  entered  the  employ- 
ment of  the  Cocheco  Manufacturing  Company,  where 
he  remained  for  a  number  of  years.  While  engaged  in 
textile  work  he  gained  marked  prominence  in  the  labor 
world,  serving  for  seven  years  as  the  president  of  the 
National  Cotton  Spinners'  Union.  In  the  solution  of  the 
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manifold  problems  which  confronted  him  as  the  execu- 
tive head  of  that  vast  organization,  allied  as  it  was  with 
other  institutions  of  a  somewhat  similar  character  but 
representing  widely  divergent  interests,  he  brought 
the  full  strength  of  a  singularly  analytical  mind,  his 
decisions  being  characteristically  free  from  bias  and 
bearing  the  impress  of  an  honest,  fearless  conservatism. 
Mr.  White  has  been  a  member  of  the  Democratic  State 
Committee  since  1904,  representing  District  No.  13; 
served  as  a  delegate  to  the  Democratic  National  Conven- 
tion at  Denver  in  1908,  and  was  his  party's  candidate 
for  Congressman  from  the  First  New  Hampshire  Dis- 
trict in  the  campaign  of  that  year.  During  the  term  of 
his  incumbency  as  mayor  he  served  on  the  board  of 
trustees  of  Pine  Hill  cemetery,  the  Wentworth  Hospital, 
and  the  Dover  Public  library,  and  as  chairman  of  the 
board  of  Water  Commissioners.  His  present  address  is 
No.  28  Fourth  street,  Dover,  N.  H. 

XXVIII. 

Hon.  George  J.  Foster,  mayor  of  Dover  in  1909 
and  1910,  son  of  Joshua  L.  and  Lucretia  A.  (Gale)  Fos- 
ter, was  born  in  Concord,  N.  H.,  February  13,  1854.  He 
came  to  Dover  when  quite  young,  and  joined  with  his 
father  and  brother  in  the  publication  of  "  Foster^ s 
(Weekly)  Democrat, "  under  the  firm  name  of  George 
J.  Foster  &  Co.  The  Daily  Democrat  made  its  initial 
appearance  June  18,  1873,  since  w^hich  time  the  business 
of  the  firm  has  been  constantly  expanding  until  today 
it  occupies  an  enviable  position  in  the  newspaper  world. 
The  subject  of  this  sketch  is  the  only  surviving  member 
of  the  original  firm,  his  father  and  brother  having  died 
in  1900  and  1907,  respectively.  Mr.  Foster  has  served 
on  the  school  committee  since  1882,  with  the  exception 
of  five  years  from  1884  to  1889,  and  is  still  a  member. 
He  was  chairman   of  the  school   committee  six   years. 
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from  1903  to  1908,  inclusive;  was  a  member  of  the  Gen- 
eral Court  in  1893-94,  and  served,  during  his  incum- 
bency as  mayor,  as  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees 
of  Pine  Hill  cemetery,  the  Wentworth  Hospital,  the 
Dover  Public  library,  and  also  of  the  Board  of  Water 
Commissioners.  His  administration  as  mayor  was 
signally  successful,  the  public  debt  being  reduced 
$74, 000  00  during  the  two  years  of  his  connection  with 
city  affairs.  His  present  residence  is  No.  4  Hough 
street,  Dover,  N.  H. 
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
